MESSAGE 

OF 

HON.  GEORGE  A.  SWEENEY 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

We  have  been  delegated  by  the  people  of  Attleboro  as  overseers  of  the 
executive  and  legislative  departments  of  our  city.  I firmly  trust  and  be- 
lieve that  each  of  us  realizes  the  responsibility  and  importance  of  our  duties 
and  that  all  branches  and  departments  of  the  city  will  work  in  harmony 
and  in  unison. 

I will  first  call  to  your  attention  a brief  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city  as  submitted  to  me  by  the  city  auditor  on  December  30.

In  planning  the  work  of  the  various  departments  I hope  that  each 
member  of  the  council  will  scan  closely  the  reports  of  the  work  done  during 
the  past  years  as  submitted  by  the  heads  of  these  departments.  I wish  to 
call  your  attention  to  a few  of  the  most  evident  needs  of  the  city,  not 
necessarily  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  but  all  of  which  deserve  your 
earnest  consideration. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT.  The  importance  of  our  schools  puts  this 
department  first  in  the  minds  of  our  citizens.  Out  of  our  total  taxes 
collected  last  year  of  $718,947.00  the  school  department  received 
$283,885.00  and  this  money  was  spent  entirely  under  the  supervision  of 
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the  school  authorities.  The  school  committee  has  endeavored  at  all  times 
to  keep  Attleboro’s  schools  up  to  a high  standard,  and  deserves  the  com- 
mendation and  support  of  the  people  of  Attleboro  for  its  untiring  efforts. 

The  recent  additions  to  the  Bliss  and  Washington  schools  are  now  in 
use  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  no  additional  buildings  will 
be  needed  this  year.  One-fourth  of  last  year’s  teaching  force  resigned  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  forcing  the  appointment  of  many  new 
teachers  when  school  opened  in  Septeml)er.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
year  will  see  fewer  resignations  so  that  the  education  of  our  children  will 
not  be  retarded  by  the  continual  changing  of  teachers. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  committee  has  taken  a step  forward  by 
allowing  the  use  of  the  school  buildings  for  public  gatherings.  This  was 
caused  by  a lack  of  suitable  meeting  places  in  the  South  Attleboro  district, 
but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  custom  will  be  continued  and  extended  to 
other  school  buildings  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 

PUBLIC  WORKS.  The  general  public  is  more  intimately  concerned 
with  the  doings  of  this  department  than  with  any  other  city  "department, 
because  every  person  in  the  city  is  in  daily  contact  with  some  branch  of 
the  public  works.  Whether  you  ride  over  our  roads  or  walk  over  our 
sidewalks,  you  expect  the  Highway  Department  to  be  one  hundred  per 
cent  efficient.  Whether  you  own  your  home  or  whether  you  rent  a tene- 
ment, you  demand  instant  service  from  the  Water  and  Sewer  Depart- 
ments, and  in  addition  to  these  duties,  it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  manage  a city  owned  railroad. 

The  Highway  Department  has  many  urgent  calls  for  work  in  the 
different  secvions  of  the  city.  ^Some  of  oUr  country  roads  have  been 
neglected  lidiile' vvC' were  building  pcrmaheni  highways  in  the  center,  and 
these  must  have  attention  this  year.  The  people  who  live  a short  distance 
from  the'rchnthr  df  the^sity  have  cheerfully  paid  their  taxes  for  years  and 
are  entitled  tb'a  fhw  such,  as  heads  that  are  passable  and  at 

least  partially Jlgli ted  at ‘riiglit.  ‘ . 

We  must  also  devote  considerable  time  and  money  to  South  Attleboro. 
This  section  of  the  city  is  growing  rapidly,  new  houses  are  being  built, 
new  streets  are  being  laid  out,  and  much  work  must  be  done  to  encourage 
still  more  building.  It  is  from  this  section  that  we  received  a large  share 
of  taxes.  Without  its  industries  near  the  city  line,  our  tax  rate  would  be 
at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  higher.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
conditions  know  that  at  this  time  of  the  year  it  is  actually  dangerous  to 
drive  over  the  roads  leading  to  these  plants  at  a moderate  rate  of  speed, 
and  one  can  imagine  what  might  happen  in  case  of  a serious  fire. 

Here  in  the  center,  attention  must  be  given  to  many  of  our  sidewalks 
which  are  badly  out  of  repair.  In  the  Sewer  Department,  the  system  needs 
but  little  attention,  but  extensions  must  be  made  shortly.  Water  Street, 
West  Street,  and  portions  of  North  Avenue,  are  clamoring  for  this  im- 
provement and  their  wishes  must  be  respected.  The  wisdom  of  installing 
a gravity  system  has  repeatedly  demonstrated  itself  in  the  low  cost  of 
maintenance  in  this  department. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT.  We  have  recently  had  a thorough  and  com- 
prehensive report  in  regard  to  our  Water  Department,  showing  that  only 
fifty-two  per  cent  of  the  water  pumped  is  accounted  for  and  paid  for. 
Some  cities  report  that  eighty-five  per  cent  of  their  water  pumped  is  ac- 
counted for,  and  the  average  of  thirty  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts 
is  seventy-one  per  cent.  Therefore,  in  Attleboro,  with  only  fifty-two  per- 
cent accounted  for,  some  improvement  must  ’oe  made. 

We  have  heard  much  in  the  last  few  months  about  the  necessity  of 
increasing  our  water  supply.  This  must  still  be  given  immediate  con- 
sideration, but  if  one  quarter  of  the  water  which  we  are  now  losing  between 
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the  pumps  and  the  meters  can  be  used,  the  present  sources  of  supply  will 
be  sufficient  for  a number  of  years  to  come.  This  report  also  shows  that 
Attleboro  is  selling  water  in  some  instances  at  less  than  one-half  the  cost 
of  pumping.  This  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue.  The  water  rates  must 
be  revised  so  that  the  department  will  be  on  a self  supporting  basis. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT.  Our  Police  Department  is  still  small  in 
numbers  in  comparison  with  the  departments  of  other  cities.  It  will  soon 
be  necessary  to  establish  a sub  police  station  in  the  South  Attleboro  dis- 
trict as  a great  deal  of  the  police  work  is  in  that  section.  T earnestly  re- 
commend that  your  honorable  body  give  consideration  to  the  recommenda- 
tions made  for  several  years  by  the  chief  of  the  department  in  regard  to  a 
signal  system.  One  or  two  additional  men  will  be  needed  in  this  depart- 
ment this  year  in  order  to  give  the  city  the  protection  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

While  a new  police  station  is  sadly  needed,  I do  not  recommend  that 
one  be  built  at  present.  Some  effort  should  be  made  to  ini])rove  condi- 
tions at  the  present  station,  or  other  quarters  must  be  found. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT.  Attleboro  has  a Fire  Department  of  which 
we  are  justly  proud.  No  city  or  town  can  boast  of  a better  equipped  de- 
partment than  ours.  The  motor  driven  pump  which  was  purchased  after 
our  last  disastrous  fire  proved  its  true  worth  last  June  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Park  Street  Stable  fire.  Without  it  the  fire  loss  would  have  been  at 
least  five  times  as  great. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS.  We  hear  much  today  about  the 
need  for  organized  play  both  for  children  and  for  grownups,  and  during 
the  last  summer  Attleboro  took  a decided  step  forward  in  this  direction. 
The  oldest  playground  of  the  city  is  at  Capron  Park,  and  here,  under  two 
trained  leaders,  children  from  all  parts  of  the  city  come  daily  to  have  a 
good  time  with  each  other  and  to  learn  the  value  of  cooperation. 

July  first  was  the  opening  of  the  city’s  first  zoo.  The  Attleboro  Sun 
was  the  originator  and  the  chairman  of  the  Zoo  Fund,  to  which  every 
citizen  was  invited  to  contribute.  The  children  themselves  contributed 
no  small  part  of  the  total  of  this  fund.  From  time  to  time  we  expect  to  add 
different  animals,  and  so  make  Capron  Park  Zoo  the  pride  and  envy  of 
neighboring  communities. 

A notable  addition  to  the  Park  equipment  this  year  was  the  piping 
of  the  swimming  pool.  This  expense  was  entirely  borne  by  IMrs.  Gertrude 
Hunton  Sweet,  and  w'as  much  appreciated  by  the  children  who  used  the 
pool. 

On  the  East  side,  the  Finberg  Playground  was  used  more  extensively 
than  ever  before,  and  with  an  appropriation  from  the  city  in  1923,  much 
necessary  work  can  be  done  toward  making  this  an  ideal  playground. 

During  the  last  summer  the  well-known  Bungay  Field  was  deeded  to 
the  city  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs. Gertrude  Horton  Kendall  in  memory 
of  her  father,  the  late  Major  Everett  S.  Horton,  who  served  his  country, 
his  state,  and  his  town  with  honor  on  many  occasions.  The  city  was  glad 
to  receive  this  gift  and  the  field  was  renamed  the  Major  Horton  Playground 

The  work  of  the  other  departments  will  be  taken  up  later  when  the 
budget  is  under  consideration. 

CIVIC  NEEDS.  I believe  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  imperative  that 
we  have  a comfort  station  for  the  people  of  Attleboro,  and  1 would  suggest 
that  it  be  located  on  the  common  where  it  would  be  in  plain  view  of  our 
people  and  of  many  passing  automobilists.  It  could  also  be  arranged  so 
that  a part  of  the  building  could  be  available  for  a waiting  station  for  the 
patrons  of  the  A.  B.  C.  and  Norton,  Taunton,  Attleboro  railroads. 
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Building  lines  should  be  established  on  Bank  Street  and  on  South  Main 
Street  so  that  future  building  operations  would  not  add  to  the  cost  of  widen- 
ing these  streets. 

The  land  owned  by  the  city  adjacent  to  the  Bliss  School  should  be 
fenced  in  and  used  as  a playground  for  the  children  living  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. Electric  cars  and  automobiles  have  made  it  necessary  for  the  chil- 
dren to  keep  out  of  the  streets,  and  this  would  make  it  possible  for  the  moth- 
ers to  know  that  their  children  were  not  in  danger  of  being  injured  while  at 
play. 

The  city  survey  which  has  been  started  this  year  should  be  continued 
until  every  section  of  the  city  has  been  covered.  This  will  be  of  great 
value  to  the  assessors  when  completed,  and  should  pay  for  itself  many 
times  over. 

NEW  BUILDINGS.  In  regard  to  new  buildings,  I would  refer  you  to  a 
section  of  Mayor  Sweet’s  inaugural  address  of  January  1,  1918,  and  the 
section  reads  as  follows:  “Our  fire,  unfortunate  as  it  is,  means,  however, 

that  we  shall  build  anew  and  better,  that  we  shall  have  a retail  center  more 
modern  and  up-to-date,  and  above  all  furnishes  the  opportunity  for  es- 
tablishing new  street  lines  that  will  relieve  congestion  in  the  center.” 
In  reply  to  this  I will  say  that  the  city  has  already  done  its  part.  It  has 
bought  land  on  Park  Street  and  on  Railroad  Avenue  so  that  these  streets 
may  be  widened  and  new  and  better  sidewalks  laid.  I earnestly  hope 
that  the  owners  of  this  land  will  build,  or  at  least  will  lay  the  retaining  walls 
so  that  the  city  may  proceed  with  the  proposed  improvements. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  Fellow  Citizens,  cooperation  is  the  key- 
note of  success.  For  the  next  twelve  months  we  must  work  together  for 
the  interest  of  Attleboro,  the  Attleboro  of  today,  and  the  Attleboro  of  the 
future.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

We  are  submitting:  herewith  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  operation 
of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  covering  the  year  1922,  together  with 
reports  from  the  Treasurer,  Hospital  Superintendent,  and  Hospital  Aid 
Association. 

While  the  aggregate  of  patients  was  not  as  large  as  in  1921  due  to  an 
unusually  slack  period  during  the  summer  months,  yet  the  hospital  at  the 
close  of  the  year  had  the  maximum  number  of  patients  at  any  time  in  its 
history,  again  having  to  make  use  of  the  emergency  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment for  private  cases.  A comparison  of  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
with  that  0”f  a year  ago  discloses  a very  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  for  X Ray  work,  and  almost  exactly  the  same  number  of  obstet- 
rical patients  were  admitted  in  1922  as  in  1921, — just  one  more  in  fact. 
The  services  of  the  hospital  in  this  department  were  limited  only  by  our 
accommodations,  as  we  have  taken  care  of  all  we  could  possibly  handle. 

The  new  maternity  building  is  nearing  completion  and  we  anticipate 
that  this  will  afford  an  opportunity  for  expansion  of  our  obstetrical  work 
early  in  the  coming  year. 

You  cannot  get  a true  picture  of  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  hospital 
without  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  Aid  As- 
sociation, which  we  are  appending,  and  even  this  does  not  reflect  the  many 
hours  of  sewing  and  service  contributed  by  these  devoted  women. 

During  the  past  year,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  local  staff,  we  have  made 
certain  changes  and  additions  to  our  equipment,  regulations  and  staff 
organization  such  as  to  coifform  with  Class  A hospitals  as  standard- 
ized by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  The  latter’s  survey  and  classifi- 
cation has  not  as  yet  included  hospitals  as  small  as  ours,  but  in  anticipation 
of  an  extension  of  their  field  of  investigation  we  are  placing  ourselves  in 
line  with  this  advanced  step  in  hospital  service. 

While  the  opening  of  the  new  maternity  building  will  increase  the  in- 
come from  patients,  it  will  also  add  materially  to  the  expense  of  operation 
and  we  again  invite  the  attention  of  our  fellow  citizens  to  various  methods 
of  financial  assistance  to  the  hospital. 

1.  By  becoming  a member  of  the  corporation  and  paying  annual 
dues  of  $10.00.  We  had  only  twenty  two  of  these  members  last  year. 

2.  By  becoming  a life  member  of  the  corporation  which  involves  a 
contribution  of  $50.00.  We  have  only  twenty  four  life  members. 

3.  By  the  endowment  of  a free  bed  for  one  year  at  $250.  or  a perman- 
ent endowment  at  $5,000., — although  both  these  sums  are  entirely  inade- 
quate for  present  day  costs,  having  been  fixed  over  ten  years  ago.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  only  seven  permanent  and  annually  endowed  beds. 
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4.  By  sending  to  the  Treasurer  any  sum  of  money  or  by  making 
provision  in  your  will,  as  several  have  done  and  are  doing,  for  endowment 
gifts  and  bequests,  preferably  made  with  no  restrictions  except  that  the 
income  only  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

For  efficient  conduct  of  the  hospital  and  its  functions  we  again  record 
our  indebtedness  to  the  Superintendent,  her  assistants  and  nursing  staff, 
both  the  local  and  consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  all  of  whom 
have,  by  their  services  and  skill,  contributed  effectively  to  this  useful 
community  benefaction  founded  in  1913  by  the  late  Ellen  A.  Winsor  in 
memory  of  her  parents  James  H.  and  Adah  S.  Sturdy,  and  developed 
year  by  year  to  its  present  state  of  service.

The  Hospital  has  been  a busy  one  for  the  past  year.  The  great  in- 
adequacy of  room  has  made  it  very  difficult  to  properly  care  for  some  of 
the  patients.  The  emergency-room,  which  is  only  supposed  to  be  used  for 
accident  cases,  has  been  filled  most  of  the  time,  chiefly  with  private  patients 
The  X-Ray  work  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  year  with  an  in- 
crease of  172  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Training  school  for  nurses  has  been  working  successfully,  con- 
sidering the  great  shortage  of  pupil  nurses.  Six  only  were  admitted  during 
the  year,  two  of  whom  proved  unsatisfactory,  leaving  us  with  a total  of 
fifteen  pupil  nurses.  The  lectures  to  the  nurses  have  been  given  as  usual 
by  the  Doctors  on  the  Staff,  and  I feel  deeply  grateful  to  them  for  their 
help,  as  otherwise  we  would  have  to  provide  and  pay  an  instructor  for  this 
work. 

I hope  the  Trustees  will  find  it  advisable  to  raise  the  rates  for  Private 
Patients,  and  so  make  a greater  difference  between  the  ward  and  private 
rates.  At  present  the  ward  rates  are  $14.00  per  week,  and  private  rates 
$16.00  per  week  and  upwards.  These  are  very  much  lower  rates  than 
are  charged  in  any  other  Hospital.

We  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1922,  The  organization 
of  the  Board  was  the  same  as  previous  year;  J.  V.  Curran,  Chairman;  E. 
Grace  King,  Clerk;  Dr.  W.  L.  Elliott,  Visitor. 

The  years  work  has  been  carried  on  in  about  the  usual  custom,  some 
experiences  very  trying;  others  run  more  smoothly. 

We  have  aided  during  the  year  94  families  or  224  individuals.  We 
have  also  taken  care  of  7 individuals  either  in  their  own  home  or  boarding 
with  someone.  We  are  also  boarding  6 children  in  homes  outside  of  the 
City  Home.  We  have  two  at  the  State  Infirmary,  Tewksbury;  one  boy 
in  charge  of  State  Child  Guardianship. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  Mothers  Aid  cases  numbered  18. 
Seven  cases  have  been  closed  and  four  have  been  added,  making  the  total 
today  fifteen.  Of  our  Temporary  Aid  cash  cases  we  had  at  the  first  of  the 
year  eight  cases.  Four  have  been  added  and  four  have  been  closed,  mak- 
ing the  total  today  eight.  We  have  two  Mothers  Aid  cases  in  other  Cities 
and  Towns;  one  in  West  Medway  and  one  in  Newton. 

Our  appropriation  for  the  year  1922  was  $29,276.00  divided  as  follows:

The  first  of  the  year  we  had  an  additional  appropriation  of  $65.00  to 
the  incidentals  and  on  November  13th  additional  appropriation  of  $2,400. 
for  Mothers  Aid  and  $650.  for  Temporary  Aid  Cash,  making  entire  ap- 
propriation $32,391.00. 

We  still  have  a favorable  report  of  our  City  Home.  Everything  is 
looked  after  by  our  efficient  Superintendent  and  Matron  and  the  institu- 
tion is  run  on  a most  thorough  and  economical  basis;  and  still  the  members 
are  made  most  comfortable,  and  are  cared  for  as  members  of  a Home 
rather  than  an  institution.  We  have  in  the  home  at  the  present  time  nine 
people  and  one  boarder;  seven  men  and  two  women.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1922  we  had  seventeen.  Two  deaths  have  occurred  but  not  at  the 
Home.  Mrs.  Anna  Hardy  died  in  Taunton,  who  had  been  an  inmate  at 
the  home  for  several  years;  and  Mr.  Isaiah  Inman,  who  died  at  Tewksbury.

As  City  Physician,  I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1922. 

I have  held  206  consultations  at  my  office  and  have  made  358  house 
calls,  a total  of  564  cases. 

There  have  been  76  medical,  14  surgical,  and  7 confinement  cases.  Of 
these,  only  four  cases  have  been  fatal. 

There  have  been  12  police  calls. 

Patients  were  committed  to  hospital  as  follows: 

2 Patients  to  the  State  Hospital  in  Taunton. 

1 Patient  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Tewksbury. 

1 Patient  to  the  Munson  State  Hospital. 

5 Patients  to  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

Seven  children  were  operated  on  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

At  the  City  Home,  there  have  been  only  two  serious  cases,  these  being 
bad  septic  infections.  One  of  these  had  to  be  transferred  to  Tewksbury. 
In  all,  57  visits  were  made  to  the  City  Home.  For  the  last  four  months, 
perfect  health  has  prevailed  there  due  to  the  constant  and  untiring  atten- 
tions of  Mrs.  Hoyle  and  Mrs.  Hager  to  the  inmates. 

I have  had  most  willing  and  efficient  cooperation,  at  all  times  from  the 
District  Nurses,  from  Mrs.  Braman,  the  Tuberculosis  nurse,  and  from 
Miss  Hyslop  of  the  Associated  Charities. 

I would  recommend  the  establishment  of  a dispensary  near  the  center 
where  a physician  would  be  in  attendance  for  a few  hours  each  day.

FIRE  PREVENTION. 

Fire  prevention  means  special  care  on  the  part  of  everyone,  by  pre- 
venting the  accumulation  of  waste  paper,  rubbish,  or  any  other  inflammable 
material  in  the  cellar  or  about  the  premises.  Hot  ashes  should  never  be 
thrown  into  a wooden  receptacle.  Care  should  be  taken  regarding  stove 
cleaning  cloths,  oil  dust  cloths  and  mops.  They  should  never  be  allowed 
in  a closet  where  they  cause  a fire  by  spontaneous  combustion. 

We  believe  in  the  regular  inspection  of  buildings  by  members  of  the 
Department  and  commencing  January  1st.  1923  this  will  be  done. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  water  pipes  in  the  Union  St.  Station  are  in  very  bad  condition,  and 
under  repair  all  the  time,  they  should  be  replaced  this  year,  the  floor  of 
that  Station  is  also  very  bad  and  unsafe  for  the  Heavy  Motor  Apparatus 
kept  in  that  House  and  should  at  least  be  made  safe.  The  Ladder  Truck  in 
Central  Station  is  in  very  bad  condition  and  should  be  replaced.  We  have 
the  resignations  of  all  the  Call  Men  except  one  in  Hose  No.  5 taking  effect 
Jan.  1st.  1923.  We  would  recommend  that  the  house  in  Hebronville  be 
put  in  proper  condition  and  that  two  permanent  men  be  placed  there. 
The  situation  in  Sibley ville  is  getting  worse  every  year.  We  would  recom- 
mend the  addition  of  one  more  permanent  man  in  South  Attleboro.  That 
a permanent  road  be  constructed  to  Sibleyville  and  that  Company  be  dis- 
continued. 

The  arrangement  now  existing  between  the  Electrical  branch  and  the 
Fire  Department  is  very  unsatisfactory,  and  would  recommend  that  some 
different  arrangement  be  made  this  year. 

The  Department  is  badly  in  need  of  a drill  Tower,  as  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  find  a place  to  properly  train  the  men.

Gentlemen: 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  City  Forester  of 
the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1922. 

A great  amount  of  attention  has  been  given  to  road  side  trimming  of 
brush,  it  has  been  my  aim  to  keep  the  brush  cut  and  thus  encourage  grass 
to  grow  on  the  country  roadsides. 

Three  years  of  this  work  has  shown  a decided  improvement  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  roadsides. 

The  straightening  of  Mechanics  Street  made  it  necessary  to  remove 
several  large  shade  trees. 

Trimming  was  done  on  shade  trees  in  different  parts  of  the  city.  Many 
shade  trees  are  in  need  of  tree  surgery  such  as  cementing  cavaties  and 
putting  bolts  in  crotches  to  prevent  them  from  splitting,  thus  making  the 
tree  safer  and  at  the  same  time  saving  and  beautifying  our  trees. 

Large  area  of  woods  were  sprayed  in  different  sections  of  the  city  also 
many  orchards  and  shade  trees,  with  pleasing  results. 

Shade  trees  were  planted  on  school  property  as  follows:

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen — 

The  Health  Officer  hereby  submits  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
his  eighth  annual  report  of  the  different  divisions  of  the  department  ending 
December  15,  1922. 

An  enormous  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  this  department  as  a 
whole  and  each  individual  department  has  rendered  very  good  service 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Venereal  Clinic,  which  was  opened  in  September  1918,  is  still 
doing  excellent  work  and  the  average  attendance  is  gratifying  to  the 
Health  Officer. 

The  work  of  the  Milk  Inspector  has  been  carried  on  in  his  usual  efficient 
manner,  the  laboratory  work  has  also  been  well  done,  the  equipment  has 
been  kept  up  and  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Our  inspection  of  Bakeries  and  Ice  Cream  Plants  has  been  more  rigidly 
carried  out  than  ever  before  and  on  all  sides  we  have  met  with  hearty  co- 
operation, I believe  the  bakeries,  lunch  carts,  restaurants  and  ice  cream 
plants  were  never  in  as  good  condition  as  at  the  present  time. 

I am  assured  from  various  sources  that  the  quality  of  our  local  milk 
supply  ranks  very  high — the  dealers  and  producers  are  surely  co-operating 
with  us  at  the  present  time  as  never  before. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  finished  its  eighth  year  and  the  de- 
tailed report  of  its  activities  are  included  in  this  report. 

I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  should  pay  a salary  to  the  physi- 
cian in  charge  of  the  dispensary,  as  this  work  is  in  no  way  a part  of  the 
duties  of  the  Health  Officer. 

The  garbage  collection  has  been  carried  on  in  a very  efficient  manner 
this  year,  and  very  few  nuisances  recorded. 

The  inspection  of  plumbing  has  been  carried  out  in  a highly  satisfactory 
manner  and  an  increased  amount  of  work  done  in  the  past  year. 

The  inspection  of  slaughtering  has  been  continued  in  a highly  efficient 
manner,  as  is  customary  in  this  department  of  the  work. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  physicians  for  their  co-operation  in  combating 
the  contagious  diseases  and  for  their  promptness  in  reporting  the  con- 
tagious diseases. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  work  being  done  for  the  Tuber- 
culous patient  here — also  for  the  contact  and  suspected  cases. 

For  about  2 years  the  Tuberculosis  patient  has  had  no  aid  from  the 
sale  of  Seal  Stamps,  but  this  Fall  a small  committee  was  organized  to  raise, 
thru  the  seal  sale,  a small  sum  for  a milk  fund  which  could  be  used  to  buy 
milk  for  the  children  of  Tuberculosis  parents  and  all  suspected  or  contact 
cases.  It  has  not  as  yet  been  announced  as  to  the  amount  received,  but 
we  are  in  hopes  that  it  will  be  sufficient  for  our  requirements. 
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We  hope,  in  conjunction  with  this  work,  to  have  at  some  near  future 
date  a day  camp  during  the  Summer  months,  but  in  order  to  do  this — we 
must  have  some  means  of  transporting  the  patients  and  some  means  of 
providing  lunches. 

There  has  been  a decided  decrease  in  the  mortality  from  Tuberculosis. 
This  decrease  has  not  been  for  one  year  but  has  been  a persistent  decrease 
from  year  to  year — showing  that  we  are  winning  in  our  fight  against  this 
disease. 

Every  citizen  should  join  in  the  fight  and  urge  compulsory  Sanitarium 
treatment  for  this  disease. 

I should  urge  that  such  a law  should  be  passed. 

We  take  this  opportunity  for  thanking  the  Lilly  Company  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  keeping  the  Health  supplies  up  to  the  demands.  Among 
the  various  articles  kept  on  hand  by  them  for  the  use  of  all  our  physicians 
free  of  charge,  are  vaccine — sputum  boxes — sputum  cups — Widals— cul- 
ture tubes — Wassermann  tubes — Antitoxin  for  diphtheria — Anti-Menin- 
gitis serum — Pneumonia  serum,  etc. 

The  new  work  undertaken  this  year  was  that  of  collecting  garbage  in 
South  Attleboro — up  to  the  present  time  the  work  is  going  on  satisfactorily 
and  we  recommend,  if  it  seems  advisable,  the  scope  of  the  work  be  increased. 


1.  Establishment  of  one  or  more  Comfort  Stations. 

2.  Forbidding  of  fishing  or  boating  on  Orr’s  Pond. 

3.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  salary  of  physician  at  Tuber- 

culosis Clinic. 


4.  That  water  be  changed  in  Wading-Pool  at  Capron  Park — frequent- 
ly. 


5.  That,  if  it  seems  advisable,  a large  amount  of  territory  be  covered 
by  the  garbage  contractor  in  South  Attleboro.

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YEARLY  REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  DEPARTMENT. 

To  Dr.  R.  P.  Kent  Health  Officer: 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department. 
I find  this  year  that  the  Tuberculosis  work  and  the  intensive  follow  up 
work  have  proven  very  satisfactory  as  only  a few  cases  would  not  be  lo- 
cated. The  Social  service  side  of  Tuberculosis  which  is  very  necessary 
in  adjusting  family  conditions  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  splendid 
co-operation  of  the  Associated  Charities — for  we  know  that  the  best  co- 
operation with  every  individual  and  organization  in  the  city  is  absolutely 
vital  in  this  great  White  Plague  fight  as  the  best  in  us  is  comparatively 
little  in  this  National  fight. 

The  loan  closet  of  sick  room  supplies  has  been  in  constant  use  and 
^eatly  appreciated  by  the  Tuberculosis  patients  for  the  comforts  are  few 
in  a disease  of  such  long  standing. 

New  files  have  been  greatly  appreciated,  and  the  new  record  system  is 
of  great  importance  in  the  follow  up  work  in  conjunction  with  that  of  the 
District  Health  Officer.  I hope  that  a desk,  typewriter,  and  telephone 
can  be  had  for  the  Clinic. 

Approximately  3000  quarts  of  milk  were  secured  from  the  Associated 
Charities  and  others  for  the  suspicious  and  contact  cases,  to  build  up  the 
system  and  prevent  Tuberculosis — also,  material  and  financial  relief  from 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  the  Red  Cross.  Prenatal  cases  referred  to 
the  District  Nurses  when  possible. 

In  June,  during  the  school  vacation,  arrangements  were  made  at  the 
Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  of  Clinic  patients. 
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Secured  the  Instructor  of  the  Dennison  Paper  Company  to  exhibit 
articles  made  of  paper,  wax,  etc.,  to  interest  the  patients  in  Occupational 
Therapy  at  the  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital;  I was  very  sorry 
to  be  unable  to  continue  this  work  but  the  time  used  was  necessary  for  my 
regular  Tuberculosis  work. 

Exhibited  a table  on  Tuberculosis  work  at  the  Bliss  School,  March  22 
and  23,  1922. 

Talked  to  the  Round  Table  on  Tuberculosis  work. 

Wrote  essay  on  Tuberculosis  under  Americanization. 

Secured  Christmas  Seal  Sale  for  the  Tuberculosis  work,  the  money  of 
which  is  to  be  used  in  prevention  of  T.  B.  on  suspicious  and  contact  cases 
by  Sanatoria  or  Health  Camp  treatments. 

Attended  Conventions  at  Boston — April  21,  and  Taunton — May  12, 
and  meetings  at  Associated  Charity  Rooms.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Animals  from  April  1,  1922, 
to  Dec.  15,  1922. 

This  does  not  include  the  annual  Inspection  of  Stables  and  Examina- 
tion of  Animals  as  that  was  done  by  my  predecessor. 

I have  made  thirty-eight  calls  examining  for  quarantine  and  release 
of  animals  as  follows: — 

Examination  for  release  of  quarantined  animals  under  observation  for 
development  of  Rabies: — 8 dogs.  1 Cow. 

Examination  of  animals  in  herds  where  tuberculosis  had  been  found : — 
17  Cows. 

Examination  and  quarantine  on  account  of  suspecting  tuberculosis: — 
6 cows;  three  of  which  were  released. 

Examination  and  identification  for  release  of  animals  shipped  inter- 
state:— 2 Cows,  1 Bull. 

Number  of  stables  inspected  after  disinfection  where  tuberculosis  was 
found : — 3. 

Number  of  dogs  quarantined  and  examined  for  release  after  having 
bitten  people: — 5. 
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Dogs’  head  sent  to  State  Laboratory  for  rabies  examination — 1. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  our  city  has  been  free  from  any  recent 
outbreaks  of  rabies  while  other  cities  in  the  State  have  not  been  so  fortu- 
nate. 

The  outlook  for  clean  herds  in  Attleboro  is  encouraging  if  the  dairy 
farmers  will  cooperate  with  the  Federal  and  State  Divisions  of  Animal 
Industry  by  taking  advantage  of  the  herd  testing  which  is  being  done  by 
them  for  the  eradication  of  Bovine  tuberculosis.

Dear  Sir; 

I herewith  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 15,  1922; 

The  main  aim  of  this  bureau  is  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  improve  Attle- 
boro’s milk  supply.  Our  endeavors  are  (1)  to  see  that  no  milk  is  offered 
for  sale  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption;  and,  (2)  that  no  person 
produces  or  deals  in  milk  who  is  unfit  to  do  so.  We  have  obtained  a 
standard  of  milk  here  in  this  city  that  never  has  been  equalled  in  the  past, 
as  our  records  for  the  year  show. 

I think  it  is  apropos  to  give  a brief  summary  of  the  procedure  used  this 
year  in  order  to  make  it  clear  what  this  bureau  attempts  to  accomplish. 

In  order  for  an  individual  to  obtain  the  right  to  produce  or  sell  milk, 
a satisfactory  dairy  inspection  is  made.  In  making  the  inspection  the 
health  of  the  employees  is  taken  into  consideration.  The  human  factor 
in  its  relation  to  a milk  supply  is  an  all  important  factor  from  a health 
point  of  view.  An  individual  who  milks  the  cows  or  washes  the  dairy 
utensils  subjects  the  milk  or  the  containers  to  whatever  infections  he  may 
have  by  means  of  his  hands  and  mouth  spray.  Great  care  as  to  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  employees  is  always  demanded.  I am  hoping  for  the  day 
when- it  will  be  just  as  much  a legal  requirement  for  milk  employees  to 
undergo  frequent  physical  examinations  as  it  is  now  for  certain  other  kinds 
of  food-handlers. 

Analysis  of  the  water  is  made  where  the  source  of  water  is  from  the 
well.  Our  purpose  is  to  determine  whether  the  well  is  polluted  with 
sewage  wastes.  All  wells  found  to  be  infected  are  condemned,  and  the 
right  to  sell  milk  is  suspended  until  a safe  water  supply  has  been  secured. 

It  can  be  said  with  certainty  that  there  is  not  a well  on  any  farm 
which  furnishes  milk  to  our  community  that  is  sewage  polluted.  There 
are  few  cities  in  this  state  that  take  equal  precautions  on  this  point. 
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As  to  the  washing  of  utensils  it  is  required  that  all  containers  are  washed 
in  boiling  water  along  with  a weak  alkali,  rinsed  in  cold  clean  water,  and 
then,  if  possible,  sterilized.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  state  does  not 
require  that  all  dairies  should  be  equipped  with  a sterilizing  outfit  as  does 
the  States  of  Rhode  Island  and  New  York. 

The  cooling  of  milk  is  another  important  factor  considered  in  the  course 
of  the  daily  inspection.  We  urge  that  milk  be  iced  during  the  warm 
months  of  the  year.  We  require  that  no  milk  be  sold  that  is  over  50 
degrees  in  temperature.  We  try  to  make  the  milk  men  understand  that 
warm  milk  sours  easily,  and,  that  it  is  important  from  an  economic  stand- 
point to  him  that  he  ice  his  milk.  Of  the  three  factors  which  cause  a high 
bacteria  count,  milk  is  the  most  favorable  medium  known  in  which  bacteria 
can  thrive  and  more  particularly  when  the  milk  is  warm. 

The  health  of  the  cows  is  another  important  factor  considered.  We 
require  that  each  cow  be  physically  examined  at  least  once  a year.  We 
encourage  those  who  care  to  have  their  stock  Tuberculin  tested  to  do  so. 
It  is  unfortunate  this  is  not  a legal  requirement.  The  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  farm  is  another  factor  considered.  All  of  the  rules  regarding  general 
cleanliness  are  strictly  enforced.  During  the  past  year  many  improve- 
ments have  been  made.  Several  of  the  dairies  have  installed  sterilizing 
equipment  within  the  past  year.  At  least  two  dairies  have  installed 
machinery  whereby  they  clarify  their  milk.  Several  have  given  up  the 
old  custom  of  straining  their  milk  through  cheesecloth,  and,  have  substitu- 
ted absorbent  cotton.  But  it  is  clearly  stressed  that  it  is  more  sanitary  to 
keep  dirt  and  foreign  sediment  out  of  the  milk  in  the  first  place.  But  it  is 
certainly  better  to  remove  dirt  that  does  get  into  the  milk  than  it  is  to 
leave  it  there  without  giving  any  thought  to  its  removal. 

The  temperature  of  the  milk  is  taken  at  the  time  the  sample  of  the  milk 
is  taken.  We  require  that  no  milk  be  offered  for  sale  above  50  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  A warm  milk  encourages  the  growth  of  bacteria.  A milk 
heavily  laden  with  harmless  bacteria  is  harmful  especially  to  children. 
It  always  has  been  the  aim  of  this  bureau  to  do  everything  in  its  power  to 
lower  the  bacteria  count  of  milk.  This  is  more  important  to  the  health 
of  the  community  than  the  searching  for  adulterants. 

During  the  warm  seasons  of  the  year  it  is  our  custom  to  perform  the 
sediment  test  before  the  eyes  of  the  milk  man  when  the  sample  is  taken. 
This  clearly  demonstrates  to  him,  more  so  than  can  words,  the  actual 
condition  of  the  milk.  He  sees  with  his  own  eyes  the  clean  or  unclean 
condition  of  his  product.  During  the  winter  the  test  is  done  at  the  labora- 
tory because  of  the  usual  frozen  condition  of  the  milk.  Where  samples 
are  found  that  are  dirty  warnings  are  invariably  sent  to  those  dealers. 
On  the  whole  our  milk  is  clean. 

Our  chemical  testing  is  done  chiefly  for  the  purposes  of  determining: 
(1)  whether  the  sample  is  below  the  standard  established  by  law:  and,  (2) 
whether  the  sample  has  been  tampered  with.  It  also  aids  us  in  deter- 
mining the  richness  of  the  various  milks  sold  in  Attleboro.  It  has  always 
been  a custom  of  this  department  to  inform  any  individual,  upon  request, 
as  to  the  quality  of  any  milk  supply  in  our  city.  We  have  always  made 
it  a practise  to  analyze  any  sample  thought  to  be  doubtful  by  any  Attleboro 
consumer.  We  invite  complaints  that  can  aid  us  in  improving  the  milk 
supply.  It  is  beyond  reasonable  doubt  to  believe  that  the  old  time  practise 
of  watering  milk  is  still  in  vogue.  It  can  be  safely  said  that  rigid  inspection 
has  done  away  with  the  watered  milk  days.  Every  sample  is  analyzed  for 
preservatives  and  coloring  matter. 

We  give  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk 
and  more  particularly  during  the  warmer  months  of  the  year.  It  is  bacteria 
of  a certain  sort  that  sours  milk  and  causes  economic  loss  to  the  farmer. 
It  is  bacteria  that  occasionally  causes  harm  to  the  consumer.  This  is 
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where  our  interest  lies.  To  a considerable  extent  the  health  of  the  commu- 
nity is  wrapped  up  in  the  ordinary  milk  bottle.  Our  aim  is  to  do  every- 
thing in  our  power  to  keep  the  bacteria  count  of  milk  as  low  as  possible. 
Wherever  a milk  has  a high  bacteria  count,  and  continues  to  be  so,  the 
individual  who  sells  such  milk,  loses  his  license. 

The  means  of  improving  the  milk  supply  are  two : first,  by  grading  the 
milk  and  thus  encouraging  the  dealers  to  improve  their  product,  and, 
secondly,  by  pasteurizing  all  milk  offered  for  sale  in  the  city. 

Milk  is  a product  that  can  be  easily  graded  and  one  that  should  be 
graded.  It  should  be  graded  because  milk  is  the  most  variable  of  all 
farm  products.  Why  should  a farmer  who  selling  ^}/^%  Jersey  milk, 
produced  under  the  most  sanitary  conditions,  receive  the  same  return  for 
his  product  as  does  a careless  unsanitary  producer  who  sells  a 33^%  milk 
from  a low  grade  Holstein?  The  answer  goes  without  stating.  Milk 
should  be  graded  on  three  bases:  as  to  richness, as  to  cleanness, and  as  to 
bacteria  count.  A four  per  cent  butter-fat  milk  should  demand  a higher 
premium  than  a three  and  one-half  per  cent  milk.  A milk  that  is  produced 
under  sanitary  conditions,  and  care  taken  to  prevent  the  bacteria  content 
from  increasing  should  be  worth  more  than  one  heavily  laden  with  bacteria. 
A milk  with  little  or  no  sediment  should  sell  at  a higher  price  than  one 
saturated  with  bovine  feces.  But  when  milk  is  milk  and  no  grades  are 
established,  wherin  does  it  pay  the  farmer  to  make  improvements  and  take 
precautions?  It  certainly  goes  without  saying  that  grading  milk  would 
encourage  the  farmer  to  improve  his  product.  Grading  of  milk  would 
also  aid  the  final  consumer  in  determining  the  quality  of  the  milk  she  is 
purchasing.  I recommend  that  plans  be  made  within  due  course  of  the 
ensuing  year  to  establish  a grading  system. 

For  the  proper  safeguarding  of  the  milk  supply  of  a community  a 
suitable  and  enforceable  law  must  first  be  enacted.  In  general  this  law 
must  cover  three  distinct  phases:  (1)  fraud,  (2)  disease,  and  (3)  cleanli- 

ness in  the  production  and  handling  of  milk.  One  of  the  most  important 
considerations  must  be  the  reasonableness  of  the  law.  A law  which  works 
a special  hardship  on  a legitimate  industry  is  not  reasonable,  and  a law 
so  stringent  that  it  can  not  readily  be  enforced  will  defeat  its  own  ends. 

No  local  law7uaking  body  should  attempt  to  draft  a milk  ordinance, 
with  its  standards,  grades,  and  requirements,  unless  it  is  entirely  familiar 
with  local  dairy  and  milk  conditions,  as  well  as  with  the  purposes  and  in- 
tent of  such  an  ordinance.  A special  study  by  competent  authority 
should  be  made.  In  that  way  only  can  satisfactory  standards— chemical, 
bacteriological,  and  sanitary — be  prescribed. 

With  those  ideas  in  view,  I have  prepared  a form  of  milk  ordinance 
which,  I believe,  if  enacted  would  assist  our  community  in  providing  an 
instrument  for  bettering  the  milk  supply. 


An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  the  Production  and  Sale  of  Milk. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of  Attleboro, 
Massachusetts,  that  for  the  purpose  and  within  the  meaning  of  this 
ordinance,  (a)  “milk”  is  the  lacteal  secretion  obtained  from  the  complete 
milking  of  cows:  (b)  “skimmed  milk”  is  milk  from  which  substantially  all 
of  the  milk  fat  has  been  removed;  (c)  “certified  milk”  is  milk  produced 
and  handled  in  conformity  with  the  “Methods  and  Standards  for  the  Pro- 
duction and  Distribution  of  Certified  Milk”,  adopted  by  the  American 
Association  Medical  Milk  Commissions  May  1,  1912,  and  amendments 
thereto,  in  effect  at  the  same  time  of  production,  and  certified  to  by  a milk 
commission  constituted  in  compliance  therewith;  (d)  “grade  A milk”  is

milk  produced  from  healthy  cows,  as  determined  by  the  tuberculin  test 
and  physical  examination  within  not  exceeding  one  year  previously  by  a 
qualified  veterinarian,  from  dairies  that  score  not  less  than  85%  on  the 
dairy-farm  score  card  in  current  use  at  the  time  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  which  milk  shall  not  at  any  time  contain  more 
than  10,000  bacteria  per  C.  C.  and  shall  not  contain  less  than  4%  Butter 
fat;  (e)  “grade  B milk”  is  milk  produced  from  healthy  cows,  as  determined 
by  physical  examination  within  not  exceeding  one  year  previously  by  a 
qualified  veterinarian,  from  dairies  that  score  not  less  than  75%  on  the 
dairy-farm  score  card  in  current  use  at  the  time  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  which  milk  shall  not,  at  any  time,  contain  more  than  25,000 
bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  and  shall  not  contain  less  than  3K%  B.  F. 
(f)  “pasteurized  milk”  is  milk  which  has  been  heated  to  and  for  at  least  20 
minutes  held  at,  a temperature  of  approximately  145,  never  less  than  142, 
degrees  Fahrenheit;  (g)  “cream”  is  that  portion  of  the  milk,  rich  in  milk 
fat,  which  rises  to  the  surface  of  the  milk  on  standing,  or  is  separated 
from  it  by  centrifigal  force,  and  containing  not  less  than  18%  of  milk  fat; 
(h)  “homogenized”  or  “emulsified”,  milk  or  cream  is  milk  or  cream  which 
has  been  subjected  to  the  mechanical  process  of  homogenization,  or  of 
emulsification  as  the  case  may  be;  (i)  “Unsterilized  containers”  are  con- 
tainers which  either  have  not  been  subjected  to  moist  heat  at  a tempera- 
ture as  high  as  205  degrees  Fahrenheit  for  two  minutes  or  longer,  or  do  not 
comply  with  such  alternative  requirements,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  regula- 
tions made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
sterilization  thereof;  and  (j)  “person”  imports  both  the  plural  and  the 
singular,  as  the  case  demands,  and  includes  corporations,  partnerships, 
societies,  and  associations. 

When  construing  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the 
act,  omission,  or  failure  of  any  officer,  agent,  or  other  person  acting  for 
or  employed  by  any  individual  or  by  any  corporation,  partnership,  society, 
or  association,  within  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office,  shall  in  every 
case  be  also  deemed  to  be  the  act,  omission,  or  failure  of  such  individual, 
corporation,  partnership,  society  or  association  as  well  as  that  of  such 
officer,  agent,  or  other  person. 

Section  2 : That  any  person  violating  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 

shall,  on  conviction  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  punished 
by  a fine  of  not  more  than  SlOO  for  each  offense. 

Pasteurized  milk  is  the  only  safe  milk  from  the  health  point  of  view. 
It  is  simply  an  insurance  that  no  disease  producing  organisms  are  present 
in  the  product.  Pasteurization  is  a process  of  heating  milk  to  145  degrees 
Fahrenheit  for  twenty  minutes,  and  then  immediately  cooling.  It  is  not 
a cooking  process  as  many  people  suppose.  Only  that  temperature  is 
reached  whereby  pathogenic  organisms  are  destroyed.  No  food  consti- 
tuent in  milk  is  chemically  changed  under  154  degrees  Fahrenheit.  A 
Massachusetts  law  prohibits  the  heating  of  milk  above  150  degeres  without 
marking  the  product  “HEATED  MILK”.  One  of  the  old  worn-out 
objections  to  pasteurized  milk  was  that  pasteurization  is  a substitute  for 
cleanliness.  Pasteurization  was  never  intended  for  the  purpose  of  renova- 
ting old  dirty  milk;  its  purpose  was,  and  still  is  to  safe-guard  clean  milk 
that  might  be  infected  with  pathogenic  organisms.

Dur  rigid  inspection  of  bakeries  during  the  course  of  the  year  has  re- 
sulted in  many  improvements.  Everything  has  been  done  to  place  our 
bakery  establishments  on  a par  with  the  best  in  the  state.  1 heartily 
believe  that  our  work  shows  results.  We  required  two  to  install  proper 
washing  facilities;  one,  to  install  additional  window;  two,  to  make  pro- 
visions for  better  ventilation;  one,  to  repair  leaky  roof;  and,  every 
establishment  to  keep  their  products  covered  at  all  times. 

Our  rigid  inspection  of  restaurants  has  resulted  in  better:  (1)  dish 
washing  facilities,  (2)  cleaner  refrigerators,  (3)  more  adequate  covering 
of  food  offered  for  sale,  and  (4)  general  cleanliness. 
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The  following  data  will  give  a fair  estimate  as  to  how  our  milk  stands 
according  to  the  samples  analyzed.

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REPORT  OF  GIRLS  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Park  Commissioners: 

I take  pleasure  in  hereby  submitting:  my  report  as  Girls’  Supervisor 
at  Capron  Park  Playgrounds  during  the  last  summer. 

George  W.  Braden,  the  great  recreation  worker,  has  given  as  some  of 
the  essentials  for  a well  balanced  and  efficient  play-program  the  following; 
leadership,  collection  of  things,  construction,  to  go  some  place,  to  hear 
and  tell  a story,  and  to  be  active  physically. 

In  reviewing  the  past  season  I find  that  the  fundamental  principles 
upon  which  the  playground  work  has  been  based  can  easily  come  under 
these  headings. 

Under  the  first  “Leadership”,  there  has  been  instituted  a system  of 
play  leaders  to  help  in  the  organization  of  group  games,  to  help  with  the 
smaller  children,  and  to  assist  generally  in  whatever  capacity  they  might 
be  called  upon. 

Under  the  heading  “Collection”  anyone  who  has  seen  the  collections 
of  butterflies,  grasses  and  pressed  flowers  made  by  the  children  for  use  in 
their  reed  work,  would  indeed  say  that  this  trait  had  been  allowed  proper 
development. 

“Construction”  surely  has  played  a large  part  in  the  season’s  work. 
The  older  girls  have  made  some  very  attractive  hats  and  also  the  costumes 
for  the  dances,  while  the  younger  children  have  made  doll’s  clothes.  A 
large  number  of  sweaters  were  made.  Tatting,  crocheting  and  embroidery 
have  also  been  done.  The  main  feature  of  the  construction  period,  how- 
ever, has  been  the  work  in  basketry.  In  this,  the  children  are  taught  to 
make  whatever  they  wish,  and  so  a great  variety  of  articles  have  been 
made.  In  the  Indian  baskets,  of  the  sewed  reed  and  raphia,  they  have 
done  very  well  in  working  out  original  designs  in  colors.  In  the  all  reed 
work  more  has  been  made  than  in  any  other  line,  among  the  articles  being 
sewing  trays,  flower  baskets,  waste  baskets,  jardiniers,  work  baskets,  lamps 
and  lamp  shades.  This  branch  has  not  been  confined  to  the  girls  alone 
for  some  of  the  boys  have  done  exceptionally  fine  work  in  it  also. 

The  next  point  “To  go  some  place”  has  been  covered  by  the  hikes  to 
various  points  of  interest.  Also  a trip  to  Franklin  Park  was  given  to  the 
leaders. 

“To  hear  and  tell  a story”.  We  have  had  some  very  interesting  story 
hours  conducted  both  by  the  supervisor  and  the  leaders. 

“To  be  active  physically”,  certainly  has  been  an  accomplished  aim. 
Tennis  has  easily  been  the  favorite  sport,  though  Volley  ball,  golf,  New- 
combe,  basket  ball,  and  other  games  have  also  held  their  share  of  interest. 
The  pool,  too,  was  a big  attraction,  there  often  being  over  one  hundred 
girls  in  at  the  same  time. 

The  gift  of  agraphaphone  to  the  Park  aided  materially  in  the  teaching 
of  Folk  and  interpretive  dancing,  which  was  enjoyed  very  much. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  say  that  though  the  attendance  has  far  exceeded 
that  of  previous  summers,  never  has  the  work  gone  more  smoothly.  This 
has  been  due  in  great  measure  to  the  spirit  of  cooperation  which  has 
existed  between  the  Commissioners,  the  Supervisors,  the  children  and  their 
parents  in  working  for  the  good  of  the  Playground.

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Report  of  J.  Ray  Cooney.  Supervisor,  City  Playgrounds. 

1922. 

The  opening  of  the  Playgrounds  on  Saturday  July  1st,  1922,  was  ushered 
in  by  a Decorated  Bicycle  Parade  in  which  sixty  Boys  and  Girls  took  part. 
The  Parade  formed  at  Monument  Square,  and  headed  by  the  police  rode 
to  the  Park  receiving  an  ovation  all  along  the  line.  At  the  Park  Mrs. 
Theobald,  Dr.  Moors  and  Mr.  Stanley  Rogers  acted  as  judges  and  a- 
warded  prizes  to  the  winners.  Following  this  came  the  official  opening 
of  the  Capron  Tennis  Courts  newly  installed  this  season.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  Frank  Guild  and  Mr.  Henry  Reinhardt  of  the  Country 
Club  a singles  match  was  put  on.  Rain  prevented  a mixed  doubles  match 
which  had  been  arranged.  The  Supervisor  wishes  to  especially  thank  Mr. 
Ernest  Broadbent  whose  cooperation  in  the  parade  was  much  appreciated, 
also  E.  I.  Perry,  Lillys  Drug  Co.,  Stanlej^  Rogers,  Max  London,  Kent 
•Jewelry  Co.,  C.  H.  Eden  Co.,  and  Flynns  Hardware  Co.,  who  donated 
prizes. 

Regular  Playground  Activities  were  started  on  Monday  July  3rd. 
A five  team  Base  Ball  League  was  started,  with  the  following  teams  en- 
tered. County  Squares,  Chartley  Pirates,  Hayward  A.  C.,  Tigers,  and 
Sanfords.  Games  were  played  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays, 
and  the  League  came  to  a close  on  August  18th.  The  Hayward  A.  C.  and 
the  Chartley  Pirates  finished  in  a tie  for  the  lead,  and  in  the  playoff 
Hayward  won.  The  final  standing  was  as  follows: 

Hayward  A.  C.  Won  7.  Lost  2. 

Chartley  Pirates.  Won  6.  Lost  3. 

Sanfords.  Won  4.  Lost  4. 

Countj^  Squares.  Won  3.  Lost  5. 

Tigers.  Won  1.  Lost  7. 

The  following  successful  activities  were  carried  out. 

Tennis  Tournaments,  Quoits,  Game  periods  for  Boys,  Folk  Dancing 
for  Girls,  Swimming  and  Life  Saving  Classes  in  the  Pool,  Basket  Ball, 
Volley  Ball,  Track  Athletics,  Water  Ball,  Golf,  Soccer  Football,  New- 
combe.  Cage  Ball  and  Hemmingway.  A few  of  these  activities  notably 
Golf  and  Folk  Dancing  are  worthy  of  especial  mention.  It  was  no  uncommon 
sight  to  see  the  Athletic  Field  literally  dotted  with  Golfers.  They  were 
allowed  to  play  during  the  morning  hours  only.  This  game  becarne  very 
popular,  and  Tournaments  were  held  on  every  Wednesday  during  the 
Summer.  Attleboro,  so  far  as  known  is  the  first  City  to  introduce  this 
game  as  a regular  Playground  Activity.  Exceptional  interest  was  shown 
in  Folk  Dancing,  and  some  fine  work  was  accomplished  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Alma  Hillman,  Girls  Instructor.  Classes  in  Dancing  were  held 
every  day  during  the  latter  part  of  the  afternoon.  Music  was  furnished 
with  a Phonograph  donated  by  Mr.  Frank  Austin. 

_Tlie  Tennis  Courts  were  exceptionally  welcome  from  the  start,  and 
there  were  very  few  vacant  hours  when  they  were  out  of  use.  Boys  and 
Girls  Singles  Championships  were  held  each  month,  and  the  finalists  each 
month  met  on  Labor  Day  to  decide  the  City  Championships  for  the  season. 
Prizes  for  these  events  were  donated  by  Mr.  Frank  Guild,  The  Attleboro 
Sun,  and  the  Kent  Racket  Co.  A Tennis  Team  representing  the  Capron 
Playgrounds  was  picked  and  played  one  Tournament  Match,  winning  over 
the  Wonona  Tennis  Club  by  the  Score  of  five  matches  to  nothing. 

The  Capron  Leaders  Club  was  organized,  and  did  some  fine  work 
during  the  season.  Their  help  was  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Super- 
visor. Eight  Boys  and  Eight  Girls  composed  the  Club. 

A Mid  Summer  Demonstration  of  Playground  Work  was  carried  out  on 
Tuesday  August  8th.  The  program  included  exhibitions  of  Basketry, 
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Folk  Dancing,  Games,  Swimming,  etc,  ending  with  free  Merry  Go  Round 
Rides  for  the  Kiddies,  donated  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Patrick 
Nerney. 

The  final  exhibition  planned  for  Labor  Day,  but  postponed  to  Wed- 
nesday Sept.  6th,  on  account  of  inclement  weather,  was  carried  out  with 
the  following  days  program.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

During  the  season  just  passed,  the  Base  Ball  Diamond  has  been  used 
more  than  ever  before.  Both  the  Triple  A.  A.  and  the  Manufacturers 
League  have  played  their  games  there  and  some  large  crowds  have  been  in 
attendance.  All  of  these  games  were  played  after  five  o’clock.  The  Dia- 
mond was  in  use  at  all  hours  during  the  regular  Playground  daily  schedule. 

Conditions  are  anything  but  perfect  for  playing  Base  Ball  at  the  Park. 
In  the  first  place  the  diamond  was  laid  out  for  young  boys  and  is  not  regula- 
tion. The  infield  is  one  mass  of  rocks  making  it  really  dangerous  for  the 
players  to  field  the  ball.  The  backstop  is  inadequate  both  as  to  size  and 
to  height.  I would  strongly  recommend  that  extensive  repairs  be  made 
before  the  start  of  the  next  season. 

2.  Golf  has  been  started  at  the  Park  and  has  become  one  of  the  most 
popular  sports  ever  introduced.  As  it  is  dangerous  for  the  children  to  play 
on  the  regular  Athletic  Field,  I would  recommend  that  arrangements  be 
made  with  the  people  who  own  the  land  that  lies  between  County  Street 
and  the  Shelter  House,  so  that  Golf  may  be  played  there  from  the  start  of 
the  season.  This  year  it  was  necessary  to  wait  until  the  grass  was  cut 
which  was  about  the  first  of  August,  when  half  the  season  was  over. 

3.  One  of  the  main  needs  of  the  Tennis  Courts  is  a row  of  finer  wire 
at  the  base  of  the  Backstops.  The  wire  in  use  at  present  is  much  too  wide 
and  it  is  a nuisance  to  people  playing.  I would  also  recommend  that 
better  arrangements  be  made  as  regards  the  enforcement  of  Court  Rules 
after  the  regular  Playground  Hours.  The  main  difficulty  here  was  people 
wearing  shoes  on  the  courts. 

4.  With  the  increased  amount  of  work  being  done  by  the  Children 
in  Reed  and  Raffia,  the  Office  in  the  Shelter  House  has  become  much  too 
small.  I would  recommend  that  an  addition  be  added  before  the  start 
of  the  next  season,  also  that  the  window  be  barred  and  some  arrangement 
made  so  that  Children  could  not  climb  up  on  top  of  the  Office. 

5.  That  Shower  Baths  be  installed  in  both  the  Girls  and  the  Boys 
Bath  Houses.  Also  that  a Park  Employee  be  designated  to  attend  to 
the  cleaning  of  the  Pool  at  least  once  a week.  The  matter  of  changing  water 
daily  can  easily  be  handled  by  the  Supervisor.

To  George  A.  Sweeney,  Mayor  and  Honorable  Council  of  Attleboro’. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  494  of  Massachusetts  Statutes  the  Attle- 
boro City  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  seventh  annual  report. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  the  first  one  being 
held  the  second  week  in  January.  Some  of  the  recommendations  of  pre- 
vious years  have  been  accomplished.  We  now  desire  to  recommend  the 
following : 

Survey. 

We  recommend  that  a survey  be  made  of  Bank,  North  Main  and  South 
Main  Streets  in  view  of  establishing  building  lines  in  order  that  these 
streets  may  be  widened  to  accommodate  present  and  future  traffic. 

Union  Street  Lot. 

We  again  recommend  that  the  vacant  lot  on  LTnion  Street  owned  by 
the  City  adjoining  the  fire  station  be  put  in  shape  to  be  used  as  a play- 
ground for  the  children  in  that  section. 

New  Street. 

We  recommend  the  laying  out  of  a new  street  from  Union  to  Pine  Street 
south  of  the  Post  Office  building.  The  traffic  on  Park  Street  facing  the 
Post  Office  is  very  much  congested  and  it  is  getting  worse  as  the  traffic 
increases  in  that  section. 

We  have  recommended  this  before  and  we  do  so  now  knowing  that  the 
need  is  greater  than  ever  before.  We  believe  the  income  from  taxable 
property  after  the  city  opens  the  street  will  more  than  recompense  the  city 
for  the  outlay. 

Zoning. 

We  cannot  emphasize  too  emphatically  the  necessity  of  zoning  our 
city.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cities  and  towns  have  already  been 
zoned,  and  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  cities  and  towns  are  in 
the  process  of  zoning.  Over  eighteen  million  people,  or  twenty-seven 
percent  of  the  population  of  the  United  States  live  in  zoned  cities  and 
towns.  Now  is  the  time  to  make  a start.  Annexed  herewith  are  the  gen- 
eral lav/s  of  zoning  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts. 

Sidewalks  on  Park  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue. 

We  again  recommend  that  the  sidewalks  on  Park  Street  and  Railroad 
Avenue  adjoining  the  land  owned  by  the  First  National  Bank  be  temporar- 
ily bridged  over  so  that  the  full  width  of  the  street  could  be  utilized. 
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Poles  and  Wires. 

We  recommend  that  the  poles  be  removed  and  wires  put  under  p:round 
from  the  corner  of  North  Main,  South  Main  and  Park  Streets  to  the 
corner  of  Park,  Pleasant  and  Union  Streets,  including  Monument  Square, 
our  reasons  being  that  they  are  unsightly  and  a menace  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment in  case  of  fire. 

Board  of  Survey. 

We  recommend  that  a Board  of  Survey  be  established  consisting  of  a 
member  of  the  Municipal  Council,  a member  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  City  Engineer. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1916  allow  a Board  of 
Survey  to  be  appointed  by  the  city. 

Billboard  Regulations. 

We  recommend  that  the  City  of  Attleboro  pass  ordinances  to  regulate 
the  placing  of  billboards  in  this  city. 

Comfort  Station. 

We  again  recommend  that  a Comfort  Station  be  built  on  the  Common. 
This  is  a public  necessity,  and  should  not  be  delayed  much  longer. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council,  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  the  Press  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  us  during 
the  past  year.

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To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1922,  it  being  the 
seventh  report  of  a similar  nature  that  I have  rendered  since  taking  the 
office  of  Chief  of  Police.  Attached  hereto  is  an  estimate  of  require uients 
for  the  year  1923. 

In  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Police  Department  for  the 
year  now  drawing  to  a close,  I feel  that  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  its 
officers  have  been  diligent  in  protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citi- 
zens of  this  city.  The  territory  covered  by  a few  Patrolmen  is  very  large 
and  under  existing  conditions  with  the  limited  number  of  men  cannot  be 
properlj^  patrolled  and  the  needed  protection  given. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  prominent  chiefs  of  police  that  the  efficiency 
of  a department  is  increased  by  40%  when  equipped  with  a modern  police 
signalling  apparatus.  The  municipality  derives  only  a partial  benefit 
for  the  money  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  its  police  department  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  a signal  system  and  it  would  seem  sound  economy 
to  install  a system  in  this  city  that  will  assure  its  citizens  that  proper  and 
systematic  patrol  service  is  being  performed  and  giving  the  patrolmen  due 
credit  for  duty  well  done  by  automatically  recording  his  whereabouts  at 
stated  intervals.  I am  informed  by  reliable  authority  that  it  would 
materially  help  in  placing  the  city  in  another  grade  in  fire  insurance  rates 
if  such  a sj^stem  was  installed. 

That  fact  alone  with  the  increased  efficiency  which  it  gives  the  police 
for  the  better  protection  of  its  citizens,  speaks  volumes  for  this  system,  and 
its  installation  should  not  be  delayed  year  after  year  as  the  cost  is  increas- 
ing rather  than  decreasing. 

On  Monday,  February  6,  1922,  the  police  were  called  for  duty  at  the 
Crown  Mill  as  the  owners  feared  violence  from  Rhode  Island  strikers 
against  their  workmen  who  had  not  as  yet  gone  out  on  strike  because  of  a 
reduction  in  wages.  Later  they  went  out  on  strike  and  for  fourteen  weeks 
the  police  were  on  duty  morning,  noon  and  night  in  addition  to  their 
regular  work.  A total  of  1523  hours  strike  duty  was  performed  by  the 
police  at  this  plant  at  a cost  to  the  city  of  approximately  $725.00. 

From  January  1st  to  December  1,  1922,  this  department  conducted 
forty  three  raids  against  places  where  viloations  of  the  liquor  laws  were 
taking  place.  A total  of  $1,650.00  was  collected  inffines  imposed  by  the 
Court  for  violations  of  the  liquor  laws,  and  while  leaders  of  contraband 
liquor  still  ply  their  trade,  they  have  been  subjected  to  a constant  sur- 
veillance which  has  resulted  in  practically  driving  the  maker  of  illicit 
whiskey  from  our  midst  and  our  city  has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of 
the  cleanest  in  that  respect  in  the  Commonwealth. 

In  a great  measure  we  are  indebted  to  Judge  Charles  C.  Hagerty  of  the 
Fourth  District  Court  for  the  firm  stand  he  has  taken  against  those  who 
persist  in  violating  the  liquor  laws  and  are  brought  before  him. 

So  much  has  been  said  about  the  need  of  a new  police  station  that  it 
would  be  superfluous  for  me  to  go  into  detail  about  it,  but  I would  empha- 
size what  I have  stated  in  the  past  about  its  need  which  is  more  apparent 
each  year.  I hope  that  this  project  will  receive  the  consideration  which 
it  merits  and  thereby  give  our  city  the  credit  of  having  one  of  the  best 
police  stations  in  the  State  instead  of  the  poorest  apology  of  its  kind.  I 
am  not  only  speaking  for  the  department  which  occupies  these  quarters, 
but  there  are  those  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to  be  detained  there  by 
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law  and  certainly  some  consideration  should  be  griven  to  their  health  and 
comfort  while  occupying  a cell  awaiting  trial.  To  postpone  the  building 
of  a police  station  would  bring  deserved  condemnation  on  the  city  for  not 
being  mindful  of  the  needs  of  those  who  serve  it  in  a capacity  that  many  do 
not  care  to  undertake. 

I have  not  been  able  to  find  a better  location  for  the  housing  of  the 
police  cars  then  where  they  are  kept  at  the  present  time  at  the  City  Barn. 
This  has  proved  a handicap  in  many  cases  and  I cannot  See  how  it  can  be 
bettered  under  existing  conditions  other  than  the  building  of  a garage  in 
the  rear  of  the  police  station.  This  has  been  talked  over  with  the  owners 
of  the  property  who  do  not  seem  inclined  to  build.  , 

I recommend  purchasing  a new  touring  car  and  turning  the  old  one  in 
for  exchange  as  it  will  require  a much  needed  overhauling,  painting,  etc. 
to  be  in  good  running  order  and  a fair  allowance  can  be  had  in  trade  for 
it  as  it  stands.  The  car  has  had  seven  years  service  five  of  which  was  in 
the  police  department.  Two  of  our  motorcycles  should  be  renewed  this 
year  and  I so  recommend  it. 

For  the  better  protection  of  citizens  and  property  in  South  Attleboro, 
Hebronville  and  Dodgeville  1 recommend  appointing  two  additional  men 
for  these  districts.  There  is  real  need  of  additional  patrolmen  in  Vvard  1 
A.  and  B.  and  in  expressing  myself  as  to  the  need  of  better  police  service 
1 am  also  voicing  the  opinion  of  the  citizens  and  property  owners  of  this 
district. 

I do  not  believe  that  the  superior  officers  in  this  department  receive 
compensation  in  keeping  with  the  responsibility  of  their  work  and  what  is 
expected  of  them.  It  does  not  compare  favorably  with  the  wages  paid  to 
patrolmen  and  I recommend  an  increase  in  the  salaries  paid  them. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  police  business  goes  on  tv/enty 
four  hours  every  day  in  the  year.  As  Attleboro  increases  in  valuation 
and  population,  additional  appointments  and  improvements  must  be  made 
to  maintain  its  efficiency  and  standard  of  service  to  the  public. 

To  realize  this  the  department  must  have  the  constructive  co-operation 
of  the  city  government,  citizens,  and  all  those  who  would  aid  in  making 
the  police  department  a power  al)le  to  cope  with  the  evil  influence  and  in- 
genuity of  the  law  breaker. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Philip  E.  Brady,  the  City  Council,  for  their 
consideration  and  advise,  to  members  of  the  police  department  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  different  duties,  I extend  my  sincere  thanks.

Attleboro,  Mass.,  Dee.  15,  1922. 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  to  you  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year 
beginning  Jan.  1,  1922,  and  ending  Dec.  15,  1922. 

The  past  year  has  exceeded  all  other  years  in  the  number  of  dog  licenses 
issued,  there  being  1083. 

I have  killed  57  dogs,  owners  unknown  according  to  the  General  Laws 
relating  to  unlicensed  dogs.  I have  investigated  156  complaints  concerning 
dogs. 

In  the  epidemic  of  rabies  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year,  5 dogs  were  killed,  and  upon  examination 
proved  to  have  been  suffering  from  the  rabies.  In  connection  witli  this 
epidemic  the  County  recompensed  one  person  for  3 cows,  having  contracted 
this  disease  from  dog  bite. 

The  City  Clerk  gave  me  the  names  of  210  delinquent  owners  of  dogs 
of  whom  there  were  6 convictions  according  to  the  General  Laws  relating 
thereto. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  that  may  arise,  and  the  amount  of  work  that 
has  to  be  done,  I would  suggest  that  no  smaller  appropriation  for  the  en- 
using  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council  of  Attleboro, 

Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  past  year  has  been  a successful  one  for  the  Attleboro  Public  Library 
The  circulation  for  the  year  reached  125,748  books,  with  the  total  number 
of  books  in  the  Library  24,924 — which  is  1,279  volumes  more  than  a year 
ago.  The  Staff  has  worked  hard  and  efficiently  to  take  care  of  the  in- 
creased amount  of  work,  which  includes  a decided  increase  in  the  High 
School  Library,  Children’s  room  and  a large  amount  or  reference  work  in 
addition  to  much  extra  work  in  the  main  library.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
Librarian  for  her  efficient  work. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Trustees  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished 
with  no  extra  appropriation  from  the  City.  The  generous  gifts  during 
the  year  have  enabled  the  Library  to  do  much,  where  otherwise  its  useful- 
ness would  have  been  greatly  curtailed.  The  Library  has  received  in 
gifts  S859.00  and  S333.33  from  interest  on  invested  funds,  a total  of 
$1,192.33.  Also  the  Library  has  been  presented  with  a flag,  a rug  for  the 
Children’s  room,  extensive  repairs  made  on  the  floor  of  the  same  room,  and 
a combination  bulletin  board  and  exhibition  book  case. 

The  Board  requests  that  you  read  thoroughly  the  annual  report  of  the 
Librarian,  which  shows  clearly  the  large  amount  of  work  being  accompli- 
shed. 

The  total  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked  for  1923  is  $14,500.00 
the  same  amount  as  asked  for  in  1922.  More  than  this  could  easily  be 
used  to  good  advantage,  and  we  believe  this  the  minimum  amount  required 
to  defray  expenses  this  year,  as  we  see  no  signs  of  lower  prices,  at  present. 
As  to  the  amount  asked  for  repairs,  $900.00,  we  find  the  interior  of  the 
building  is  now  very  much  in  need  of  repairs  in  many  places  and  it  is  our 
intention  to  do  the  repairing  that  is  most  needed  as  it  would  be  false  econ- 
omy to  longer  postpone  the  work.  We  have  given  you  an  itemized  list 
of  these  repairs. 

That  the  citizens  of  Attleboro,  including  the  students  and  children, 
are  each  year  making  more  use  of  their  Library  is  apparent,  and  we  ask 
your  co-operation  that  the  advantages  offered  may  be  continued.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1922. 

If  the  success  of  a library  in  a community  is  measured  by  the  circula- 
tion of  books,  then  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  has  had  a successful  year. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  circulation  in  1921  showed  a 30%  gain 
over  any  previous  year,  there  has  been  a surprising  increase  this  year. 
The  circulation  has  reached  125,748. 

Up  to  the  last  few  months  of  the  year  when  industrial  conditions  be- 
gan to  improve,  the  circulation  was  much  larger  than  for  the  corresponding 
months  of  the  year  1921.  But  as  the  industries  became  more  active  the 
circulation  remained  the  same  as  in  the  year  1921. 


Size  and  Growth. 

1920  volumes  were  added  to  the  Library.  Of  these,  628  were  gifts, 
and  56  added  by  binding.  There  were  648  books  withdrawn  and  7 re- 
turned, making  the  number  of  books  in  the  Library  25,924,  a gain  of  1279 
v^olumes.  The  new  titles,  added  during  1922  were  divided  into  classes  as 
shown  by  the  following  tables.

Foreign  Books. 

In  order  to  supplement  our  supply  of  foreign  books,  libraries  in  Portu- 
guese, Italian,  and  Swedish,  were  borrowed  from  the  Massachusetts  Free 
Library  Commission  and  from  the  Woman’s  Educational  Association, 


Reference. 

In  the  last  fifty  years  libraries  have  changed.  Some  people  know  it 
and  some  do  not.  Libraries  have  changed  in  the  kind  of  printed  matter 
that  they  collect  and  preserve;  in  the  kind  of  people  to  whom  they  make 
their  appeal.  They  have  changed  from  being  first  and  foremost  a collec- 
tion of  material  for  scholars  to  being  also  of  use  to  the  busy  citizen,  to  help 
him  in  what  he  is  busy  about,  to  make  it  possible  for  him  to  do  more  work 
in  less  time.  The  library  is  concerned  much  more  largely  than  ever  before 
with  contemporary  relations.  It  wishes  to  be  helpful  to  the  men  and 
women  who  do  things.  Now  let  us  get  down  to  something  concrete. 
Just  what  information  has  the  library  given  to  these  professional,  and 
business  men: 

The  uses  of  lye  in  baking  powder. 

History  and  development  of  the  plow. 

Designs  for  book-covers,  posters,  letter  heads. 

Pictures  of  snow  crystals. 

How  to  silver  glass-using  a solution  containing  mercury. 

Story  of  the  American  flag. 

Books  on  window  trimming. 

Books  on  the  spine. 

Protective  coloring  of  birds. 

Greek  words  for  owl  and  for  friend. 

A poem  of  Edgar  Guest’s — something  about  “Mother’s  pocket- 
book”. 

Who  was  with  Washington  when  he  crossed  the  Delaware? 

The  national  flower  of  Italy  and  pictures  of  it  in  color. 

Laws  on  the  transportation  of  school  children  in  Mass. 

Rule  for  making  tomato  catsup.

To  enable  the  Library  to  answer  these  and  many  other  questions,  a 
useful  collection  of  pamphlets  and  clippings  material  has  been  built  up. 
There  are  now  743  pamphlets  on  file.  This,  along  with  our  picture  collec- 
tion have  been  circulated  for  home  use  the  same  as  books.  Many  readers 
have  been  appreciative  for  information  found  in  this  way.  The  picture 
collection  has  grown  rapidly.  1819  pictures  were  circulated.  Local  de- 
signers, teachers,  and  others  continue  to  make  good  use  of  the  collection, 
special  effort  has  been  made  to  follow  the  work  of  public  schools  in  the 
teaching  of  geography,  history,  literature  and  art.

From  our  school  room  deposits  we  report  a home  circulation  of  5,651 — 
2,765  more  than  last  year. 
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For  the  past  year,  owing  to  a lack  of  book  funds,  our  school  collection 
contains  only  479  books.  This  has  made  necessary  the  taking  of  much 
needed  books  from  the  Children’s  room,  in  order  to  send  books  to  the 
schools  too  far  away  to  have  ready  access  to  the  main  library  or  any  of  its 
branches.  This  method  of  sending  out  books  introduces  books  into 
homes  not  otherwise  reached,  teaches  the  pupils  how  to  use  books,  stimu- 
lates' a taste  for  the  best  in  literature,  and  shows  the  sources  of  culture. 

Children’s  Room. 

Circulation  through  the  children’s  room  was  38,345,  a gain  of  4,902. 
With  no  new  agencies  opened  and  but  524  new  books  added,  this  growth, 
while  gratifying,  so  increased  the  duties  in  the  room  that  but  little  time 
has  been  leU  for  special  features. 

With  only  4,297  volumes  in  the  room.  296  of  which  are  reference  and 
216  belonging  to  the  “clean  hands”  collection,  with  books  taken  from  the 
room  for  school  deposits,  for  the  High  School,  Hebronville  and  Dodgeville 
Branches,  the  books  are  given  hard  usage  and  the  number  of  times  each 
book  circulates  is  very  large. 

One  reason  for  the  large  increase  of  work  in  the  room  is  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  first  year  that  the  children  of  below  High  School  age  have  been 
obliged  to  have  a permit  in  order  to  use  the  adult  reading  room.  Up  to 
this  time  the  eighth  grade  have  done  their  reference  and  school  work  in 
the  adult  department. 

Miss  Wetherell  reports  in  part — “The  circulation  of  books  for  class 
room  work,  taken  out  on  teacher’s  cards  is  an  indication  of  the  use  of  the 
room  by  the  teachers  in  the  city.  1584  books  have  been  charged  to  teach- 
ers during  the  year,  a gain  of  322  over  the  preceding  twelve  months.  The 
Children’s  room  has  furnished  material  for  plays  and  entertainments  for 
holiday  and  special  reference  work  on  many  subjects.  The  interest  in 
reference  study  advances  each  year. 

The  gift  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Sweet  made  possible  the  addition  of  many 
beautifully  illustrated  books,  new  stories  and  new  editions  of  old  ones  for 
the  “glass  case  collection”,  and  has  supplied  the  greater  part  of  new  books 
for  home  circulation.  Books  from  this  special  collection  may  be  read  in 
the  room  by  any  child  who  shows  clean  hands.  That  the  children  use  and 
appreciate  them,  is  indicated  by  the  record  of  the  number  of  books  used 
during  the  year,  a total  of  471.  The  figures  by  months  are  given  below:

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  the  popularity  of  different  books.  For 
instance,  during  the  year,  Dumas’  “Three  Musketeers”  has  been  read  by 
three  different  boys  who  have  read  several  pages  or  a chapter  at  a time 
until  the  book  was  finished.  This  is  only  one  incident  in  many,  all  of 
which  show  the  pleasure  the  children  derive  from  the  collection. 
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Two  new  magazines  have  been  added  to  the  periodicals,  “Child  life” 
for  the  younger  readers  and  the  “American  Boy”. 

In  August  a travel  club  was  formed  to  stimulate  the  interest  in  and 
circulation  of  books  about  our  own  and  other  countries.  The  member- 
ship grew  rapidly,  and  by  the  last  of  September  101  children  had  joined. 
That  the  experiment  was  a success  is  proved  by  the  circulation  figures  of 
travel  books  for  the  three  months  as  compared  with  the  same  months  of 
1921.

The  Arctic  regions  proved  the  most  popular — France,  Italy,  Japan, 
United  States,  Spain,  China,  Africa,  Holland  and  Mexico  in  the  order 
named.  Two  boys  visited  fifteen  places,  one  boy  thirteen,  and  a boy  and  a 
girl  each  eleven  places.  On  November  15th  a meeting  of  the  Club  was  held 
in  the  Children’s  room,  from  seven  to  eight  thirty  o’clock  in  the  evening. 
The  children  came  dressed  in  the  costume  of  one  of  the  countries  they  had 
read  about.  It  was  a stormy  night  but  forty  children  were  present.  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Lamb  told  stories  and  games  were  played. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Pierian  Club,  a story  hour  was  held  in  the 
room  for  children  under  the  sixth  grade.  About  two  hundred  and  thirt;^ 
children  enjoyed  the  program.”

High  School  Branch. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  the  work  was  more  or  less  interrupted 
by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Margaret  Brewer.  Miss  Brewer  did  work  of 
high  quality,  and  the  last  year  was  the  most  telling  in  library  progress. 

Miss  Helen  Claflin  who  has  taken  up  the  High  School  work  writes: 

“In  these  days  of  commercialism,  when  so  few  parents  attempt  to  stim- 
ulate in  their  children  a love  of  the  best  in  literature  and  art,  a great  work 
lies  before  the  school  library.  To  reveal  the  world  of  knowledge  which 
exists  outside  of  the  text-book,  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  classroom, 
to  instruct  in  the  way  of  books  and  libraries,  and  to  foster  an  interest  in 
the  best  books  by  the  display  of  fine  editions  and  by  the  librarian’s  daily 
contact  with  the  pupils,  is  the  aim  of  the  school  library  of  today. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  shows  374  more  books  circulated  at 
the  High  School  this  year  than  in  1921.  The  following  comparative 
table  shows  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  various  classes  of 
literature:

The  fact  that  the  greater  gain  in  circulation  has  been  made  in  the  non- 
fiction classes  is  a Impefiil  sign  that  the  library  is  succeeding  in  its  purpose 
of  encouraging  informational  reading. 

The  librarian  found  an  interesting  work  awaiting  her  in  awakening  in 
the  students  an  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  good  reading.  The  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  of  such  an  accomplishment  were  so  great,  however  that  it 
has  seemed  necessaiy  to  emphasize  them  in  this  report,  since  these  defects, 
are  unfortunately  the  outstanding  Ratures  in  the  library’s  condition  to-day. 

The  foremost  difficulty  was  the  library’s  total  lack  of  books  on  many 
of  the  important  subjects  of  the  school’s  curriculum.  There  were  almost 
no  books  on  biology,  physics,  or  chemistry.  Material  for  supplementary 
reading  on  any  to])ic  in  l)iology  had  to  be  brought  from  the  Pul:)lic  Library. 
The  commercial  geography  classes  encountered  the  same  difficulty.  Books 
on  timber  and  allied  subjects  for  the  manual  training  departitient  were  also 
lacking. 

As  only  those  students  who  have  been  assigned  a topic  for  study  are 
allowed  to  spend  a period  in  the  library,  it  was  apparent  how  little  help 
the  library  could  give  to  any  students  of  the  subjects  mentioned  above. 

This  obstacle  can  be  overcome  if  the  school  department  will  each  year 
include  in  its  annual  budget  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  or  more  for  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  High  School  Library,  surely  a small  amount  for 
the  large,  permanent  returns  from  such  an  expenditure.  A live  collection 
of  books  for  the  school  library  is  no  longer  a luxury.  The  modern  teacher 
knows  this  to  be  a necessity  and  the  National  Education  Association, 
realizing  the  importance  of  the  school  library  in  any  educational  sj^stem,  has 
published  its  stand  on  this  question  as  follows — 

“The  requisites  of  a standard  library  organization  are:  (1)  appropriate 
housing  and  equipment  of  the  school  library;  (2)  ])rofessional  trained 
librarian;  (3)  scientific  selection  and  care  of  books;  (4)  instruction  in  tlie 
use  of  books  and  libraries  as  a unit  course  in  high  school  curricula;  (5) 
adequate  annual  appro})riations  for  salaries  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  library  and  for  the  purchase  of  books,  etc.’’ 

For  a work  of  such  recognized  importance,  is  $100.00  a year  too  much 
for  the  school  department  of  the  city  to  spend  for  the  equi])ment  of  what 
should  be  the  laboratory  of  every  department  of  the  high  school? 

542  books  have  been  brought  from  the  Public  Library  as  a temporarj^ 
loan  to  the  High  School  Library,  as  many  of  these  as  possible  having  been 
returned  to  the  Public  Library  as  soon  as  the  students  had  finished  using 
them.  The  fact  that  all  these  books  have  been  in  constant  use  for  study 
and  reference  shows  how  much  a permanent,  wisely  selected  collection  is 
needed  at  the  school  library. 
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The  library  room  lias  been  given  an  air  of  welcome  and  made  a cheer- 
ful, attractive  place  in  which  to  study  by  the  addition  of  flowers,  plants 
and  pictures. 

Special  exhibits  of  books  on  subjects  of  interest  to  young  people  have 
been  displayed  in  the  library  each  week.  It  has  been  surprising  to  see  how 
much  these  exhibits  have  encouraged  good  reading. 

In  order  to  keep  constantly  informed  of  the  ground  being  covered  by 
those  departments  which  use  the  library  most,  the  librarian  has  each  week 
asked  all  teachers  of  these  subjects  for  a list  of  the  topics  to  be  studied  the 
following  week.  Working  from  this  list,  the  librarian  has  often  been  able 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  teachers  helpful  material  which  might  have 
otherwise  passed  unnoticed. 

As  previously,  lessons  on  the  use  of  books  and  the  library  have  been 
given  to  all  members  of  the  freshman  class  and  an  attempt  will  be  made  this 
year  to  give  some  talks  on  this  subject  to  the  present  senior  class  which  has 
never  had  this  instruction. 

With  the  hope  of  creating  more  interest  in  good  literature,  the  school 
librarian  has  begun  to  give  a series  of  readings  from  some  of  the  library’s 
best  books  to  students  who  have  the  last  period  on  Friday  for  a study 
period.  The  large  attendance  at  the  one  reading  already  given  makes  the 
outlook  for  this  department  of  the  library’s  work  very  encouraging. 

The  librarian  has  tried  to  get  acquainted  with  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  students  who  come  to  the  library  in  order  to  be  able  to  guide  their 
reading  along  wholesome  lines. 

The  school  department  has  purchased  59  volumes  for  the  lil)rary  during 
1922,  and  from  the  Richardson  School  Fund  a new  edition  of  the  New 
International  Encyclopedia. 

Another  year  should  find  the  High  School  Library  doing  a greater 
work  for  the  school  and  occupying  its  rightful  place  as  a workshop  for 
every  department.” 

Dodgeville  Branch. 

The  circulation  at  the  Dodgeville  Branch  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year.  This  we  take  to  mean  that  more  and  more  the  people  of 
the  village  are  making  use  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the  Public  Li- 
brary for  enjoyment  and  information. 

The  work  has  been  difficult  on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper  equipment. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Dodgeville  Neighborhood  Association  the  seat- 
ing problem  has  for  the  present,  been  solved,  as  a new  table  has  been  placed 
in  the  room.  It  has  seemed  wise  during  the  past  months  to  request  all 
children  below  the  working  age  to  cooperate  with  the  Branch  by  coming 
in  the  afternoon  rather  than  in  the  evening.  This  gives  the  adult  public 
whp  cannot  come  during  the  day  a better  opportunity  to  use  the  room  in 
the  evening.  Again,  as  last  year  the  Association  gave  the  Branch  a num- 
ber of  magazines. 

The  aim  has  been  to  bring  to  the  people  of  Dodgeville  the  true  library 
atmosphere.  To  accomplish  this  in  a greater  degree  in  the  coming  year, 
and  to  get  the  people  into  the  reading  habit  means  that  books  and  more 
books  and  the  right  kind  of  books  must  be  always  at  hand. 

Hebronville  Branch. 

The  library  work  at  Hebronville  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of 
the  community  work  which  is  carried  on  at  Hebronville  school  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Martha  Roberts.  Miss  Zilpha  Bennett  has  had  direct 
charge  of  the  library  work  and  through  her  efforts,  it  has  had  satisfactory 
success. 
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The  magazines  used  at  the  Branch  were  provided  through  the  endeavors 
of  the  pupils  of  the  Hebronville  School.  Here  more  books  of  especial 
appeal  would  have  a worth  while  use. 

In  closing  the  report  of  the  Branches  I wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
the  success  of  these  agencies  is  due,  here  more  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
library  system  to  the  enthusiasm  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  assistants  in 
charge. 

Publicity  and  Special  Service. 

Satisfaction  is  felt  for  the  number  of  times  the  library  has  been  used 
for  real  community  interests.  A successful  Art  and  Crafts  exhibit,  the 
work  of  the  Etaerio  and  Pikerian  Clubs  was  held  in  the  hall  for  a week. 
This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  affairs  ever  held  in  the  hall. 

A very  instructive  course  in  Contemporary  Literature  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  Extension  had  a membership  of  87. 

The  Etaerio,  Pierian,  Round  Table,  and  Community  Fellowship  made 
use  of  the  hall  for  some  of  their  regular  meetings  and  lectures. 

The  Attleboro  Sun  still  continues  to  be  a friend  to  the  Library  cause, 
and  at  no  time  has  it  failed  to  assist  the  Attleboro  Public  Library,  by 
printing  lists  of  books,  special  exhibits  and  announcements.  Would  that 
every  city  library  had  as  loyal  a friend  in  its  local  newspaper. 

In  the  spring,  an  all  day  meeting  of  librarians  from  the  surrounding 
towns  was  held  at  the  Library.  Miss  Tillinghast  gave  a mending  demon- 
stration in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon.  Miss  E.  Kathleen  Jones  of 
the  Massachusetts  library  Commission  gave  a talk  on  “Books  for  small 
libraries.” 

Good  book  week  was  successfully  carried  on.  The  librarian  consulted 
with  many  teachers  and  parents  as  to  the  best  books  to  buy. 

Monthly  lists  of  recent  additions  have  been  available  for  borrowers. 

The  telephone  has  been  used  constantly  to  give  information  and  make 
known  the  resources  of  the  library. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr.  Baker,  consented 
to  put  library  publicity  in  the  envelopes  of  mail  to  its  members.  He  also 
called  attention  to  the  use  of  the  library  in  the  official  sheet  of  the  Chamber. 

Gifts. 

Generous  gifts  have  enabled  the  library  to  carry  on  in  many  cases 
where  otherwise  its  usefulness  would  have  much  curtailed. 

The  service  in  the  children’s  room  has  shown  the  effects  of  the  gift  of 
SbOO.OO  for  books  from  Mrs.  Gertrude  H.  Sweet. 

The  Chaminade  Club  gave  $70.00  to  be  applied  to  the  Music  Fund. 

Mr.  Joseph  L.  Sweet  presented  the  library  with  a flag,  and  for  the 
Children's  Room  a rug  and  had  extensive  repairs  made  on  the  floor. 

A gift  of  $189.00  from  Mr.  Fred  E.  Briggs  to  be  used  for  incidentals 
came  at  a time  when  it  was  much  appreciated. 

Added  attractiveness  has  been  given  the  Children’s  room  by  a picture 
“The  Boyhood  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh” — a present  from  the  Etaerio  and 
Pierian  Clubs. 

A much  needed  piece  of  furniture,  a combination  bulletin  board  and 
exhibition  book  case  for  use  in  the  foyer  was  received  from  Mr.  Raymond 
Horton. 

Books  have  been  received  from  Rev.  John  Gathanay,  Mrs.  Sidney 
Smith,  Mrs.  Annie  Lewis,  Mrs.  E.  Louise  King. 
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Staff. 

Fortunately,  no  changes  came  to  the  library  staff  until  September 
when  Miss  Margaret  Brewer,  High  School  Librarian,  resigned  to  become 
School  Librarian  at  the  Silver  Bay  School  for  boys. 

However  the  library  was  fortunate  in  securing  for  the  position.  Miss 
Helen  Claflin,  who  for  the  past  four  years  was  head  cataloguer  in  the 
Brookline  Public  Library. 

The  Librarian  and  assistants  have  attended  as  many  Massachusetts 
Library  Club,  Children’s  Round  Table  and  group  meetings  as  could 
consistently  be  arranged  for  with  a small  staff,  a staff  where  such  a large 
proportion  of  the  work  is  dependent  on  the  time  of  the  part-time  worker. 

Assistants  at  different  times  have  visited  the  Newton,  Watertown, 
Medford,  Quincy,  and  Waltham  libraries  and  observed  the  various  methods 
in  which  they  were  particularly  interested. 

Miss  Brewer  attended  the  summer  school  at  Columbia  University. 

The  Librarian  has  spoken  at  various  clubs,  on  books,  and  civic  problems. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  would  have  been  impossible  without  the 
loyal  support  of  the  staff  who  in  emergencies  have  often  worked  many 
hours  overtime.* 

We  live  in  a city  that  shows  itself  eager  for  books  as  shown  by  the 
growth  in  the  use  of  the  library. 

We  have  a beautifid  and  well  equipped  Central  Library  building.  We 
need  to  extend  our  work  to  South  Attleboro,  one  of  the  most  attractive 
and  growing  parts  of  our  City.  To  give  this  service  means,  first  a place 
for  a Branch  or  deposit  station,  second,  an  added  trained  assistant,  and 
third,  and  adequate  supply  of  books. 

Let  me  express  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  I have  found  in  working 
for  the  people  of  Attleboro  and  my  appreciation  of  the  friendly  and  sympa- 
thetic support  received  from  the  Trustees.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  M unicipal  Council: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1922. 

The  reaction  locally  against  the  previous  tax  rate  was  felt  in  this 
department  in  1922  by  having  the  recommendations  for  the  current  year 
shaved  closely  all  of  the  way  through.  The  watchword  was  economy  and 
the  problem  was  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  department  to  meet  the 
demands  for  economy.  I feel  safe  in  saying  that  continuous  hard  work 
applied  after  deep  study,  and  a balanced  coordination  of  the  forces  at  our 
command,  successfully  solved  the  problem.  The  record  of  accounts  of  the 
money  appropriated  and  the  work  authorized  balanced  against  the  ex- 
penditures and  work  completed  will  bear  out  the  truth  of  this  assertion. 

In  obtaining  the  results  recorded  I believe  the  wishes  of  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council  were  carried  out  in 
such  a way  as  to  meet  with  their  approbation. 

The  personnel  of  the  several  divisions  were  called  upon  for  efforts  in 
excess  of  those  required  heretofore  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that 
in  most  cases  the  response  was  magnificent.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  for 
the  interest  taken  in  performing  excellently  the  tasks  assigned  to  them 
by  the  bvdk  of  the  labor  employed. 

The  jurisdiction  of  this  department  includes  the  care  of  all  public 
highways,  construction  of  new  streets,  sidewalks,  street  lighting,  oiling, 
street  signs,  house  numbering,  street  cleaning,  surface  drainage  (con- 
struction and  maintenance),  sewers  and  sewage  disposal;  the  water  system, 
its  care,  upkeep  and  extension,  the  Pumping  Station,  filter  beds,  storage 
reservoir  and  standpipe,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  A.  B.  C.  St.  Ry.,  as 
well  as  supervising  the  contract  operation  of  same. 

The  engineering  for  all  of  the  work  connected  with  our  different  divi- 
sions, and  the  laying  out  and  beginning  of  the  city  survey,  were  properly 
taken  care  of  by  this  department.  Incidental  to  these  numerable  and 
varied  duties,  the  cost  data  and  accounting  for  all  expenditures  by  the 
department  were  handled  through  the  office  and  cooperation  on  several 
different  projects  was  given  to  the  state  and  county  authorities  as  well  as 
to  the  public  service  corporations  doing  business  in  our  city. 

The  outstanding  features  affecting  our  work  were  as  follows: 

(1st)  The  adverse  weather  conditions  for  outside  work  which  we  faced 
in  the  early  months  of  the  year  and  during  what  should  have  been  our 
best  season,  the  summer  months  from  June  to  September,  and  included  an 
early  setting  in  of  real  winter  conditions  in  November,  the  current  year. 

(2nd)  The  adoption  by  the  Council  of  a beginning  for  improving 
surface  drainage  conditions  in  our  city,  the  decision  being  made  in  the  late 
summer  when  railroad  strikes  and  the  big  increase  in  business  caused 
freight  embargoes  which  prohibited  the  arrival  in  seasonable  time  of  the 
materials  required  for  the  work. 
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(3rd)  The  substantial  improvement  recorded  in  constructing-  per- 
manent bridges  over  the  Bungay  river  at  Bank  Street  and  Water  Street. 
On  both  of  these  structures  the  concrete  work  is  complete. 

(4th)  The  projection  of  a proper  city  survey  and  the  beginning  of 
work  in  the  southerly  end  of  the  city  where  the  most  immediate  need  for 
it  has  developed,  and  the  securing  of  the  services  of  a competent  man 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  locality  to  start  the  work. 

(5th)  The  active  steps  taken  to  properly  establish  the  water  division 
on  an  entirely  self-supporting  and  self-sustaining  basis. 

(6th)  The  focusing  of  public  attention  upon  the  municipally  owned 
A.  B.  C.  Railway,  which  ha<i  been  purchased  a few  years  ago  as  junk  and 
has  since  operated  with  a considerable  gross  deficit. 

(7th)  Timing  work  upon  a comparison  of  different  jobs  so  that  the 
work  on  one  was  developed  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the  others — thus  re- 
ducing the  unit  costs  of  all.  This  really  was  the  essence  of  our  success  in 
obtaining  the  ample  results  produced  from  the  allowable  maintenance 
funds. 


BUILDINGS. 

Primary  consideration  should  be  given  the  consolidation  and  upkeep 
of  the  buiidings  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department.  Heretofore 
no  account  has  been  recorded  in  appropriations  as  applicable  specifically 
to  buildings.  The  land  having  been  purchased  for  a consolidated  yard  last 
year,  it  seems  to  me  only  logical  that  the  same  reasons  which  governed 
the  purchase  should  be  tlie  driving  force  for  beginning  work  to  allow  the 
completion  of  the  i)roposed  consolidation  of  the  several  divisions. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  problem  of  keeping  abreast  of  the  continuously  increasing  main 
road  traffic  compels  me  to  call  to  your  attention  the  need  of  extending  our 
hard  surface,  particularly  on  our  main  north  and  south  highway,  as  well 
as  the  main  road  to  and  through  South  Attleboro.  As  you  all  know,  be- 
ginning at  the  Seekonk  line  on  South  Main  Street  there  is  a mile  and  one- 
half  of  gravel  road,  blanket  top,  which  is  too  light  to  sustain  the  traffic 
it  has  to  bear,  particularly  in  the  winter  and  spring.  Just  north  of  Thur- 
ber  Ave.,  by  the  cemetery,  the  Interstate  Railway  has  a siding  which  should 
be  thrown  to  the  easterly  side  of  the  main  line,  thus  doing  away  with  a 
really  dangerous  condition.  Steps  should  betaken  to  have  the  New  Haven 
Railroad  construct  immediately  a permanent  structure  at  Dodge ville  so 
that  a final  location  can  be  established  for  the  roadway  there  and  the  work 
on  improving  same  allowed  to  go  ahead.  Coming  to  the  city,  notice  of  a 
properly  laid  out  building  line,  prior  to  widening  the  street,  should  be 
given  out  and  a decision  made  with  exactness  as  to  its  location.  The  de- 
mand for  widening  North  Main  Street  and  straightening  the  same  north 
of  Simmons’  crossing  is  constantly  increasing  and  deserves  immediate 
attention.  A permanent  hard  road  should  be  placed  in  North  Main  Street, 
from  West  Street  to  Clafiin  Street,  laid  upon  a properly  established  grade 
line  and  the  reverse  curve  at  Sheffield’s  should  be  eliminated  at  once. 
From  Sheffield’s  up  North  Main  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue  to 
the  North  Attleboro  line  it  is  noticeable  that  the  traveled  way  is  too  narrow 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  if  the  grading,  particularly  in  the  cuts,  could  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  coming  year,  1924  would  perhaps  see  us  able  to  com- 
plete the  widening. 

The  blanket  road  on  Thaeher  Street,  from  South  Avenue,  should  be 
replaced  with  a heavy  stone  road  and  West  Street,  from  the  Braid  Mill  to 
Newport  Avenue,  is  going  to  demand  attention  in  the  coming  season. 
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As  quickJy  as  a g;rade  line  is  established  through  South  Attleboro  village 
for  Newport  Avenue  the  work  of  improving  the  existing  conditions  in  this 
locality  should  be  commenced.  On  Newport  Avenue,  from  Highland 
Avenue  to  the  State  Line,  a grade  line  should  be  projected  and  estal)hshed 
and  the  construction  of  the  grade  and  culverts  started  immediately.  The 
present  condition  of  this  stretch  of  road  is  nothing  to  be  proud  of  and  a 
real  first-class  job  is  a sound  answer  for  its  improvement. 

Highland  Avenue  which  is  a main  thoroughfare  to  the  lilackstone 
Valley  Road  from  Washington  Street  should  be  permanently  improved  to 
adequately  support  the  traffic  using  it. 

An  easier  grade  line  than  the  123^ % on  the  Pond  Street  hill,  leading  to 
St.  Jean  Plat  from  Leedham  Street,  should  be  established  and  a start  made 
to  improve  this  condition. 

Bacon  Street,  as  already  accepted,  should  be  improved  and  the  pre- 
liminary work  of  putting  it  in  shape  for  service  between  Allen  Street  and 
Washington  Street  should  be  started. 

Oak  Hill  Avenue,  between  Handy  Street  and  Seekonk,  outside  of  the 
one-half  mile  constructed  this  year,  is  in  deplorable  condition  and  because 
it  skirts  the  town  on  the  extreme  outside  is  not  used  much  by  Attleboro 
folk.  It  is,  however,  a through  line  from  Pawtucket  to  Taunton  and  lying 
Avithin  our  limits  demands  attention.  It  will  take  considerable  money 
to  properly  repair  this  extensive  stretch  and  I feel  that  sturdy  efforts 
should  be  made  to  obtain  assistance  on  the  wmrk  from  the  county  and  state. 

BRIDGES. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1921  report  the  bridge  problems  which  face  us 
here  in  Attleboro  are  serious  owing  to  the  local  conditions  and  the  very 
heavy  loads  which  modern  trucking  compels  us  to  handle.  Three  hazard- 
ous structures  have  been  replaced  during  1922,  namely:  Bank  Street  over 
Bungay  river;  Water  Street  over  the  Ten  Mile  River;  and  the  concrete 
crossing  over  Thacher  Brook  at  Emory  vStreet.  In  these  three  cases  not 
any  of  the  old  structures  could  be  considered  safe  for  our  own  fire  apparatus 
and  of  course  w'ould  not  handle  a steam  roller  or  heavy  truck;  therefore  it 
was  with  pleasure  that  this  department  undertook  the  work  of  replacing 
them  with  sturdy,  durable  structures  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  tv/o 
river  crossings  should  be  completed  and  open  early  in  1923.  The  need 
for  replacing  several  of  our  outside  bridges  is  immediate  and  I believe  the 
worst  condition  that  faces  us  is  the  creek  crossing  on  Wilmarth  Street.  It 
is  also  fair  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  need  of  placing  concrete  slabs  over 
Thacher  Brook  at  all  of  the  street  intersections. 


SIDEWALKS  AND  ROADS 

The  public  demand  for  better  sidewalks  to  insure  the  safety  of  our 
pedestrians  is  to  my  mind  a very  just  one  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
plans  for  improving  same  should  be  connected  and  distributed  over  a 
period  of  years.  The  first  step  toward  this  improvement  in  the  center, 
to  my  mind,  would  be  to  have  all  of  the  wires  of  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions and  fire-alarm  placed  underground  in  properly  constructed  duct 
lines;  and  dead  or  undesirable  trees  should  be  removed  from  the  walks  so 
that  a maximum  benefit  will  be  obtained  from  the  improvement. 

As  much  work  as  possible  should  be  done  on  widening  and  surfacing 
our  outside  roads  because,  with  the  advent  of  reasonably  priced  automo- 
biles, they  ceased  to  be  in  the  unused  class  and  some  of  them  are  at  this 
time  supporting  very  considerable  traffic.  Main  road  improvement 
should  be  carried  forward  to  completion. 
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WATER 

The  Water  department,  it  must  be  remembered,  because  of  its  age  and 
growth,  demands  more  constant  and  close  attention  each  succeeding  year. 
The  statistics  accompanying  this  report,  showing  the  extensions,  the  ser- 
vices installed,  the  meters  changed  and  the  complaints  answered  and  re- 
paired, as  well  as  current  main  line  repairs,  such  as  blown  joints,  replacing 
broken  hydrants,  etc.,  will  bear  out  this  assertion  and  prove  conclusively 
the  need  for  a close  follow-up  system  herein.  A start  has  been  made  in 
this  direction  and  has  developed  more  rapidly  in  each  succeeding  quarter 
of  this  past  year.  Printed  statistics  from  previous  reports  convince  the 
writer  of  the  need  of  a Pitometer  survey  and  details  for  the  same  were 
obtained  in  January  1922,  and  submitted  for  consideration.  Since  that 
time  a consulting  engineer  employed  by  the  Mayor  and  a Council  committee 
has  confirmed  this  recommendation.  The  need  for  this  survey  is  immedi- 
ate. 

The  laying  out  of  future  water  developments  necessary  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  city  sliould  be  started  at  once  so  that  some  of  the  work  could 
be  taken  care  of  year  by  year. 

Changes  in  the  pumping  facilities  at  the  pumping  station  have  been  up 
for  consideration  but  no  definite  action  has  been  taken  and  I believe  that 
the  sooner  this  matter  is  brought  to  a head  and  a decision  arrived  at,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 

The  replacement  of  any  mains  less  than  G"  in  diameter  should  be 
started  immediately  and  in  several  places  the  dead  ends  should  be  coupled 
up  into  gridirons  so  that  a maximum  benefit  may  be  obtained  for  the  users 
thereon  and  for  all  of  the  citizens  by  increasing  the  city’s  rating  on  the  in- 
surance examination. 

SEWERS 

In  the  Sewer  division,  a right-of-way  was  sold  across  the  filter  bed 
grounds  to  the  New  England  Power  Co.  The  scrub  timber  on  the  south- 
erly end  of  the  beds  was  cut  off  to  allow  a free  sweep  of  drjdng  winds  over 
the  beds  and  this  action  was  very  emphatically  approved  by  the  state  in- 
spector. 

The  new  hose,  as  recommended  last  year,  was  purchased  because  of 
necessity  in  having  it  to  flush  properly  the  dead  ends,  and  I must  again 
state  the  need  for  repairing  a leaky  roof  in  the  filter  bed  shed,  painting  the 
structure,  and  installing  a new  weir  for  flow  measurement. 

Undoubtedly  the  extension  of  the  sewer  to  Farmer’s  village,  as  request- 
ed by  the  people  in  that  vicinity  would  be  only  fair  and  just,  and  1 recom- 
mend its  construction  as  soon  as  possible. 

DRAINS 

A continuation  of  the  surface  water  drainage  plans  should  be  projected 
and  1 believe  a project  in  conjunction  with  the  state  at  the  intersection 
of  Highland  Avenue  and  Washington  Street  should  be  settled  upon  and 
construction  started.  Also  the  drain  laid  on  Hodges  Street,  from  the 
river  to  Mechanic  Street  in  1921  be  extended  up  Hodges  Street  as  far  as 
John  Street;  and  that  the  area  around  Peck  Street,  Hope  Street,  and  Peck 
Avenue,  and  Leroy  Street,  be  properly  and  finally  taken  care  of.  I think 
this  last  proposition  can  be  done  in  conjunction  with  a study  for  changing 
the  grade  line  of  Bank  Street  between  the  Gee  Whiz  tracks  and  the  new 
bridge,  and  a permanent  benefit  obtained  by  all  concerned. 

Without  question,  the  drains  which  we  have  under  construction  at 
present  will  be  finished  in  the  coming  year  and  extensions  to  same  will  be 
considered. 
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A.  B.  C.  STREET  RAILWAY 

The  A.  B.  C.  railway,  in  my  opinion,  based  upon  its  financial  statement 
since  the  city  acquired  it  and  with  due  knowledg^e  of  the  condition  of  road- 
bed, overhead  and  rolling  stock,  is  a problem  which  should  be  settled  by  a 
representative  committee  of  all  of  the  parties  interested,  headed  by  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor.  If  the  road  is  to  remain  as  a going  proposition,  its 
exact  status  should  be  broadcasted  and  a definite  policy  satisfactory  to 
those  concerned  should  be  laid  out  to  cover  a minimum  period  of  five  years. 
If  the  alternative  of  gas  driven  vehi<?les  privately  owned  is  decided  upon 
as  the  best  means  to  give  service  to  the  people  now  served  by  the  A.  B.  C. 
line,  the  quicker  the  decision  is  made  the  better  it  Avill  be  for  all  concerned. 
With  the  problem  as  it  now  is,  the  actual  operating,  controlled  by  a private 
corporation  and  a controversy  with  the  abuttors  in  process,  I believe  that 
a definite  decisive  policy  could  be  arrived  at  in  a comparatively  short 
time  and  I await  the  pleasure  of  His  Honor,  the  IMayor,  to  adopt  any 
changes  which  may  be  recommended  and  approved. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE 

Because  of  the  varied  tasks  and  the  enlarged  field  of  the  employees  in 
this  department,  our  normal  office  force  has  been  exceedingly  busy  hand- 
ling the  increased  details  which  go  with  our  expansion.  It  was  found 
necessary  during  December  to  add  the  services  of  an  additional  clerk,  a 
Mrs.  Rhodes,  to  assist  in  getting  out  the  water  bills.  Outside  of  this, 
however,  the  efforts  of  our  regular  girls  have  been  highly  satisfactory  in 
ably  handling  the  work  as  it  arose.  To  realize  the  breadth  of  their  efforts 
a little  study  of  the  extent  of  our  endeavors  will  enlighten  any  observer. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

The  city  engineer,  aided  by  two  assistants  for  the  full  year  and  by  three 
assistants  for  the  first  quarter,  has  had  ample  work  to  perform  in  keeping 
abreast  of  the  department  needs.  Mr.  Westcott,  a private  engineer,  has 
been  working  in  conjunction  with  and  under  the  direction  of  this  division 
in  starting  a city  survey  in  the  south  end  of  the  city.  At  different  times 
when  needed,  laborers  have  been  withdrawn  from  other  divisions  to  assist 
whenever  possible  in  the  tasks  where  they  were  needed.  In  speaking  of 
engineering  work  in  this  department,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  varied 
tasks  which  arise  from  the  different  divisions  for  engineering  service. 
The  duties  covered  include  street  surveys,  drain  surveys,  study,  estimate 
and  design;  water  extensions,  layouts  and  estimates;  establishing  line  and 
grades  for  curbing;  designing  and  establishing  lines  and  grades  for 
highways;  making  a comprehensive  study  to  properly  start  a cor- 
rect city  plan;  studying,  projecting,  locating,  designing  and  inspecting, 
new  bridges,  and  any  maintenance  jobs  in  the  field  which  are  bound  to 
arise  from  time  to  time.  Besides  this,  plans  are  supplied  upon  request  to 
the  Mayor  or  Council,  compilation  as  rapidly  as  possible  of  plat  records 
of  field  surveys,  corrections  wherever  possible  of  old  records,  ^aid  upon 
request  the  pianning  board  and  the  assessors  and,  as  occasion  "demands, 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  State  engineers  and  private  surveyors  lo- 
cated in  our  cfty.  It  will  be  well  for  interested  parties  to  study  the  tabular 
form  accompanying  this  report,  covering  an  outline  of  the  activities  of 
this  division. 

Mr.  Westcott,  of  North  Attleboro,  was  selected  for  the  survey  work  in 
the  south  part  of  the  city  because  of  his  wide  experience  in  laying  out  the 
original  plats  in  that  section,  and  a close  acquaintance  and  general  knowl- 
edge gathered  from  a long  business  career  with  the  people  and  happenings 
in  the  south  part  of  our  city.  In  this  sort  of  work  his  special  experience 
makes  him  a very  valuable  man  for  the  job.  He  has  turned  over  to  this 
office  an  outline  of  his  work  and  a draft  of  the  ground  covered,  which  will 
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be  worked  up  and  added  to  from  time  to  time.  Persons  interested  can 
obtain  further  details  by  applying  to  the  office  of  the  city  engineer  between 
the  hours  of  8:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.,  except  Saturdays,  when  the  office 
is  closed,  unless  for  some  special  reason,  at  12  M. 

1921  ROADS. 

The  1921  balance  which  was  carried  over  for  the  year  was  expended  as 
listed  in  the  itemized  account.  The  final  payments  due  the  Simpson  Bros. 
Contracting  Company  v/ere  settled  up  and  a piece  of  South  Avenue  be- 
tween Tiffany  and  West  Streets  was  penetrated  and  the  shoulders  of  the 
south  line  job  dressed  down  and  oiled.  On  West  Street  the  road 
was  widened  along  by  Orr’s  Pond  as  you  turn  by  the  ice-house,  in  order 
that  it  should  be  safe  for  the  use  of  pedestrians.  Without  question  this 
was  a decided  improvement  and  it  took  a very  considerable  amount  of  time 
and  material;  yet,  with  the  high-speed  motor  traffic  and  the  ear  line  opera- 
ting on  one  side,  1 am  sure  the  citizens  will  appreciate  the  pains  taken  for 
the  safety  of  the  pedestrian  along  this  route. 

EMORY  STREET  DRAIN. 

After  considerable  debate,  a drain  was  authorized  on  Emory  Street, 
the  work  started  and  carried  from  Thacher  Brook  to  Sturdy  Street,  al- 
though the  Council  vote  and  Mayor’s  signature  were  received  at  this 
office,  Jidy  24,  1922,  it  w^as  late  in  the  year  before  the  material  could  be 
obtained  and  the  work  started. 

SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  DRAIN. 

On  the  authorized  drain  on  South  Main  Street  some  clearing,  grubbing, 
stripping  and  slight  excavation  was  done  in  order  to  keep  up  the  agreement 
with  the  Lamb  Estate,  which  was  signed  in  October  I believe. 

CAMBRIDGE  STREET  DRAIN. 

While  there  was  some  material  on  hand  to  start  work  on  the  Cam- 
bridge Street  authorized  drain,  as  shown  by  the  account,  I am  under  the 
impression  that  a release  from  Mr.  Perrj"  was  not  obtained  and  the  work 
therefore  was  not  started. 

EMERGENCY  APPROPRIATION. 

There  was  an  emergency  appropriation  voted  by  the  Council  April  4, 
1922  for  81,000  and  845.00  refund  added  to  this  account  gave  work  to 
some  of  the  help  who  were  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the  closing 
down  of  their  regular  occupations.  This  money  was  spent  in  cleaning  out 
the  Dodgeville  bank  preparatory  to  the  season’s  work,  putting  Phillips 
Street  into  far  better  condition  than  it  ever  was  before,  doing  some  work 
required  by  law  on  the  rifle  range,  filling  up  some  wash-outs  in  sidewalks 
and  highways,  and  cleaning  up  and  grading  on  the  Peek  lot.  Several 
valuable  tasks  were  completed  and  paid  for  from  these  funds  and  work 
was  given  to  a number  of  needy  people. 

BRIDGES. 

In  July  1921,  your  Superintendent  recommended  the  need  of  a new 
bridge  structure  at  Bank  Street  over  the  Bungay  river.  The  recom- 
mendation was  submitted  following  a close  inspection  of  the  structure 
then  existing  and  a serious  study  for  its  replacement.  This  recommenda- 
tion was  referred  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  an  examination  was  made 
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by  him  in  company  with  the  City  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works.  The  matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Municipal  Council  and  by 
them  to  the  committee  on  streets.  This  committee  visited  the  structure 
and  after  thoroughly  satisfying  themselves  as  to  its  need  recommended  a 
new  bridge,  recommendations,  plans,  and  estimates  for  which  sliould  be 
submitted  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  from  the  Public  Works  Department. 
The  subject  was  again  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Municipal  Council 
by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  March  1922.  The  council  committee  after 
inspecting  the  bridge  with  the  Mayor  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
ordered  it  closed.  June  3,  1922,  Mayor  Brady  requested  $3,000  for  a 
new  wooden  bridge  at  Bank  Street.  The  matter  was  debated  and  laid  on 
the  table.  On  June  20th,  the  Council  voted  that  bids  be  obtained  for  a 
new  bridge  at  Bank  Street,  and  in  July  the  Mayor  withdrew  his  recom- 
mendation for  a wooden  structure  at  Bank  Street,  acting  upon  the  advice 
of  Mr.  Dean,  Chief  Engineer,  Public  Works  Department  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  and  requested  instead  a concrete  structure  supported  by 
piles.  The  council  voted  in  favor  of  this  improvement,  and  again  requested 
that  bids  be  received.  The  engineering  department,  under  the  direction  of 
your  Superintendent,  took  the  plans  which  they  had  already  shown  to  the 
Municipal  Council  and  went  into  further  detail  in  the  study  for  a founda- 
tion. The  plans,  as  finally  laid  out,  were  examined  by  Charles  R.  Gow,  a 
consulting  expert  on  soft  foundations,  and  with  slight  modifications  were 
approved.  The  work  was  advertised  and  wash  borings  taken  by  the 
Artesian  Well  and  Supply  Company,  Providence,  R.  I.  Seven  contractors 
submitted  figures  and  the  bids  were  opened  on  August  24th.  Upon  Aug- 
ust 28th,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Engineering  Service  & Con- 
struction Company,  of  Boston.  Work  was  started  August  31st,  and  pile 
driving  for  the  foundations  was  completed  on  October  18th.  The  con- 
tractors finished  pouring  concrete  on  December  11th,  and  since  that  time 
the  city  forces  have,  as  favorable  opportunities  presented  themselves, 
started  the  heavy  fill  which  is  needed  before  the  street  can  be  opened. 

In  1921  this  department  after  its  regular  inspection  of  bridges  marked 
the  crossing  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  at  Water  Street  for  further  study. 
When  the  initial  soundings  for  the  Bank  Street  work  had  been  completed, 
equipment  and  crew  with  sounding  rods  were  put  to  work  on  Water  Street. 
There  was  no  question  as  to  the  need  of  replacing  the  structure  which  then 
existed  (the  floor  rested  upon  log  cribs)  which  was  of  a very  flimsy  nature, 
and  was  relatively  expensive  to  maintain  in  safety  because  of  its  type  and 
age.  Designs,  plans,  and  estimates  were  drawn  up  by  our  engineering 
department,  under  the  supervision  of  your  Superintendent,  and  were  sub- 
mitted to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council,  and  they  in- 
vestigated in  person  the  conditions  in  the  field.  In  June  1922,  the  Council 
voted  that  bids  be  obtained  for  this  structure  and  it  was  decided  to  com- 
bine the  work  on  Water  Street  with  that  on  Bank  Street  in  advertising  so 
that  a lower  unit  cost  might  be  obtained.  The  Engineering  Service  & 
Construction  Company,  of  Boston,  being  low  bidders  on  the  consolidated 
structures,  were  investigated  as  to  reliability  and  competency  and  the  work 
was  awarded  to  them  on  August  28tli,  1922.  Work  commenced  there 
within  a few  weeks  and  the  concrete  pouring  was  completed  the  18th  of 
December.  Since  that  time  the  city  forces  have  been  engaged  in  complet- 
ing the  fill  behind  the  retaining  walls  and  it  is  expected  that  the  bridge  will 
be  passable  some  time  in  January  1923. 

In  passing,  will  say  that  the  Engineering  Service  and  Construction 
Company  gave  us  full  value  and  performed  their  contract  in  an  excellent 
and  expeditious  manner,  ail  things  considered.  There  is  as  yet  some  strip- 
ping and  finishing  to  be  done  on  both  structures,  proper  filling  behind  the 
abutments  to  be  completed,  the  bridge  decks  to  be  surfaced,  and  hand  rails 
to  be  set  on  top  of  the  retaining  walls.  $30,000  was  appropriated  for  this 
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work  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  will  finish  within  the  appropriation. 

The  sand  and  stone  used  on  these  jobs  was  sold  by  the  city  and  handled 
to  the  job  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  a prime  factor  in  speeding  up  progress. 
Without  question  the  combining  of  the  city  forces  with  the  contractor  re- 
duced considerably  the  total  cost  of  the  work  performed.  Comparisons 
of  our  unit  prices  with  those  of  other  structures  awarded  in  our  vicinity 
at  the  same  time  as  these  are  thoroughly  convincing  upon  this  point.  It 
has  been  the  ambition  of  all  the  forces  connected  with  this  work  to  do  the 
job  so  well  that  all  of  our  intelligent  ])eople  will  feel  satisfied  that  they 
have  obtained  face  value  for  the  money  expended.  The  work  was  carried 
on  night  and  day,  Sundays  and  holidays,  in  order  that  expense  might  be 
saved  the  city  by  pouring  concrete  after  the  winter  had  definitely  settled 
down  upon  us.  An  itemized  statement  of  the  expenditures  involved  on 
these  two  bridges  to  date  accompanies  this  report. 

MECHANIC  STREET  BRIDGES. 

Approximately  S3, 150  was  carried  over  into  1922  to  complete  tlie  struc- 
tures at  Mechanic  Street.  Before  work  was  begun  in  1922  exceeding!:/ 
heavy  rains  allowed  a concentration  of  water  on  the  extensive  slopes  which 
drain  towards  Mechanic  Street,  and  with  the  velocity  obtained  from  such 
slopes  washed  out  part  of  our  fill  each  side  of  the  canal  bridge.  It  was  an 
especially  accurate  illustration  of  the  direct  need  for  the  extension  of  sur- 
face water  drainage  as  designed  for  this  vicinity.  By  consolidating  the 
cleaning  of  catch  basins  and  our  road  scraping  adjacent  to  the  wash-outs 
we  were  able  to  absorb  the  charges  for  repairs  in  our  maintenance  account 
completely  except  for  about  sixty  ($60j  dollars. 

An  ins])ection  of  our  yards  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  allowed  the 
department  to  use  about  four  hundred  fifty  feet  of  curbing  which  had  been 
unused  for  some  years.  Wliile  it  is  true  that  some  of  this  was  second- 
hand, the  results  obtained  with  it  are  very  satisfactory  and  the  cost  of 
this  curl)  in  place  very  reasonable.  Other  cut  stone  which  was  at 
the  yard  was  utilized  to  extend  back  on  the  return  retaining  walls 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  canal  bridge,  and  in  my  opinion  will  work  out 
to  good  advantage.  The  fencing  of  about  six  hundred  feet  wooden  Uvo- 
rail  fence  liad  two  coats  of  white  paint  applied  and  sets  off  the  work  in 
fine  shape  and  rei)laces  an  old  rotten  fence  which  was  really  unsafe.  About 
one  hundred  twenty  feet  of  iron  pipe  railing  fence  was  placed  atop  a con- 
crete return  wall  on  both  bridges  by  Pope  and  Read,  under  contract,  and 
painted  by  the  city  men. 

A penetration  pavement  was  placed  between  the  l)ridges  and  from  the 
canal  bridge  westerly  past  Third  Street  so  as  to  include  the  return  into 
Third  Street.  Round  corners  were  set  at  Third  Street  and  the  i)avement 
limited  by  cobble  gutter — total  gutter  laid  was  about  one  hundred  sixty 
square  yards  and  the  total  pavement  about  one  thousand  fifty  square  yards. 
,The  stone  used  was  a product  of  our  own  men  and  equipment  and  the  as- 
phalt for  the  penetration  was  salvaged  from  1920  refined  asphalt  stored 
in  the  yard,  while  the  seal  coat  was  paid  for  from  the  bridge  funds  and  ap- 
plied by  motor  truck.  An  additional  catch  basin  was  added  to  the  drain 
already  built,  and  it  seems  to  me  the  work  of  the  bridge  projects  can  be 
considered  quite  complete  and  what  is  more  satisfactory  inside  of  the 
limit  set  by  hinds  available. 

GENERAL  BRIDGE  ACCOUNT. 

The  triple  planked  wooden  decking  across  Thacher  Brook  at  Emory 
Street  has  been  a source  of  constant  trouble  to  this  department  because 
of  the  fact  that  heavy  trucks  were  either  going  over  it,  or  owing  to  its  lack 
of  strength,  compelled  to  detour.  Something  had  to  be  done  and  the  top 
was  ripped  up  and  the  job  of  pointing  up  the  old  stone  wall  and  setting  a 
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24"  outlet  for  a contemplated  surface  water  drain  and  the  placinf^  of  a 
heavy  concrete  slab  within  the  street  lines  of  Emory  Street  over  the  brook 
was  given  to  Olof  Pearson  working  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this 
department  and  the  city  engineer.  For  a relatively  small  sum  a real  g(K)d 
job  was  obtained.  Since  it  has  been  opened  all  vehicles  use  it,  including 
the  steam  roller. 


RESURFACING. 

$4,000.  was  appropriated  for  this  account  and  $10,000.  was  transferred 
from  1921  balance,  making  $14,000.  allowed  for  this  account  not  including 
the  extra  $400.  aj)propriated  for  resurfacing  part  of  Alechanic  St.  between 
North  Main  and  Hodges  Sts. 

Bank  Street  was  gullied  and  in  bad  shape  on  the  hill.  All  surface  it 
was  pos.sible  to  save  was  saved,  while  the  gutters  were  brought  u})  and  the 
road  extended  to  them.  This  work  was  carried  on  bearing  in  mind  the 
probability  of  a heavy  increase  in  traffic  after  the  new  bridge  was  open. 

At  Brown  Street  there  has  been  complaint  for  many  years  of  two  bad 
mud-holes,  particularly  in  the  Spring  of  the  year.  One  of  these  is  located 
just  North  of  Robinson  Ave.  while  the  other  is  between  Adamsdale  Road 
and  Allen  Ave.  The  clay  base  was  taken  out  from  these  places  and  put 
over  on  Newport  Ave.  A stone  fill  was  then  made  and  a gravel  dressing 
placed  upon  it.  I do  not  anticipate  any  further  trouble  at  these  localities. 

Carpenter  Street  in  the  block  between  South  Main  and  Union  Sts.  was 
in  a deplorable  condition.  It  was  scarified  and  a No.  2 stone  top  put  in, 
surfaced,  waterbound  and  blanketed  with  a bituminous  top.  Tlie  corners 
were  reinforced  with  a bituminous  binder  and  I expect  to  get  more  service 
out  of  this  piece  of  road  subjected  to  hard  usage  from  light  traffic. 

During  the  winter,  some  of  the  City  forces  were  engaged  in  gravelling 
Clifton  St.  in  places  where  there  had  been  complaint  and  in  the  spring  they 
worked  on  mud-holes  on  West  Street  between  Clifton  St.  and  the  Ceme- 
tery. Later  on  there  was  further  Avork  done  on  West  St.  near  Uhlig’s  Hill. 
The  road  was  in  excellent  condition  going  into  winter. 

The  citizens  of  George  St.  between  Park  and  Dunham  Sts.,  seem  very  well 
satisfied  with  a light  No.  2 stone  penetration,  sealed,  which  was  placed  on 
coarse  gravel  laid  on  a sand  cushion  OA^er  the  clay  base  AA^iich  Avas  uncovered. 

In  South  Attleboro,  Newport  Aa^o.,  received  some  attention  between 
Orr’s  Corner  and  OldtOAAui  and  Avas  brought  to  fair  shape.  This  road  also 
receiATd  some  attention  doAvn  in  the  holloAv  before  climbing  the  sand-hill 
to  the  race-track.  It  is  without  doubt  a desirable  ambition  to  properly 
construct  and  maintain  this  road  in  its  entirety  through  the  City. 

Robinson  Ave.  between  BroAAUi  St.  and  Highland  Ave.  Avas  gravelled 
and  put  in  first-class  shape,  the  top  oiled,  and  later  a bituminous  blanket 
placed  on  it.  The  same  treatment  was  applied  to  a piece  of  Highland  Ave. 
betAveen  Robinson  Ave.  and  Oak  St.  W ill  say  that  while  this  treatment 
for  Highland  Ave.  was  the  best  available  funds  alloAved,  there  is  no  question 
but  Avhat  this  thoroughfare  should  be  of  a heavy  and  proper  construction 
to  take  care  of  increasingly  heavier  travel  between  the  Boston  Pike  and 
the  Blackstone  Valley  main  road. 

North  Main  St.  between  John  St.  and  Dean  St.  AV'as  found  to  be  ravell- 
ing and  opening  up  so  that  water  was  affecting  it,  a seal  coat  with  a dust 
cover  was  squeegeed  over  it  and  will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  advantage 
in  preserving  it. 

Olive  St.  over-pass  on  both  slopes  has  been  in  bad  shape  according  to 
reports  for  many  years.  The  opportunity  presented  itself  to  do  a good  job 
at  a reasonable  figure.  The  citizens  using  it  have  been  kind  enough  to 
<^xpress  satisfaction  at  the  result. 
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Thacher  St.  between  the  railroad  and  So.  Main  St.  was  brought  into 
excellent  condition  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  The  hill  approaching 
the  railroad  was  in  particularly  bad  shape.  It  is  not  an  easy  approach  to 
work,  but,  for  the  money  expended,  I feel  that  the  forces  employed  have 
obtained  a commendable  result. 

After  finishing  Uhlig’s  Hill  off  with  some  of  the  material  excavated 
from  South  Ave.,  it  was  decided  to  help  out  Tiffany  St.  on  both  sides  of 
South  Avenue  and  thereby  silence  the  complaints  from  the  R.  F.  D.  carrier. 
The  work  has  been  finished  some  considerable  time  and  1 feel  that  as  these 
complaints  have  ceased  it  is  probably  satisfactory  to  all  who  use  it. 

There  are  innumerable  other  streets  here  in  the  City  which  have  been 
treated  as  favorably  as  the  needs  demanded  and  the  funds  permitted. 
Accompanying  this  report  is  a list  of  the  same. 

STREET  CLEANING. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  what  the  spring  and  fall  scraping  when  properly 
I)erformed  is  a great  aid  in  maintaining  the  outside  gravelled  roads.  This 
work,  however,  is  a job  for  a tractor  and  while  the  horses  did  as  well  as 
could  be  expected  in  the  current  year,  1 have  every  hope  that  we  will  have 
a tractor  in  years  to  come.  Gutter  cleaning  is  a job  that  could  be  done 
monthly  to  good  advantage  if  the  funds  were  available.  However,  to 
clean  gutters  by  hand  is  expensive  and  I believe  that  if  the  residents  would 
co-operate  that  a more  lasting  benefit  would  be  obtained  in  the  spring  and 
fall  cleaning.  Flis  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  iMunicipal  Council  co- 
operated in  the  Clean-Up  Week  by  supplying  the  funds  which  were  ex- 
pended by  this  Department  in  handling  the  rubbish  and  material  to  be 
carried  away  and  in  levelling  and  cleaning  up  dumps  adjacent  to  the 
center  of  the  City.  It  is  only  fair  to  remark  that  numerous  citizens  have 
aided  the  department  in  keeping  the  gutters  cleared  by  having  the  curb 
cut  and  abolishing  the  boards  which  they  had  been  using  to  ease  the  ap- 
proaches to  their  garages. 

STREET  SWEEPING. 

Two  regular  street  sweepers  have  been  employed  for  the  year  and  are 
aided  as  the  need  arises  by  other  personnel  from  the  Highway  Division. 
With  the  extension  of  hard  surfaced  roads,  the  use  of  a motor  driven  pick- 
up sweeper  will  be  worth  considering. 

STREET  PATCHING. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council  seemed  to  realize 
full  well  the  problem  that  has  faced  them  in  patching  up  our  highways  as 
they  are  disintegrated  by  an  ever  increasing  stream  of  motor  vehicles.  A 
patrol  truck  was  purchased  and  has  certainly  performed  royally  by  giving 
constant  attention  to  our  black-top  highways.  At  other  times  this  truck 
has  been  used  on  gravel  patching  on  the  outside  untreated  highways. 
Our  personnel  can  be  compared  very  favorably  for  skill  in  patching  with 
those  of  any  of  the  surrounding  communities.  They  are  entitled  to  con- 
siderable credit  for  the  interest  they  take  in  doing  good  work. 

SIDEWA  LKS— MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIRS. 

The  maintenance  of  sidewalks  has  been  handled  b^^  the  Highway  forces 
at  such  favorable  times  as  were  possible.  There  is  no  question,  however, 
in  my  mind  but  what  a progressive  bonded  program  for  permanently  im- 
proving our  sidewalks  would  be  the  proper  thing  to  handle  efficiently  the 
problem  of  giving  comfort  to  the  pedestrian.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
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development  of  such  a scheme  can  be  brought  forward  in  the  very  near 
future  and  a program  started  for  a first  class  granolithic  walk,  retained  by 
curbing,  to  supplant  the  old  tar  concrete  and  eroded  gravel  walks  which 
are  so  plentiful  in  the  City  at  the  present  time. 

SNOW  AND  ICE. 

With  the  means  at  our  command,  the  best  results  possible  were  obtained 
in  keeping  the  walks  and  the  business  section  of  the  city  clean  of  snow  and 
ice  for  the  winter  of  1921-1922.  It  seems  that  about  all  of  the  snow  for 
the  season  came  in  the  early  months  of  1922.  It  was  also  true  that  the 
1922-1923  winter  settled  down  earlier  and  more  severely  than  usual  and  as 
a result  the  money  expended  for  snow  and  ice  removal  has  been  in  excess 
of  the  appropriation  as  estimated.  Of  course,  it  is  understood  that  a 
snowstorm  is  an  act  of  the  Lord  and  nobody  can  foresee  the  exact  size  of 
the  problem  of  its  removal. 

MACHINERY  AND  TOOLS. 

Another  Conant  Loader,  some  new  tar  kettles,  and  other  implements 
of  proven  quality  have  been  purchased  under  the  Machinery  and  Tools 
account.  While  this  account  in  some  cases  took  the  major  portion  of  the 
expense,  part  of  the  charges  have  been  written  up  against  some  of  our 
bonded  accounts,  which  I feel  is  a fair  way  of  making  these  accounts  pay 
for  the  benefits  derived  from  the  implements  charged.  As  soon  as  funds 
are  available  for  the  consolidation  at  Forest  St.,  I am  sure  the  proper  plan 
to  handle  any  machines  or  equipment  the  Department  purchases  will  be 
brought  to  a head  and  I firmly  believe  this  should  be  done  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible. 


CRUSHERS. 

All  of  the  stone  for  our  patching,  for  the  two  South  Main  St.  jobs,  and 
for  part  of  South  Avenue,  as  well  as  stone  for  Carpenter  St.,  Olive  St., 
Hill,  George  St.,  and  such  other  streets  as  used  stone,  except  South  Avenue 
was  passed  thru  our  crushers  during  the  past  year.  Our  costs  have  been 
rnaintained  at  as  low  an  ebb  as  possible  in  keeping  with  the  age  and  con- 
dition of  the  crushing  plant  which  we  have  to  work  with.  I might  add 
incidentally  that  the  prime  factor  in  keeping  this  cost  down  was  the  co- 
operation from  the  men  in  studying  ways  and  means  to  fetch  loads  of  stone 
on  their  return  from  trips  to  the  different  parts  of  the  City,  giving  them  a 
full  load  both  ways  and  reducing  considerably  the  initial  cost  of  the  stone 
to  be  crushed.  We  should  have  a new  modern  stone-crushing  plant  in 
this  City  with  a proper  set  of  truck  scales  adjacent  thereto. 

STEAM  ROLLERS. 

When  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  chance  of  obtaining  a new  roller, 
the  recommendations  of  the  boiler  inspector  for  retubing  both  of  our  old 
jobs  were  carried  out  and  several  new  parts  for  our  maintenance  roller  were 
purchased  and  set.  Outside  of  the  retubing  and  tightening  up  of  some 
stud  bolts,  our  own  steam-rollerman  did  the  mechanical  work  as  well  as 
the  rolling.  He  has  also  been  used  to  great  advantage  in  handling  some  of 
our  gasoline  engine  equipment  and  his  spirit  in  helping  out  was  worthy 
of  commendation. 


AUTOMOBILES. 

The  two  Mack  trucks  purchased  last  year  have  continued  to  give  a 
very  worthy  account  of  themselves,  both  in  the  service  rendered  and  in 
the  availability  to  handle  situations  under  pressure  in  emergency.  The 
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International  truck  hoiiglit  for  patching?  was  broken  in  smoothly  and  lias 
performed  very  satisfactorily.  The  current  running-  expense  of  tliese 
machines  is  charged  against  the  work  to  which  they  are  assigned  and  the 
maintenance  item  listed  in  this  report  includes  only  direct  maintenance 
charges.  The  recommendation  for  another  Bull-dog  jMack  is  of  especial 
interest  to  the  Superintendent  at  tins  time  and  particularly  where  it  is 
figured  as  a year  around  truck. 


DUST  LAYER  AND  TAR. 

Beyond  question,  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  has  furnished  dust  layer  and 
binder  to  the  City  this  year  at  a price  applied  which  has  been  more  than 
reasonable.  The  service  of  this  Company  has  been  Grade  “A”  and  I am 
sure  that  when  the  expense  is  considered  for  the  amount  of  work  done,  the 
co-ordination  of  the  City  forces  with  those  of  the  Company  will  receive 
worthy  consideration. 

The  Tar  Products  Co.  of  Pi'ovidence  and  the  Barrett  Co.  of  Everett 
have  contributed  to  the  tar  side  of  our  gravel  road  treatment  and  while 
the  Barrett  Co.  has  a ])rice  a little  higher  than  the  Tar  Products  Co.  to  this 
City,  owing  to  its  location,  1 feel  sure  that  the  quality  of  material  and 
service  has  made  any  work  they  have  done  for  us  an  investment  to  the 
City.  In  the  early  season  the  Tar  Products  Co.  did  all  in  their  power  to 
give  us  a flying  start,  but  as  the  season  waxed  older  they  did  not.  in  my 
opinion,  maintain  the  initial  pace.  The  benefits  of  asphaltic  oil  treat- 
ments on  our  side  streets  will  begin  to  show  up  in  another  year  and  the 
satisfaction  as  expressed  by  several  of  our  citizens  in  having  this  sort  of 
oil,  wliich  adds  something  permanently  to  the  road,  convinces  the  writer 
that  our  citizens  are  interested  and  observant  of  any  work  done  upon  the 
highways. 

LIGHTING. 

The  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Company  has  given  its  usual  good 
service  to  the  City  during  the  past  year  and  have  always  been  ready  to 
oblige  this  Department  upon  request.  There  is  some  agitation  for  a differ- 
ent layout  of  lights,  but  1 believe  that  before  the  present  system  is  changed 
it  would  be  a splendid  thing  to  have  a fair  sized  general  committee  of 
trained  observers  study  the  needs  of  the  Community  and  recommend  the 
clianges  as  desired. 


TEN  MILE  RIVER. 

The  Ten  Mile  River  should  be  maintained  in  a manner  better  than  we 
have  been  able  to  maintain  it  heretofore.  This  applies  also  to  Thacher 
Brook,  and  I am  convinced  that  a definite  plan  coidd  be  worked,  if  the 
funds  were  to  be  made  available,  to  annually  improve  the  conditions  in 
these  streams  as  they  exist  at  present  and  as  they  have  existed  in  years 
past. 


WATER  DIVISION. 

The  Trident  meters  manufactured  by  the  Neptune  (\)inpany,  which 
our  meter  inspector  found  to  be  most  favorable  of  the  types  used,  were 
found  to  give  very  satisfactory  service.  We  purchased  forty-five  new 
meters  and  one  I ]//  and  one  2"  Trident  Compounds.  The  services  con- 
structed this  year  were  considerably  in  excess  of  those  laid  last  year  and 
it  was  noticeable  that  the  unit  price  obtained  on  the  1"  and  134"  was  con- 
siderably lower.  The  2",  however,  was  quite  an  expensive  installation  and 
was  governed  by  the  local  conditions  which  were  met.  The  efforts  of  the 
personnel  engaged  in  this  work  were  of  the  best  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
charges  for  the  work  are  very  reasonable.

Main  line  extensions  were  laid  in  Allen  Avenue,  Irving  Av^enue,  Locust 
Street,  Hawthorn  Street,  and  Washington  Street.  Tlie  applications  were 
received  after  the  year  was  well  under  way  and  as  a result  there  was  a delay 
in  obtaining  materials  to  perform  the  work  with.  The  best  efforts  of  the 
Division,  however,  were  rewarded  with  very  reasonable  costs  and  the  citi- 
zens of  our  city  should  realize  the  continued  efforts  of  this  Division  to  keep 
their  cost  figures  at  the  lowest  possible  ebb.  Lbiquestionably,  materials 
for  main  line  work  were  on  a rising  market,  which  will  continue  through 
the  next  season  and  it  will  be  advantageous  to  consolidate  all  main  line 
extensions  at  as  early  a date  as  possible  so  that  the  work  may  be  j)roperly 
performed  during  the  coming  year  before  the  frost  sets  in. 


SHOP  AND  BARN  ACCOUNT. 

The  Shop  and  Barn  account  for  this  Division  includes  coal,  light,  phone, 
running  repairs,  and  a partial  charge  of  equipment  against  a new  4"  gasoline 
driven  pump,  which  article  should  always  be  on  hand  and  in  working  con- 
dition for  the  potential  needs  of  the  Division. 

MAIN  LINE  EXTENSIONS. 

Mr.  Fuller,  of  Washington  Street,  South  Attleboro,  built  two  new  houses 
just  south  of  May  Street  and  applied  for  water  pipe  for  same.  Our  main 
line  was  extended  south  from  May  Street  on  Washington  Street  for  this 
purpose  with  the  u-sual  gates  and  hydrants  set  and  services  installed. 

On  July  5,  1922,  the  Council  voted  to  lay  water  pipe  in  Allen  Avenue  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  residents  who  had  ])etitioned  several  times. 
The  work  started  at  the  dead  end  on  Brown  Street  and  carried  along 
Brown  Street  127  feet  and  thence  through  Allen  Avenue  to  Washington 
Street  where  it  was  coupled  up  with  our  other  main,  thus  doing  away  with 
a dead  end  and  giving  good  circulation  for  the  included  area. 

A couple  of  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Wendell  boys,  and  upon  a 
petition  entered,  it  was  voted  to  extend  the  water  main  on  Locust  Street. 
This  work  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  department  requirements  and 
the  installation  made  at  a reasonable  figure.  A blow-off  was  set  and 
services  for  the  new  houses  were  installed. 

While  the  Water  Department  forces  were  engaged  in  laying  the  main 
line  on  Washington  Street,  an  owner  of  a new  house  on  Irving  Avenue 
properly  applied  and  was  granted  a water  extension  to  accommodate  a nev/ 
building.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  Washington  Street  work,  the  gang 
moved  over  there  intact,  and  in  a very  short  time  completed  this  work. 
The  digging  was  of  the  easiest  and  the  gang  was  very  well  organized  and  a 
low  unit  cost  was  obtained,  the  conditions  being  as  favorable  as  any  I have 
ever  seen. 

Very  late  in  the  season  so  that  the  work  was  forced  into  the  winter,  a 
water  main  extension  was  started  on  Hawthorn  Street  and  the  excavation 
here  was  of  the  toughest  kind,  including  boulders,  hard  pan,  plenty  of 
stone  some  of  which  required  blasting.  Beside  this,  inclement  weather 
and  freezing  temperature  handicapped  the  progress  of  the  work.  As  soon 
as  the  water  pipe  was  finished  and  the  service  satisfactory,  the  department 
shut  down  leaving  the  dressing  off  to  be  done  in  the  spring. 

PUMPING  STATION 

Mr.  Cook  continued  in  charge  of  the  Pumiping  Station  during  the  year 
with  the  same  personnel  which  he  previously  had.  The  filtration  was 
aided  as  much  as  possible  by  a very  thorough  cleaning  on  different  occa- 
sions of  the  bed  and  a concentration  for  forces  allowed  the  work  to  be  done 
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in  about  forty-eight  hours.  It  seems  to  me  that  with  our  present  limita- 
tions, this  is  the  best  way  to  accomplish  the  desired  objective  at  the  filter 
beds.  Considerable  trouble  was  had  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  ob- 
taining coal  at  any  sort  of  reasonable  figure.  We  purchased  about  six 
hundred  and  two  tons  of  first  grade  New  River  coal,  which  ranged  in  price 
from  .S7.35  to  $12.00  per  long  ton  on  the  cars  at  Attleboro. 

A local  steeple-jack  was  employed  to  make  some  repairs  on  the  chimney 
and,  while  the  work  was  completed  after  considerable  delay,  I am  posi- 
tive that  the  man  handling  the  job  could  have  been  improved  upon  with 
mutual  advantage  to  the  City  and  Contractor. 

The  usual  work  to  be  expected  around  the  boilers  was  carried  on  and 
new  bricking-up  was  properly  taken  care  of.  It  is  our  intention  to  ask 
for  new  tubes  for  these  boilers  for  the  coming  year. 

Besides  the  items  mentioned  that  were  taken  care  of  by  this  Division, 
a vast  amount  of  new  team  work  and  general  improvement  of  records  was 
taken  over  by  the  regular  personnel  and  handled  as  well  as  could  be  ex- 
pected. The  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  every  effort  was  made  to 
repair  and  keep  up  the  equipment.  The  time  is  now  due  for  a large  re- 
placement of  the  meters  which  we  have  working,  as  a considerable  number 
of  them  are  very  old  and  not  economical  of  use  for  the  City.  No  new 
automobiles  were  purchased,  although  a Ford  car  was  recommended  to 
cover  emergencies  and  I am  sure  would  be  more  advantageous  than  the 
old  horse  we  now  use  for  hydrant  and  sewer  flushing.  There  is  plenty  of 
work  to  be  done  in  the  Water  Department  before  its  operation  and  records 
are  in  a condition  which  will  satisfy  the  Superintendent.  However,  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  continuous  progress  made  since  the 
campaign  started. 

Having  studied  carefully  the  essentials  of  this  department  for  two 
seasons,  I am  convinced:  First;  That  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  can- 

not be  expected  to  improve  in  competition  with  Ford  cars  unless  a definite 
long  term  policy  for  operation  is  established  very  soon. 

Second;  That  the  Water  Division,  after  a proper  water  waste  survey, 
and  a modern  valuation,  should  be  placed  upon  a basis  to  pay  its  average 
current  expenses,  all  of  its  bonded  indebtedness,  maintain  a fund  for  re-- 
placements  and  extensions,  and  a comfortable  surplus  to  cover  emergency 
needs. 

Third;  That  there  is  without  question  a primary  need  in  the  High- 
way Division  for  more  modern  equipment  for  road  construction  and  main- 
tenance, drain  construction  and  maintenance,  and  bridge  maintenance 
and  construction;  also  the  proper  buildings  to  house  and  store  such  equip- 
ment as  we  possess  and  the  personnel  necessary  to  operate  same. 

Fourth ; The  permanent  adjustment  of  a proper  sewer  extension  plan 
with  a fair  assessment  for  the  extension  should  be  settled  as  quickly  as 
possible  and  the  handling  of  this  problem  in  South  Attleboro  definitely 
decided  upon  before  the  need  over-reaches  this  department. 

I tender  my  sincerest  thanks  to  all  of  those  who  hnve  contributed  to 
the  success  of  the  past  year  in  this  department.

In  September  1921  the  schools  had  an  enrollment  of  over  3,700  pupils 
with  an  average  attendance  for  the  month  of  September  of  3,691. 

This  marked  the  third  year  of  very  rapid  increase  in  the  school  enroll- 
ment, during  which  time  the  membershi}>  increased  700  pupils,  causing 
large  expenditures  for  new  buildings  and  teachers’  salaries.  From  Septem- 
ber 1921  to  June  1922  the  membership  steadily  decreased,  due  to  industrial 
conditions  in  the  city,  tlie  membership  for  June  being  3521,  making  a 
loss  during  the  school  year  of  171.  This  loss  has  been  partially  made  up 
this  fail,  the  membership  for  December  being  3560,  which  is  about  97  less 
than  for  December  1921. 

In  the  face  of  a loss  in  total  enrollment  in  all  the  schools,  the  High  School 
with  an  enrollment  of  616  in  Septeinl)er  shows  a gain  of  40  pupils  over  the 
enrollment  in  September  1921.  Although  this  gain  is  not  so  large  as  was 
expected,  it  is  a large  gain  and  required  the  services  of  several  additional 
teachers.  In  nine  years  the  High  School  enrollment  has  more  than 
doubled,  and  we  have  now  reached  the  capacity  of  the  building  so  far  as 
efficient  teaching  is  concerned.

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The  number  of  teachers  in  the  grades  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year. 
Three  additional  teachers  have  been  employed  at  the  High  School  due  to 
the  increase  in  membership.  The  position  of  permanent  substitute  has 
been  abolished.  Kindergarten  teachers  have  been  put  on  the  same  salary 
basis  as  first  grade  teachers.  If  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  kindergarten 
is  too  large  for  one  class,  the  teacher  has  two  classes,  one  in  the  forenoon 
and  another  in  the  afternoon.  If  only  one  class  is  necessary,  the  teacher 
is  busy  afternoons  assisting  in  other  classes  about  the  building.  This 
arrangement  has  saved  the  services  of  one  kindergarten  assistant,  and  has 
given  three  schools  extra  help  afternoons  which  they  very  much  needed. 

Resignations. 

Forty-one  teachers  resigned  their  positions  during  the  year.  Out  of  a 
total  of  133  teachers  in  the  regular  schools  31  were  new  in  September.  In 
addition  to  this  there  were  two  new  teachers  in  the  Continuation  School, 
so  that  25%  of  the  teachers  now  employed  began  their  services  in  Septem- 
ber. It  takes  time,  even  for  a teacher  of  experience  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  a new  position,  and  when  one  teacher  out  of  every  four 
is  new  to  her  work  it  can  be  imagined  how  seriously  the  education  of  the 
pupils  is  retarded.  Under  such  conditions  it  is  obviously  impossible  'to 
maintain  the  schools  at  a high  standard.

The  High  School. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  increase  in  the  enrollment  at 
the  High  School,  causing  crowded  conditions  in  several  departments. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  science  department.  It  was  necessary  to 
place  desks  in  the  physical  laboratory  and  to  use  it  for  a home  room. 
The  chemical  laboratory  is  used  for  the  classes  in  both  physics  and  chemis- 
try. There  are  two  large  divisions  in  chemistry.  There  should  be  three 
divisions  but  the  laboratory  is  in  use  six  periods  a day  now  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  accommoda  te  another  division.  Two  small  rooms  poorly  lighted 
and  ventilated,  which  were  never  intended  to  be  used  as  class  rooms,  are 
used  for  small  classes.  Any  considerable  increase  in  the  present  enroll- 
ment of  this  school  would  seriously  affect  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

I heartily  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  that  additional 
machinery  be  provided  for  the  manual  training  department  and  hope 
that  some  way  of  securing  the  desired  equipment  may  be  found. 
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Transportation. 

In  November,  1906,  the  School  Committee  fixed  the  limits  beyond 
which  pupils  were  entitled  to  receive  free  transportation  as  follows: 


Grades  I-IV % mile 

Grades  V-VIII IK  miles 


No  transportation  has  been  furnished  pupils  attending  the  High  School. 
By  an  act  passed  in  1919,  if  a pupil  lives  more  than  two  miles  away  from 
the  school  he  is  entitled  to  attend,  the  city  may  be  required  to  furnish 
transportation  for  a part  or  all  of  the  distance.  At  the  request  of  several 
parents  and  after  careful  consideration  and  investigation  regarding  the 
practice  in  other  towns  and  cities  and  consultation  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  Committee  voted  November  6,  1922  that  in  the 
case  of  pupils  attending  High  School  and  living  at  a distance  of  two  miles 
or  more  from  the  school,  and  paying  more  than  one  fare,  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation exceeding  one  fare  should  be  paid  by  the  city;  this  plan  to  take 
elTect  January  2,  1923. 

The  operation  of  this  new  plan  will  cost  the  city,  it  is  estimated,  nearly 
$1,000.  It  will  tend,  however,  to  keep  pupils  in  school  longer  and  gives  a 
more  equal  educational  opportunity  to  those  pupils  living  long  distances 
from  the  school.  Statistics  show  that  the  earning  power  of  a high  school 
graduate  during  an  ordinary  life  time  is  so  increased  by  his  high  school 
education  that  each  day  spent  in  high  school  is  worth  $25  to  him.  If  this 
is  true  the  city  will  receive  back,  indirectly,  many  fold  this  investment 
in  the  high  school  education  of  its  children. 

Washington  School. 

One  of  the  very  few  schools  below  the  High  School  that  show  a gain 
this  year  is  the  Washington  School.  This  school  was  opened  February  8, 
1909  and  had  an  enrollment  the  following  year,  1909-1910,  of  150  pupils, 
with  four  rooms  in  use.  The  growth  in  this  school  has  been  steady.  In 
1920  an  addition  of  four  rooms  doubled  the  capacity  of  the  building.  The 
enrollment  for  December,  1922,  was  272,  a gain  of  122  pupils  since  1909. 
Present  indications  are  that  this  growth  will  continue,  and  it  is  probable 
that  in  a few  years  another  new  building  will  be  needed.  If  this  new  build- 
ing could  be  so  located  as  to  take  care  of  the  upper  grades  from  both  the 
Washington  and  the  South  Attleboro  schools  it  would  be  a decided  benefit 
for  the  whole  section. 

There  is  a distinct  advantage  in  having  all  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade 
in  outlying  sections  attend  a central  school.  When,  however,  the  numbers 
get  so  large  that  transportation  is  difficult  and  expensive,  it  would  seem 
wiser  to  provide  for  the  pupils  nearer  home.  There  are  29  pupils  in  the 
seventh  grade  at  the  Washington  School  and  an  equal  number  at  the  South 
Attleboro  School.  I recommend  that  some  arrangement  be  made  for 
establishing  an  eighth  grade  at  the  Washington  School  in  September  with 
the  idea  that  possibly  some  pupils  from  the  South  Attleboro  School  may 
also  be-  accommodated. 

Penmanship. 

The  style  of  penmanship  taught  in  the  schools  is  known  as  the  Palmer 
Method.  The  course  consists  of  172  drills  which  are  usually  completed 
in  the  eighth  grade  or  in  the  High  School.  Awards  are  offered  by  the 
Palmer  Company  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a certain  number  of 
drills,  the  papers  being  sent  to  the  Palmer  Company  and  judged  by  their 
inspectors.  For  the  first  twenty-five  drills  the  award  is  a button;  for  the 
first  one  hundred  drills  the  award  is  a silver  pin;  for  one  hundred  seventy- 
two  drills  an  improvement  certificate,  a final  certificate  or  a high  school 
certificate.  For  the  school  year  1921-1922  the  following  awards  were  made 
to  Attleboro  schools:

Evening  Schools  and  Americanization. 

Evening  schools  have  been  condneted  as  usual  at  the  Tiffany  and  High 
School  l)uildings,  and  the  less  formal  classes  by  JMiss  Roberts  at  Hebron- 
ville.  Little  is  said  or  known  generally  about  the  evening  schools,  but  a 
visit  to  any  school  will  con\  ince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  value  of  the  work 
done.  At  the  Tiffany  and  High  School  buildings  emphasis  is  laid  on 
teaching  English  to  foreigners  who  cannot  read  or  write  our  language,  and 
who  need  this  knowledge  as  the  first  step  toward  citizenship.  At  Hebron- 
ville,  through  a ^'ariety  of  clubs  and  vocational  classes,  a great  work  in 
Americanization  is  being  done. 

Last  winter  a large  class  for  naturalization  was  assembled  by  Miss 
Quimby,  director  of  Americanization  and  prei)ared  for  their  naturalization 
test  by  Mr.  Sawyer  who  conducted  the  class.  Practically  all  who  attended 
regularly  passed  the  test,  and  as  a result  of  the  year’s  work  about  35  were 
admitted  to  citizenship.  This  year  there  seems  to  be  little  interest  in 
such  a class,  not  enough  registering  the  first  week  to  warrant  continuing 
the  work,  arlthough  there  are  many  people  in  Attleboro  who  are  not  citizens. 
Every  person  who  is  a citizen  should  feel  it  his  duty  to  interest  those  who 
are  not  citizens  to  attend  these  classes,  and  to  assume  the  obligations  as 
well  as  the  privileges  of  citizenship.  Much  was  accomplished  along  this 
line  last  year  by  the  Director  of  Americanization,  Miss  Quimby,  and  1 
hope  someone  to  do  this  work  may  become  a permanent  part  of  the  school 
organization. 

Use  of  School  Plant 

For  twm  or  three  years  the  school  buildings  in  various  parts  of  the  city 
have  been  used  for  neighborhood  meetings  under  the  auspices  of  the  Attle- 
boro Community  Fellowship.  These  meetings  have  brought  parents  and 
teachers  closer  together  so  that  each  became  better  accpminted  with  the 
other  and  have  quickened  the  interest  of  the  neighborhood  in  the  work  of 
schools.  The  use  of  school  buildings  by  the  community  was  further  ex- 
tended in  December,  when  in  response  to  a request  from  the  citizens  of 
South  Attleboro,  the  school  buildings  in  that  section  were  opened  for 
political  rallies.  The  school  buildings  belong  to  the  City  and  should  be 
available  for  use  when  such  use  meets  a public  need. 

The  Eighth  Grade. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  new  High  School  building  in  1914  till  Septem- 
ber 1921  all  the  eighth  grade  pupils  of  the  city  attended  the  Bank  Street 
School.  In  1921,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  pupils  it  was  necessary 
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to  open  two  eighth  grade  rooms  at  the  Bliss  School  and  this  year  it  has 
been  necessary  to  open  a third  room.  On  account  of  crowded  conditions 
and  lack  of  facilities  no  changes  have  been  made  in  the  eighth  grade  course 
of  study.  At  the  present  time  the  classes  average  about  35  to  a room. 
The  boys  from  the  Bliss  School  have  been  obliged  to  go  to  Bank  Street 
School  for  their  manual  training.  Through  the  Trustees  of  the  Richard- 
son School  Fund  benches  and  tools  have  been  purchased  so  that  the  boys 
at  the  Bliss  School  may  receive  instruction  in  their  own  school.  I hope 
very  soon  it  may  be  possible  to  make  arrangements  so  that  the  girls  in  the 
eighth  grade  may  have  some  instruction  in  cooking,  and  that  other  changes 
in  the  course  of  study  may  be  made  to  broaden  and  e.xtend  its  scope. 

The  Continuation  School. 

The  Continuation  School  was  opened  in  September  1920,  following 
the  acceptance  of  the  act  by  the  City  at  the  state  election  in  November, 
1919.  In  December,  1920  the  enrollment  was  193,  the  highest  enrollment 
for  the  year.  In  November  began  the  long  continued  business  depression 
of  which  we  are  now  approaching  the  end,  and  the  continuation  school 
attendance  dropped  slowly  to  123  in  May,  1921,  and  82  in  June.  In 
September,  1921,  the  school  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  119  which  in- 
creased to  125  in  November  and  then  steadily  declined  to  89  in  May, 
1922,  and  80  in  June.  Under  these  circumstances  it  was  decided  to  open 
the  school  with  as  few  teachers  as  possible  and  to  add  teachers  as  they  were 
needed.  With  the  improvement  of  business  this  fall,  many  l)oys  and  girls 
under  16  found  employment  in  the  shops  and  consequently  the  continua- 
tion school  enrollment  was  greatly  increased.  The  enrollment  for  Septem- 
ber was  137  and  for  December  18*8.  This  number  will  gradually  grow  less 
till  the  close  of  the  school  year,  although  according  to  business  indications 
the  decrease  will  not  be  so  rapid  as  last  year. 

The  continuation  school  is  for  employed  minors  between  the  ages  of 
fourteen  and  sixteen,  and  the  attendance  at  the  school  will  fluctuate  as 
business  is  good  or  poor.  If  the  improvement  in  business  which  began 
in  1922  continues  in  1923,  as  has  been  predicted,  plans  may  be  safely  made 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  school  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year.  I have 
faith  in  the  continuation  school  and  the  good  that  is  being  accomplished, 
and  I believe  the  money  invested  in  the  education  of  those  who  attend  will 
pay  as  large  dividends  in  character  and  citizenship  as  any  school  expendi- 
ture'. The  report  of  the  Principal  gives  further  details  of  the  work. 

Physical  Education. 

In  the  development  of  physical  training  great  progress  has  been  made 
this  year.  In  1920  systematic  instruction  in  physical  training  was  begun 
in  the  central  schools  b^^  Mr.  H.  H.  Reinhardt,  physical  director  at  the  Y. 
hi.  C.  A.  and  was  continued  two  years.  Last  year  the  work  was  extended 
to  all  schools  and  grades  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lester  H.  Purvere, 
who  also  coached  the  high  school  teams.  This  year  the  work  has  been 
divided,  Mr.  Ray  Cooney  having  charge  of  physical  instruction  in  the 
grades  and  the  track  team  at  the  High  School,  and  a teacher  at  the  High 
School  having  charge  of  the  regular  sports.  This  arrangement  has  resulted 
in  better  supervision  and  more  extended  development  of  the  grade  work 
and  has  aroused  great  interest  in  athletics  at  the  High  School. 

As  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  make  a new  program  it  is  planned  to 
arrange  for  two  periods  of  physical  training  a week  for  every  pupil  in  the 
High  School,  and  to  encourage  every  pupil  to  participate  in  at  least  one 
high  school  sport.  To  carry  this  plan  into  effect  it  may  be  necessary  to 
have  a lady  teacher  take  charge  of  the  physical  training  of  the  girls,  and 
possibly  assist  in  coaching  some  of  the  girls’  sports.  That  the  girls  need 
this  training,  there  is  no  question.  When  this  plan  can  be  carried  into  eff- 
ect the  schools  will  have  a complete  and  adequate  system  of  physical  edu- 
cation. 
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Vacation  Schools. 


The  summer  schools  at  Hebronville  and  Dodgeville  opened  July  17, 
1922  and  closed  August  25,  1922. 

The  enrollment  at  Hebronville  was  104  and  at  Dodgeville  136,  making 
a total  of  240  for  the  two  schools. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  two  schools  was  155. 

The  classes  in  handwork  and  sewing  were  much  larger  than  in  previous 
years,  but  the  playground  attendance  was  much  smaller  owing  to  the  cold, 
damp  weather.  This  brought  down  the  general  average  attendance. 

The  schools  have  not  taken  care  of  any  boys  over  eleven  years  of  age 
owing  to  lack  of  a proper  instructor.  There  are  many  boys  of  this  age 
who  would  be  glad  to  come  if  suitable  classes  were  open  to  them.  Another 
year  it  is  hoped  that  an  instructor  in  basketry  may  be  employed  who  will 
spend  half  a morning  at  each  school  with  these  boys. 

This  year  an  innovation  was  tried  in  that  Miss  Elsie  Sweeney  was  hired 
as  instructor  in  physical  exercises  and  as  a play  leader.  She  spent  half  a 
morning  at  each  school  having  three  groups,  a class  of  boys  in  organized 
play,  a class  of  younger  children  in  organized  play,  and  supervised  free 
play.  This  work  proved  highly  successful. 

It  has  been  the  plan  each  year  for  three  years  to  add  a piece  of  per- 
manent playground  apparatus.  This  year  a set  of  swings  was  installed 
at  Dodgeville.  It  would  be  a fine  thing  for  both  communities  if  playground 
apparatus  could  be  added  more  rapidly  and  one  teacher  could  be  present 
each  afternoon  to  take  charge  of  the  playground  until  5 p.  m. 

About  one  hundred  garments  were  finished  in  the  sewing  classes  of  the 
two  schools.  This  included  dresses,  nightdresses,  slips,  kimona  aprons, 
and  other  aprons  of  different  styles.  Many  of  these  children  do  not  have 
over  two  years  of  sewing  in  the  regular  schools  as  most  of  them  leave  at 
the  sixth  grade. 

About  two  hundred  articles  were  completed  in  handwork,  such  as  dolls’ 
tam-o-shanters,  swings,  and  stocking-caps,  marble  bags,  raffia  picture 
frames  and  colonial  mats.  The  value  gained  in  the  training  of  hand  and 
eye  is  merely  secondary  to  the  main  object  of  this  school,  the  influencing 
of  character  towards  sturdiness  and  refinement.  Here  the  teacher  meets 
the  child  on  a more  friendly  and  natural  plane  than  in  the  regular  school, 
therefore  here  she  has  more  opportunity  to  help  him. 

The  School  Savings  Bank. 

The  amount  deposited  in  the  School  Savings  Bank  for  the  year  is  nearly 
$735  less  than  last  year.  This  is  a fair  indication  of  business  conditions 
in  the  city.  As  a means  of  teaching  thrift  the  School  Bank  has  no  equal 
and  the  deposits  show  how  greatly  it  is  appreciated.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School.

Since  physical  education  performs  such  important  functions  in  the 
development  of  the  individual  we  should  not  restrict  its  operation  to  the 
few  who  take  part  in  the  sports,  neglecting  all  the  mass  of  students.  If 
it  is  good  for  the  few  who  are  expert,  it  is  much  lietter  for  the  many  who 
need  the  development.  Physical  education  is  an  integral  function  of  the 
school  and  should  be  so  connected  and  administered.  It  should  be  dove- 
tailed into  the  other  dominant  work  of  the  school  and  be  accepted  as  quite 
on  a par  with  intellectual  exercises.

Morale  of  Pupils. 

The  student  body  consists  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  healthy,  normal, 
and  with  a higher  average  of  intelligence  than  is  generally  found  in  cities 
of  this  tj'pe.  In  general  their  attitude  toward  their  vmrk  and  their  teach- 
ers is  good.  Intelligence  tests  given  to  the  seniors  showed  a medium  score 
well  above  the  tentative  standards  corresponding  to  the  tests. 

Opinions  often  reach  the  principal  that  the  morale  of  the  pupils  is  not 
what  it  should  be,  and  that  the  spirit  of  the  school  patriotism  which  is  so 
important  for  the  success  of  every  school  is  somewhat  lacking.  At  present 
there  is  no  convincing  evidence  that  the  pupils  are  deserving  of  this  criti- 
cism. However,  both  can  be  improved  and  the  public  can  materially 
assist  in  this  improvement  by  refusing  to  repeat  unverified  items  of  criti- 
cism. Parents  should  never  criticize  or  belittle  teachers  in  the  presence 
of  their  children.  Such  a practice  is  all  too  common  in  families  every- 
where, and  it  undermines  the  pupils’  pride  in  their  school,  and  destroys 
their  respect  for  their  teachers.  Much  good  can  be  accomplished  if  parents 
would  become  acquainted  with  the  teachers  and  cooperate  with  them  on 
a basis  of  mutual  understanding  and  united  endeavor  for  the  good  of  their 
children  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  school.  With  such  cooperation  ail 
incidents  or  practices  which  seem  to  the  parent  to  be  open  to  criticism  can 
be  candidly  discussed  and  equitably  adjusted. 

Recommendations. 

Physical  Education — A well  trained  experienced  man  to  act  as  coach 
for  the  high  school  teams  and  to  teach  physical  training  to  the  boys  of  the 
high  school.  A competent  woman  to  give  part  of  her  time  to  teaching 
and  the  remainder  of  her  time  to  physical  education  with  the  girls. 
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Mechanic  Arts — Install  a complete  four  year  pre-vocational  mechanic 
arts  course  for  the  boys.  The  equipment  for  the  woodworking  depart- 
ment should  be  completed  this  year,  another  department  next  year  and  so 
on,  until  a four  year  curriculum  can  be  offered. 

Domestic  Arts — This  recommendation  necessitates  a radical  change 
from  our  present  program.  The  city  of  Attleboro  owns  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  high  school  where  the  domestic  science  work  can  be  con- 
ducted under  identical  conditions  with  those  of  the  home.  A laundry, 
kitchen,  dining  roon,  sitting  room  and  bed  room  should  be  furnished. 
With  this  equipment  girl’s  can  be  taught  the  scientific  care  of  the  home 
from  a practical  side. 

I sincerely  believe  that  if  the  Mechanic  Arts  and  Domestic  Science 
departments  are  developed  along  these  lines  that  many  of  our  so  called 
poor  students  will  prove  to  be  our  best.  They  will  certainly  make  better 
citizens  for  Attleboro  with  this  knowledge  than  they  w’ould  if  allowed  to 
withdraw  from  school  because  they  are  not  adapted  to  such  studies  as 
languages,  mathematics  and  sciences  as  taught  to  answer  the  college 
entrance  requirements. 

School  Library — The  school  library  should  contain  at  least  2000  vol- 
umes and  at  least  one  volume  for  each  pupil  in  excess  of  500.  The  annual 
expenditure  for  books  and  magazines  should  be  at  least  twenty-five  cents 
pe'r  pupil. 

Physical  Exercises — The  session  allowed  for  regular  physical  exercises 
should  be  two  sixty-minute  periods  per  week  and  this  should  be  required 
of  every  pupil  whose  pliysical  condition  permits  of  such  work. 

Valedictory  and  Salutatory  Honors. 

This  practice  has  been  discontinued  in  many  schools  and  according 
to  the  State  Manual  for  High  Schools,  should  be  discontinued  in  all  schools. 
It  is  stated  that  a percentage  basis  of  marking  is  unfair  due  to  the  standards 
of  different  teachers,  that  students  competing  for  these  honors  will  elect 
those  subjects  in  which  they  are  likely  to  get  the  higher  marks  regardless 
of  the  value  of  the  subjects  themselves.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Continuation  Schools. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fates,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  present  for  your  consideration  my  third  annual  report  of 
the  Continuation  School. 

One  year  ago  we  had  an  attendance  of  111  pupils,  58  boys  and  53  girls. 
The  number  steadily  decreased  till  the  end  of  June  when  there  was  a mem- 
bership of  48  boys  and  46  girls.  At  this  time  it  was  decided  to  employ 
one  teacher  for  the  girls  who  would  teach  both  academic  subjects  and 
household  arts.  Miss  Simms  was  transferred  to  the  eighth  grade  and 
Miss  McCormick  to  the  high  school.  Mr.  Sawyer,  who  had  taught  the 
academic  work  to  the  boys  so  successfully  for  two  years,  accepted  the 
principalship  of  a school  in  Watertown.  This  took  away  from  the  con- 
tinuation school  three  strong  teachers  who  had  taken  special  courses  at 
Hyannis  for  two  summers,  and  had  had  the  experience  of  two  years  teach- 
ing in  continuation  work.  They  had  a knowledge  of  continuation  school 
pupils,  were  familiar  with  the  character  of  the  subjects  taught,  and  under- 
stood the  laws  governing  the  school.  Their  separation  from  the  school  is 
a real  loss. 
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Miss  Dorene  Thompson,  a teacher  of  domestic  arts  in  the  Sprinj^field, 
Vermont,  high  school  was  secured  to  teach  the  girls  in  both  departments. 
No  teacher  was  employed  to  teach  the  boys  in  the  academic  department 
to  take  Mr.  Sawyer’s  place.  The  director,  amid  the  interruptions  attend- 
ing the  duties  of  the  eighth  grade  and  the  office  work  of  the  continuation 
school,  tried  to  take  care  of  this  department.  In  November,  Lewis  A. 
Sheafe  of  Amesbury  was  employed  for  the  academic  work.  The  numbers 
increased  to  182’ at  the  end  of  November  and  an  assistant  was  hired  to 
help  Miss  Thompson  for  twelve  hours  a week. 

Mr.  Sheafe  has  been  in  the  hospital  now  for  three  weeks  where  he 
underwent  a serious  operation.  George  Roller  of  Boston  is  substituting 
for  him.  It  always  takes  time  to  overcome  the  effect  of  so  many  changes. 

A new  course  was  introduced  into  the  manual  department  of  the  boys’ 
division.  The  basis  for  this  course  was  a small  metal  box  with  coyer, 
hinges,  handle,  and  legs.  The  making  of  the  box  involves  many  operations 
The  boy  first  approaches  his  work  by  making  a drawing  of  the  project. 
This  gives  many  of  the  boys  their  first  knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing. 
Then  comes  the  squaring  of  the  brass  and  the  sawing  of  the  corners  which 
teach  them  to  be  exact.  Grooving  for  bending  and  mitering  are  opera- 
tions that  require  skill  and  care.  When  the  handle  and  hinges  are  made 
and  attached  the  boys  have  learned  to  drill,  rivet  and  solder.  As  the  box 
approaches  completion  through  the  different  processes  of  finishing  there 
is  an  opportunity  for  original  design  in  decorating. 

In  the  domestic  arts  the  girls  have  done  some  real  good  work.  In  the 
early  fall  they  did  all  kinds  of  canning.  This  was  absolutely  new  work 
to  most  of  them,  but  all  became  able  to  do  the  canning  with  good  success. 
They  brought  in  many  kinds  of  fruits  and  vegetables  to  can  for  their  own 
home  use.  They  canned  many  jars  of  tomatoes  to  be  used  for  the  lunch- 
eons in  the  eighth  grade.  They  were  taught  to  plan  meals,  how  to  cook 
and  serve  them  properly.  In  November  they  took  up  sewing.  Using 
the  commercial  pattern  they  cut  and  made  many  articles  of  underwear, 
aprons  and  dresses  for  their  own  use.  During  the  last  two  weeks  many 
of  them  have  been  making  useful  articles  for  Christmas  presents. 

The  real  value  of  this  school  cannot  be  measured  by  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  kind  of  work,  for  the  best  results  are  those  that  are  intangible. 
Our  main  objective  is  to  make  the  pupils  better  members  of  society  so 
that  they  will  be  an  uplift  to  the  community  in  which  they  live.  Just  how 
much  the  act  of  keeping  them  in  touch  with  civic  and  general  education 
will  accomplish  only  the  future  can  tell. 

A critic  of  the  school  is  absolutely  correct  when  he  says  that  there  are 
some  who  do  not  get  much  out  of  the  four  hours  a week  spent  here.  These 
particular  pupils  passed  the  sixth  grade  more  by  years  of  attendance  than 
by  mental  attainment;  their  mental  and  moral  condition  is  such  that 
they  can  receive  little  from  the  school.  Their  association  with  this  school 
is  a hindrance  to  its  best  work  and  a menace  to  the  morals  of  the  other 
pupils.  The  school  in  its  original  scope  was  not  designed  for  such  as  these. 

This  kind  of  work  is  not  always  pleasing  to  one  who  has  high  ideals  in 
the  teaching  profession,  but  when  we  see  a boy  become  able  to  write  a busi- 
ness letter  for  the  first  time,  or  make  some  definite  article;  when  we  see  a 
girl  who  could  not  make  a pie  or  a buttonhole,  prepare  and  serve  an  en- 
tire meal,  cut  and  make  her  own  wearing  apparel  then  we  feel  that  there 
is  great  need  of  this  kind  of  work  and  an  opportunity  for  the  highest  attain- 
ment for  a teacher. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  constant  support  and  assist- 
ance of  the  school  board  and  the  superintendent.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  reviewing  the  music  work  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades  during  the  past 
year  it  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  note  the  increasing  interest,  not  only 
in  the  singing,  but  in  other  forms  of  music  study.  In  former  years  if  a 
pupil  w’as  found  to  be  a monotone  he  w^as  cut  off  from  all  participation  in 
any  form  of  music;  today  there  is  no  pupil  outside  the  realm  of  music. 
If  he  cannot  sing  he  is  taught  to  sing  and  it  is  only  in  very  few  cases  that  a 
monotone  gets  as  far  as  the  fifth  grade  wdthout  being  able  to  sing  in  tune 
with  his  classmates. 

The  general  aim  is  to  get  the  pupil  to  sing  and  enjoy  music.  There 
is  no  special  effort  made  to  develop  the  gifted  singer.  The  music  wmrk  is 
confined  to  general  class  singing,  to  improve  the  voices  by  the  best  known 
method  of  voice  preservation  and  development  and  to  teach  the  pupil  to 
read  the  music  he  sings.  As  I travel  from  school  to  school  I am  impressed 
more  and  more  by  the  tunefulness  of  the  singing;  the  tone  is  beautiful  and 
the  pupils  keep  the  pitch.  What  that  means  can  only  be  appreciated  by 
a musician.  At  all  public  entertainments  given  by  the  various  schools 
during  the  year,  the  singing  of  the  children  was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
features. 

A new  pha,se  of  music  development  is  making  itself  felt  in  the  grades 
namely  the  interest  in  instruments  of  the  orchestra.  At  the  suggestion 
of  the  pupils  themselves  I called  a meeting  to  form  a grammar  school 
orchestra  and  was  surprised  to  find  tw^enty-five  children  representing  the 
Sanford,  Bliss,  Richardson  and  Bank  Street  Schools.  When  they  had 
taken  their  places  I found  we  had  twelve  violins,  four  clarinets,  five  cor- 
nets, one  drum  and  three  piano  ]:>layers.  The  grades  represented  were 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth.  The  grammar  school  orchestra  now  plays 
every  iMonday  afternoon  in  High  School  Hall  from  3:30  to  4:30. 


Grade  Eight. 

The  new  song  books  in  the  eighth  grade  are  proving  very  satisfactory. 
Tlie  songs  are  very  fine  and  of  high  standard  and  are  w^ell  arranged  for  the 
vocal  difficulties  of  this  grade.  The  music  problem  of  the  eighth  grade  is 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  the  first  grade.  In  the  first  grade  w^e  have  the 
monotone;  in  the  eighth  grade  the  boy  whose  voice  is  changing,  this  is  a 
most  trying  period  for  the  growing  boy  and  much  time  and  patience  are 
needed  to  help  him  find  his  voice  again.  In  general  the  singing  of  the 
eighth  grade  pupils  is  excellent. 

1 have  not  taken  the  time  to  mention  in  detail  the  work  in  music 
appreciation,  history  and  biography  of  great  musicians  but  will  state  in 
passing  that  it  has  been  of  great  help  to  the  music  student  and  has  proved 
my  contention  that  a pupil  may  love  music  even  though  he  may  not  be 
able  to  sing. 


High  School. 

The  regular  music  work  in  the  high  school  consists  of  chorus  singing, 
glee  club,  band  and  orchestra,  all  showing  progress  from  year  to  year. 

I have  always  maintained  and  still  insist  that  a great  injustice  is  being- 
done  to  the  music  student  in  the  high  school,  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  those  taking  lessons  on  any  musical  instrument 
have  found  it  necessary  to  stop  their  music  study  altogether  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  their  school  studies. 
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T firmly  believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  ^^ive  credit  for  outside  music 
study  thereby  encouraging  the  musical  growth  of  this  city. 

The  high  school  orchestra  numbers  fifty-two  members  and  their  annual 
concert  has  become  of  great  interest  to  music  lovers.  From  the  orchestra 
has  come  the  band  which  is  developing  rapidly  into  a fine  high  school  band.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fates,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  general  plan  of  our  work  has  not  changed  this  year.  The  work  all 
comes  under  the  heads  of  Representative,  Constructive  and  Decorative 
Drawing.  We  have  new  problems  emphasizing  the  principles  we  want  to 
teach.  These  problems  are  definite  and  the  work  within  the  grasp  of  the 
pupils. 

The  year’s  w^ork  has  showm  that  a higher  per  cent  of  children  do 
creditable  w^ork.  The  pupils  in  most  cases  seem  interested  and  have  a 
desire  to  express  themselves  well. 

New^  Perry  pictures  and  pictures  from  the  Art  Appreciation  collection 
have  been  added.  This  year  w^e  are  using  larger  pictures  which  are  kept 
before  the  children  two  or  three  weeks.  The  sets  of  small  pictures  are 
kept  at  the  office  and  sent  to  the  schools  upon  the  request  of  the  teachers. 
Each  teacher  has  a list  of  pictures  for  the  grade.  Picture  study  is  hard  to 
handle  successfully,  but  the  children  should  have  an  opportunity  to  become 
familiar  with  some  of  the  works  of  great  painters. 

Clay  is  an  old  medium,  but  this  is  the  first  year  wt  have  made  it  a part 
of  the  course  in  the  first  grade.  No  doubt  the  children  like  it  and  it  is  a 
valuable  means  of  manual  expression. 

In  the  high  school  I feel  that  every  piece  of  w^ork  w^ell  done  quickens 
the  appreciation  of  what  is  fine  in  w^ork  about  us.  Not  many  pupils  taking 
free  hand  drawing  in  high  school  wall  follow^  any  line  of  art  work  when  they 
leave  school,  but  they  wull  be  more  alive  to  fine  thmgs  in  the  world  and  find 
greater  enjoyment  in  life. 

There  are  more  pupils  taking  free  hand  drawdng  in  high  school  than 
ever  before.  One  hundred  and  seventy-four  pupils  entered  the  classes  this 
fall.  Tw'o  periods  a week  are  required  from  all  pupils  taking  drawdng. 
Fifty  pupils  are  taking  four  periods  and  eighteen  pupils  six  periods  a w^eek.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Foies,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Manual  Training  Report  for  1922. 

We  are  told  that  our  duty  as  teachers  is  to  be  real  educators,  to  stimu- 
late creative  power,  to  broaden,  to  make  larger  and  more  inclusive  the 
spirit  of  the  pupils  with  whom  we  are  dealing. 

In  these  days  of  labor  shortage  Manual  Training  teachers  are  being 
called  upon  to  give  the  pupil  as  much  of  a real  education  in  a trade  as  he 
can  get  in  the  time  at  his  disposal. 

A boy  is  entitled  to  as  thorough  a training  as  possible.  No  one  has 
any  right  to  steer  him  away  from  his  education  to  fill  only  an  immediate 
need.  He  is  preparing  for  fifty  years  ahead.  “Schools  exist  not  for  the 
industries  or  for  any  other  interest;  they  exist  for  the  pupil.  By  helping 
him  they  help  the  community  and  the  industry.” 

Manual  Training  apart  from  Vocational  Training  stimulates  creative 
power,  broadens  and  makes  larger  and  more  inclusive  the  spirit  of  the 
pupil — hence  it  is  a valuable  asset  in  the  education  of  our  boys. 

In  some  instances  Manual  Training  teachers  are  expected  to  turn  out 
just  as  much  as  he  can  regardless  of  quality. 

Unfortunately  the  idea  is  that  the  beauty,  fine  finish,  and  the  attractive 
work  should  all  be  on  the  outside.  “We  are  not  sincere  in  our  work.” 
We  are  not  living  up  to  the  nation’s  ideals,  up  to  its  possibilities  unless  we 
instill  into  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  ideal  of  craftmanship  plus  character. 

Manual  Training  teachers  as  well  as  other  teachers  must  ever  be  guided 
by  the  principles  of  sincerity,  truth  and  honesty. 

We  have  tried  to  develop  and  to  hold  up  these  principles  of  sincerity, 
truth  and  honesty  in  the  w'ork  produced  in  the  manual  training  depart- 
ment, believing  that  the  boy  is  of  more  value  than  the  material. 

jManual  training  is  a great  stimulant,  not  only  in  providing  an  outlet 
for  a boy’s  creative  power  but  also  in  developing  his  creative  power. 

It  has  been  said  schools  should  create  a desire  for  as  much  education 
as  the  individual  is  capable  of  getting.  In  these  days  of  intelligence 
tests  it  is  found  that  some  boys  do  not  have  the  ability  to  study  in  the 
classical  branches  of  education  etc.,  but  have  ability  to  do  creative  work — 
a valuable  asset.  Here  the  manual  training  department  provides  oppor- 
tunity for  such  development.  The  individual  needs  of  the  pupil  are  care- 
fully considered.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  in  the  high  school  electing  manual 
training  has  decreased.  This  is  not  because  pupils  do  not  desire  to  work 
in  this  department  but  because  they  are  kept  close  to  the  course  of  stud^^ 
they  elect  and  also  on  account  of  the  increased  numl)er  of  credits  now  being 
required  to  graduate;  five  periods  manual  training  giving  23^  credits 
while  five  periods  in  some  other  subject  give  5 credits. 
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Course  of  Study. 

Freshmen  cover  the  basic  principles  of  bench  work  in  wood  and 
simple  furniture  making. 

Sophomores  and  Juniors,  advanced  bench  work,  furniture  making 
with  inlaid  work  and  wood  turning.  The  wood  turning  course  carries 
the  pupils  through  the  necessary  steps  to  produce  the  turning  of  furniture 
parts  e.  g.  chisel  and  screw  driver  handles,  vise  handles,  candlesticks, 
electric  table  lamps,  electric  floor  lamps,  card  trays,  bowls,  spindles,  table 
legs,  etc.,  inside  and  outside  screw  face  plate  work. 

Seniors  do  work  of  their  own  generally  in  advance  of  the  under  class- 
men.  They  are  also  called  upon  to  do  repairs  around  the  school  and  to  do 
work  for  the  grade  schools  when  it  is  within  their  power  to  do  it.  To  do 
the  latter  kind  of  work  effectively  the  installation  of  a bandsaw,  surfacer, 
jointer  and  boring  machines  would  do  much  to  attract  and  make  it  possible 
to  produce  work  quite  comparable  with  that  of  the  trade.

Shelving  in 
office,  store  rooms,  library  and  chemistry  department.  Cutting  out  table 
for  Domestic  Science  department.  Filing  and  key  cabinets  for  office. 
Record  boards  and  shields  for  the  athletic  department.  Goal  posts  and 
marking  out  field  for  football.  Repaired  desks,  chairs,  locks,  etc. 

Bliss  School.  Lunch  tables  and  settees.  One  long  l3ench  for  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  manual  training. 

Richardson  School.  Lunch  tables  and  settees.  Back  board  for  bask- 
et ball. 

Sanford  Street  School.  Lunch  tables  and  settees. 

Dodgeville  School.  Coat  rack  for  the  kindergarten. 

Tiffany  School.  Two  sand  tables. 

Some  of  the  furniture  made  by  the  pupils: — Telephone  table  and  chair, 
book  shelves,  book  racks,  dining  table,  jewelry  and  tool  cabinets,  morris 
chair,  fern  stand  with  cane  woven  panels,  skis,  medicine  cabinets,  hall 
trees,  travelling  tea  tables,  record  cabinet  with  inlay,  console  radio  cabinet, 
graphophone  cabinet,  piano  stools,  screens,  model  boats,  wireless  cabinets, 
etc.  Several  pupils  have  cane  seated  chairs  for  home  and  school.  Home 
furniture  has  been  repaired  at  school. 


Grammar  Grade. 

“The  principle  in  this  work  should  be  not  so  much  that  the  boy  should 
make  the  project  as  the  project  should  make  the  boy.”  When  he  is 
especially  interested  in  something  he  wishes  to  construct  he  should  be 
encouraged  provided  the  project  is  not  beyond  his  capabilities.  The  re- 
pairing of  household  and  school  effects  are  also  of  great  value  in  building 
character.  Not  only  that  he  learns  to  do  things,  but  learns  to  do  for  other 
people.  There  are  always  small  things  to  be  done  about  a school  building 
and  home  that  boys  take  a great  deal  of  pride  in  doing.  The  forcing  of  a 
boy  to  construct  some  object  that  he  practically  has  no  use  for  is  not 
always  productive  of  the  best  results  and  therefore  should  not  be  forced  to 
making  any  extent. 

It  is  necessary  to  learn  the  elementary  rules.  This  is  accomplished  by 
making  one  or  two  common  objects. 
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The  first  lessons  were  the  use  and  care  of  a plane — to  dissemble  and 
assemble  one  correctly — to  whet  and  care  for  the  blade.  A thorough 
knowledge  of  squaring  a piece  of  stock  without  wasting  an  unnecessary 
supply,  sandpapering  without  injuring  the  edges,  staining  and  simple 
finishing.  At  present  the  boys  are  working  on  small  projects,  e.  g.  boxes, 
knife  and  fork  boxes,  ring  tosses  and  key  boards.  In  fact  anything  to 
become  absolutely  familiar  with  a plane  and  to  teach  coordination.  They 
have  been  doing  several  odd  jobs  about  the  building  and  they  are  going 
to  continue  doing  his.  Each  boy  is  requested  to  make  a drawing  of  all 
plans  put  on  the  board  and  keep  a folio.  He  is  also  encouraged  to  hunt 
for  working  drawings  of  easy  projects  found  in  the  different  boy’s  maga- 
zines to  put  into  his  folio. 

Mechanical  Drawing.

For  the  first  time  in  A.  H.  S.  a girl  student  has  elected  this  subject 

The  work  is  systematically  planned  and  posted  for  each  year.  There 
are  just  so  many  drawing  plates  which  must  be  completed  before  any 
credit  is  given.  A student  may  inform  himself  as  to  the  next  plate  by 
consulting  the  plan  of  work  for  his  particular  year.  In  this  way  he  knows 
just  where  he  stands  and  how  much  work  must  be  completed.  It  also 
encourages  a certain  amount  of  competition.  Each  plate  is  marked  and 
registered. 

First  year  consists  of  29  ])lates  for  4 periods  or  more.  This  consists 
of  lettering,  geometrical  problems,  elementary  working  drawings  with 
dimensions,  projection  problems,  screw  threads  and  isometric  drawings. 

Second  year.  IMost  drawings  to  be  inked.  Drawings  of  castings  to 
scale,  2nd  and  3rd  view  drawings  of  any  part  of  a machine  that  inay  be 
given,  projection,  intersection  and  developments.  Tracing  paper  is  used 
for  inking  instead  of  the  customary  inking  on  the  pencil  drawing.  Blue 
prints  can  then  be  made  later  in  the  year. 

Third  Year.  Section  views  of  drawings,  paths  of  motion  and  cams. 

Fourth  year.  Architectural  drawing.  Direct  inking  on  the  drawing 
is  customary  unless  a Ifiue  print  is  required.  Correct  style  and  technique 
is  insisted  upon. 

Inspection  trips  to  study  methods  in  such  institutions  as  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  Wentworth  Institute,  Sturtevant  Blower 
Works,  Brown  & Sharpe,  some  lumber  yard,  box  making  factory,  window 
sash  and  door  factory,  etc.,  are  recommended  as  being  valuable  means  of 
broadening  the  education  of  manual  training  pupils.

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Report  of  the  Teacher  of  Sewing. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  F ales.  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  the  following  brief  report  for  1921-1922. 

The  course  in  sewing  is  as  practical  and  useful  as  our  experience  has 
enabled  us  to  make  it.  The  first  year’s  work  requires  more  patience  and 
self  control  than  that  of  any  following  years  and  teaches,  with  the  funda- 
mental stitches,  neatness,  exactness  and  economy. 

That  sewing  trains  the  hand  and  the  eye  has  been  proved  again  and  a- 
gain,  by  the  improvement  in  the  work  of  pupils  who  at  first  had  the  greatest 
difficulty  in  mastering  their  simplest  stitches  and  who  later  showed  much 
skill.  Sometimes  I have  been  surprised  after  weeks  of  patient  work,  to 
receive  good  results  from  those  who  have  seemed  hopeless  cases. 

Interest  in  the  work  is  very  essential  and  we  find  that  the  making  of 
useful  articles  attains  and  retains  the  interest  especially  in  grades  seven 
and  eight. 

If  a pupil’s  mother  has  any  preference  as  to  what  her  child  shall  make 
it  is  respected  as  much  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  We  have  been  asked 
recently  to  certify  as  to  the  ability  of  the  girls  to  do  the  work  required  to 
obtain  "the  Scouts’  Needle  Woman’s  Badge.  It  seemed  wiser  to  make  each 
girl  responsible  for  her  own  work  so  we  have  spent  eight  weeks  since 
September  in  reviewing  fundamental  stitches  and  processes  and  preparing 
a Scout  Test  book  containing  a specimen  model  of  every  kind  of  work  re- 
quired. Not  only  have  the  girls  enjoyed  this  work  but  it  has  proven  of 
untold  value  to  them.  When  construction  of  the  first  garment  began, 
the  girls  were  able  to  take  up  the  work  without  further  assistance. 

Our  outside  work  has  also  been  a pleasure.  We  have  made  arm  bands 
for  the  special  police  boys,  laundry  bags  for  soiled  towels,  hemmed  desk 
covers  and  dish  towels,  made  two  silk  door  curtains  and  mended  several 
flags. 

I think  our  exhibition  at  Bliss  Hall,  last  June  was  the  most  satisfactory 
report  of  sewing  that  could  be  given.  All  those  who  attended  had  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  results  of  the  work  for  the  year.  We  are  always 
pleased  to  have  anyone  interested  visit  our  classes  and  see  the  work  in 
progress.  ' 

It  may  be  of  interest  for  those  who  saw  the  exhibit  to  know  that  the 
total  number  of  girls  in  the  sewing  department  for  the  school  year  Sept. 
1921  to  June  1922  numbered  657  and  that  the  total  cost  to  the  city,  in- 
cluding material  and  repairs  of  sewing  machines  was  only  $35.30.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Physical  Train iog 
Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fates,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  policy  this  year  has  been  to  continue  and  enlarge  upon  the  system 
of  physical  education  through  trained  boy  and  girl  leaders,  to  organize 
recess  play  periods  under  teacher  supervision,  and  to  conduct  after  school 
athletics. 
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Physical  Education  in  the  School  Room. 

The  exercises  used  have  been  selected  with  great  care,  aiming  at  correct 
posture  and  l^earing,  precision  and  accuracy  of  movement,  attention, 
concentration,  quick  response,  poise  and  control,  and  sense  of  rhythm. 
Training  classes  for  leaders  are  held  regularly  once  a week  in  all  the  schools, 
and  in  some  cases  two  periods  are  necessary.  All  physical  training  leaders 
have  been  selected  by  the  school  principals  with  the  approval  of  the  super- 
visor. The  work  in  each  room  is  inspected  once  a week,  the  principals 
and  captain  leaders  assisting. 

At  the  Tiffany  School  an  experiment  is  being  tried  out  whereby  the 
leaders  are  allov/ed  to  rank  their  rooms  each  week  according  to  the  excel- 
lence of  tlie  work  accomi)lished.  1 feel  that  the  right  s])irit  as  regards  the 
work  is  being  developed,  and  wish  to  thank  the  leaders  for  their  efficient 
work. 

Organized  Recess  Play. 

I have  laid  special  stress  on  this  feature  of  the  work  as  it  has  been,  in 
my  mind,  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  the  department  in  the  past.  While 
things  are  progressing  slowly,  due  no  doubt  to  the  newness  of  it  all,  I feel 
that  an  important  ste])  forward  has  been  taken.  Through  Mr.  Carl  L. 
Schrader,  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  for  the  State  of  IMassachusetts, 
1 have  secured  copies  of  the  liooklet,  “Physical  Education  in  the  Public 
Schools”,  which  deals  with  this  subject,  and  have  distributed  them  to  all 
rooms  in  the  scliools  of  the  city. 

Equi])ment  has  been  secured  through  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Department,  and  the  principals.  Several  schools  have  outdoor  basket  ball 
courts  and  inter-room  leagues  have  been  organized.  An  earnest  effort 
is  being  made  to  have  e^'ery  child  take  part,  and  games  in  Avhich  any  num- 
ber of  idayers  may  ])articipate  are  selected.  Children  who  are  known  to 
have  weak  hearts,  or  who  are  otherwise  organically  disqualified,  are  not 
required  to  i)la3*,  but  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  quiet  games,  in  which 
there  is  at  the  most  only  moderate  muscular  activity  and  mental  excite- 
ment. With  the  advice  of  the  ph^/sician  games  may  be  found  which  are 
safe  for  any  child  able  to  to  go  school.  Weak  children  are  more  frequently 
hurt  by  too  little  e.xercise  than  by  too  much. 

I wish  to  thank  the  principals  and  teachers  sincerely  for  their  whole- 
hearted cooperation  in  this  matter. 

After  School  Athletics 

This  is  a big  subject  to  cover,  and  I am  only  going  to  try  to  give  an  idea 
of  the  work  which  has  been,  and  is  being  accomplished;  also  plans  for  the 
future. 

Football.  For  the  first  time  this  sport  was  started  in  the  eighth  grades 
of  the  city.  Both  Bank  and  Bliss  Schools  had  two  ])ractisB  sessions  each 
week,  and’were  taught  the  fundamentals  of  the  game.  At  the  end  of  the 
season  a game  was  played  at  Hayward  Field,  with  Bank  the  winner  bj^  a 
score  of  28-6. 


Basket  Ball  Activities. 

Grammar  School  League.  Bliss,  Richardson,  Tiffanv,  Hebronville 
and  Sanford  Street  entered.  Games  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  five 
o’clock  at  the  High  School.  Schedule  ends  February  first. 

Grammar  School  Girls’  League.  Tiffanjq  Bliss,  Richardson,  and  San- 
ford Street  entered.  Schedule  starts  on  January  eighth.  Games  will  be 
played  at  the  High  School  on  Mondays. 
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Bank  Street.  Regular  schedule  of  twelve  games.  Practise  on  Tues- 
days. Gaines  on  Saturday  Mornings,  High  School  Gymnasium,  Bank 
Street  Girls.  Practise  and  games  on  Fridays  at  High  School.  Bliss 
eighth  grade.  Regular  schedule  of  eight  games.  Practise  on  Thursdays 
at  State  Armory.  Games  on  Saturday  morning  at  the  High  School.  Class 
in  basket  ball  officiating  meets  once  a month.  The  following  is  the  schedule 
of  practise  sessions. 

Monday — Tiffany  boys  and  girls,  six  o’clock  at  High  School. 

Tuesday — Bank  Street,  at  High  School,  six  o’clock. 

Wednesday — Richardson  boys  and  girls.  State  Armory,  4 o’clock. 

Sanford  boys  and  girls,  high  school,  6 o’clock. 

Thursday — Bliss  boys  and  girls.  State  Armory,  4 o’clock. 

Friday — Bank  Street  Girls,  high  school,  6 o’clock. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  Hebronville  to  practise  with  either  Richard- 
son or  Bliss  at  the  Armory.  Interest  in  this  sport  is  centered  at  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville  and  a series  is  arranged  annually  between  the  schools. 


Base  Ball. 

Plans  are  being  completed  for  an  eight  team  league  in  the  Spring. 
Bank  and  Bliss  eighth  grades  will  have  separate  schedules.  A girls’  league 
will  also  be  formed,  using  the  regulation  indoor  base  ball. 


Track. 

A series  of  three  meets  will  be  held  between  Bank  and  Bliss  eighth 
grades'.  Also  three  Grammar  School  Field  Days.

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Report  of  School  Physician. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Foies,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  school  physician  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1922. 

The  health  program  in  the  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been 
marked  most  particularly  by  the  study  and  practise  of  better  nutrition 
among  the  pupils. 

A nutrition  contest  beginning  in  the  fall  of  1921  and  ending  in  June 
1922  was  held,  in  which  the  majority  of  the  schools  took  part.  The  re- 
sults of  this  contest,  as  shown  by  carefully  kept  graphic  charts,  were  most 
gratifying.  Sanford  Street  school  Avith  a percentage  of  31  was  declared 
the  winner,  having  brought  the  greatest  number  of  pupils  up  to  normal 
weight.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  first  four  contenders,  namely, 
Sanford  Street,  Richardson,  Tiffany  and  Bliss  showed  very  little  margin 
between  them. 

An  exhibit  was  held  in  the  spring  showing  the  nutrition  work  in  detail 
which  was  well  attended  by  interested  parents. 

This  Fall  it  was  the  intent  that  instruction  in  nutrition  be  limited  to 
those  schools  which  formerly  had  had  little  or  none. 

With  the  exception  of  an  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  month  of 
November  the  schools  have  been  free  from  serious  epidemics.  Approxi- 
mately seventy  cases  of  measles  occurred  at  the  Bliss  School.  Scattering 
cases  were  reported  from  the  Richardson,  Sanford  Street  and  Farmers 
Schools.  It  was  thought  that  the  epidemic  might  better  be  controlled  by 
keeping  the  schools  open  than  by  closing  them. 

There  was  a notable  increase  in  the  number  of  home  calls  made  by  the 
nurse  during  the  year,  which  I believe,  is  a necessary  adjunct  to  the  annual 
physical  examinations.  Through  the  medium  of  these  home  calls  some 
sixteen  cases  of  tonsillectomy  were  done  during  the  summer  vacation  at 
the  Sturdy  Hospital.  Many  other  cases  were  attended  by  their  family 
physicians,  which  would  probably  have  passed  unnoticed  had  not  the 
importance  of  attention  to  the  condition  been  emphasized  by  the  nurse  on 
her  visits. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  increasing  number  of  mentally 
deficient  children.  Special  instruction  along  lines  best  suiting  their  mental 
adaptability  should  be  given  them  in  order  that  they  may  become  self 
dependent  and  not  become  public  charges.

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Report  of  School  Nurse. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  report  as  school  nurse  for  the  year  1922.  Improve- 
ment in  the  dental  line  continues  to  be  a great  source  of  satisfaction  to 
both  nurse  and  teachers.  Health  talks  on  general  health  subjects  in 
nutrition,  cleanliness,  the  care  of  teeth,  and  personal  hygiene  were  given 
in  all  the  schools  during  the  year.  More  attention  was  given  to  the  follow 
up  work,  and  defects  which  were  noted  by  the  school  physician  were  given 
special  attention  at  my  home  visits.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  tooih 
brushes  were  sold  to  the  pupils  at  actual  cost  price. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  the  principals  and  teachers  was  great  aid 
in  the  nutrition  campaign  which  was  carried  on  during  the  year.  A room 
in  the  Sanford  Street  School  was  given  the  nurse  for  use  as  an  office  and 
was  opened  late  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  The  need  of  such  an  arrangement 
was  great,  and  although  it  has  been  in  use  but  for  a short  time,  it  is  an 
invaluable  aid  in  the  health  work.  Some  two  hundred  and  forty-eight 
children  have  been  examined  at  this  office  during  the  year. 

During  the  summer  vacation  sixteen  children  were  brought  to  the 
Sturdy  hospital  for  tonsillectomy,  the  school  nurse  arranging  for  and 
assisting  at  these  operations.  During  the  year  we  have  had  an  epidemic 
of  chickenpox  and  measles  at  the  Bliss  and  Sanford  Street  Schools,  one 
case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  at  the  Bliss  school  also  an  epidemic  of 
mumps  in  the  Hebronville  district. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  fifteen  schools  widely  separated, 
together  with  very  unsatisfactory  trolley  service,  it  would  seem  that  some 
provision  should  be  made  for  an  automobile  for  the  school  nurse,  either 
by  the  purchase  of  a ear  by  the  department  or  by  providing  for  extra 
compensation  for  the  maintenance  of  an  automobile  provided  by  the  nurse 
to  be  used  on  school  work.  During  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  home  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
use  of  her  own  personal  car  at  no  expense  whatever  to  the  school  depart- 
ment. It  is  only  possible  to  do  efficient  follow  up  work  when  one  has  the 
means  of  proper  and  adequate  transportation. 

The  school  nurse  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging 
the  cooperation  of  Associated  Charities,  District  Nursing  Association, 
principals  and  teachers,  Miss  Lucy  Queal,  Nutrition  expert  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  as  well  as  parents,  without  whose  assistance  the  work  of 
the  school  nurse  would  be  difficult.

Report  of  the  Attendance  Officer. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Sehools: 

In  rendering  my  report  for  this  year  it  is  quite  gratifjdng  to  note  the 
improvement  in  attendance  over  former  years;  while  the  enrollment  of 
the  schools  has  increased  the  number  of  cases  of  absence  from  all  causes 
has  steadily  decreased.  During  the  four  months  as  Attendance  Officer  in 
1920  I investigated  201  cases,  for  the  year  of  1921,  425  eases;  while  in  1922 
the  total  number  is  296.  Much  of  this  improvement  is  due  to‘  the  fact 
that  1 am  able  to  reach  nearly  all  cases  promptly  at  the  time  of  the 
absence.  While  there  has  been  this  improvement  in  attendance  much 
more  has  been  added  to  the  work  in  checking  up  newsboys.

The  following  improvements  in  fire  protection  in  relation  to  electric 
light  and  power  wires  in  the  mercantile  district  has  been  accomplished 
this  last  year,  with  as  little  expense  as  possible  to  owners  of  property 
commensurate  with  the  risk  at  stake. 

The  following  named  buildings  have  had  their  light  and  power  entrances 
changed  to  conform  to  rules  governing  same  namel3^  one  entrance  switch 
for  entire  building,  Attleboro  Savings  & Loan  building  having  five  entrance, 
now  only  one,  annex  adjoining  three  now  changed  to  one,  Gifford  Block 
four  now  changed  to  one,  Holman  Block  thirteen  now  changed  to  one, 
Horton  Block  on  No.  Main  St.,  four  now  changed  to  one,  and  the  Briggs 
Hotel  & Annex  changed  from  five  to  one,  the  store  property  of  Remington 
Land.  Association  nine  changed  to  one,  Sweeney  Block  & Emporium 
from  three  to  one.  Star  Theatre,  Cor.  East  '&  Pine  five  reduced  to  one. 
The  above  named  theatre  itself  has  been  rewired  and  brought  up  to  date 
in  entire  wiring  equipment. 

You  will  note  that  all  these  changes  have  necessitated  considerable 
time,  in  fact  more  than  what  the  number  of  inspections  show,  owing  to 
conferences  with  owners  of  property  and  contractors  preliminary  to  changes 
being  made.  I have  given  freely  of  my  time  to  these  conferences  so  that 
the  friendliest  of  feeling  might  be  maintained  between  this  department 
and  owners  of  above  property. 

Knowing  that  none  of  us  like  to  be  put  to  expense  needlessly,  and  I 
think  in  every  case  we  have  shown  to  persons  interested,  while  we  have 
endeavored  to  improve  existing  conditions,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the 
fact  someone  has  to  pay  the  bills.  Consequently  we  have  endeavored  to 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  contractors,  the  necessity  of  making  the 
above  changes  as  inexpensive  as  possible  commensurate  with  first  class 
work.  How  well  we  have  succeeded  in  this  matter  we  will  leave  for  your 
decision. 

I recommend  the  amount  of  S250  for  office  expenses  also  that  there  be 
a provision  made  for  part  time  clerical  hire. 

I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Muni- 
cipal Council,  all  officials  and  citizens  for  the  courtesy  and  hearty  co- 
operation extended  to  this  office  the  past  year.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report,  as  Supt.  of  Fire  Alarm,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1922. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  is  in  as  good  working 
order  as  existing  conditions  will  permit  and  consists  of  the  following,  one 
steam  whistle  located  at  Pumping  Station,  So.  Attleboro,  three  bells,  one 
at  Union  St.,  station,  one  at  Peck  St.,  bell  tower,  one  at  Hose  4,  So.  Attle- 
boro, and  one  bell  strikes  at  Methodist  Church  tower  in  Hebronville. 
There  are  four  indicators,  as  follows,  one  in  Central  Station,  So.  Main  St., 
one  in  Union  St.,  station,  one  in  Hebronville  station  and  one  in  So.  Attle- 
boro station. 

Also  there  are  22  tappers  and  gongs  located  as  follows,  one  in  Police 
Station,  balance  are  in  residences  of  members  of  the  department  and 
factories  where  they  are  employed.  We  have  93  street  alarm  boxes,  owned 
by  the  City  and  2 private  boxes,  one  owned  by  Interstate  Street  Railway 
Co.,  and  the  other  by  The  Watson  Co. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  is  in  the  Union  St.  Fire  Station  and 
contains,  one,  six  circuit  switchboard,  one,  six  circuit  protector  board  and 
one,  ten  circuit  repeater  with  340  cells  of  storage  battery  for  operating 
same. 

There  is  now  in  the  system  about  87  miles  of  wire.  The  following 
improvements  and  additions  have  been  made  the  past  year,  namely, 
three  of  the  eighteen  obsolete  type  boxes  have  been  replaced  with  success- 
ive, positive,  non-interfering  type,  eleven  new  boxes  have  been  added  to 
the  system  and  are  located  as  follows,  one  at  the  corner  of  South  Ave.,  and 
Snell  St.,  one  at  each  of  the  following  school  buildings,  Washington  St., 
City  School,  Tiffany,  High  School,  Central  building  of  the  Sanford  St., 
group.  Bank,  Bliss,  Richardson,  one  at  Dodge ville  and  Hebronville  Schools 
respectively. 

In  all  the  above  school  buildings,  as  soon  as  convenient  for  contractor 
to  do  the  work,  there  will  be  installed,  sixteen  combination  fire  drill  and 
auxiliary  boxes  and  twenty-one  plain  auxiliary  boxes  which  will  increase 
the  fire  protection  of  the  buildings  mentioned  and  the  lives  of  the  occupants 
100%. 

There  has  been  a new  Reo  Speed  Wagon  purchased  to  replace  a small 
Ford  truck  which  has  been  in  the  service  for  three  and  a half  years  and  had 
outgrown  its  usefulness,  owing  to  the  increased  demands  upon  it  by  the 
added  duties  of  the  wire  inspection  department. 

I would  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

As  stated  last  year,  a small  machine,  for  F'ire  Alarm  and  Inspection 
purposes,  should  be  purchased  this  year.  I am  informed  by  good  author- 
ity, a saving  of  4 or  5 cents  per  mile  can  be  realized  in  operating  expenses 
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by  same,  owing  to  the  fact  that  one  machine  has  to  be  constantly  loaded 
with  tools  and  material,  so  as  to  be  prepared  at  any  minute  of  the  24  hours, 
to  keep  Fire  Alarm  service  in  first  class  repair. 

The  matter  of  new  switchboards  for  Fire  Alarm  service  is  very  urgent 
due  to  the  fact  that  present  boards  are  totally  inadequate  for  the  system 
as  at  present  constituted,  namely,  present  boards  have  the  maximum 
capacity  for  handling  6 circuits  when  as  a matter  of  fact  our  system  at 
present  is  composed  of  nine  circuits,  so  you  will  very  readily  understand 
the  handicap  with  which  this  branch  of  the  service  is  working  under. 

There  should  also  be  added  to  the  system  2 or  3 new  boxes  located  where 
deemed  advisable  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  myself.  Also  would 
recommend,  as  last  year,  the  replacement  of  six  of  the  obsolete  boxes. 

I wish  to  urge  upon  jmu  the  necessity  for  providing  this  department  with 
an  assistant  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  this  branch  of  the  service. 
I would  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  coming  year, 
maintenance  of  Fire  Alarm  $1,000,  maintenance  of  auto  $450  and  Salary 
of  Supt.  Fire  Alarm  $6  per  day.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  M unicipal  Council  City  of  Attleboro: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  City  Solicitor  for  the  year  1922. 

During-  the  year,  I have  a record  of  attending  to  503  items  of  business 
for  the  city,  including  362  conferences,  etc.,  advice  to  city  depart- 
ments 34,  written  opinions  15,  contracts  examined  2,  hearings  attended  4, 
two  being  out  of  town;  appearing  in  court  4 times,  examining 
complicated  matters  of  law  17  times,  4 deeds  drawn,  3 deeds  record- 
ed, 3 contracts  drawn,  8 releases  to  the  city  drawn,  other  papers  drawn, 
5,  papers  filed  in  court,  appearance  and  answer  etc.,  3,  court  cases  settled 
1,  titles  examined  1,  accidents  and  claims  reported  to  me  21,  collections 
referred  to  me  11,  collections  made  5,  amount  collected,  S5,666.58. 

COURT  CASES. 

State  Case.  The  suit  brought  by  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver  General 
for  the  board  of  Olivene  Gagnon  is  still  pending,  but  recent  action  on  the 
matter  will  probably  result  in  a settlement  early  in  the  year. 

Fisher  Case.  The  case  against  the  Estate  of  John  M.  Fisher  for  dam- 
ages to  a hydrant,  brought  by  the  city  in  the  Fourth  District  Court,  has 
been  settled  by  compromise. 

Nellie  A.  Cooper  Case.  This  is  a petition  for  assessment  of  damages 
for  land  taken  on  Bank  Street,  and  is  still  pending. 

Joseph  F.  Fuller  Case  & Herbert  Linkletter  Case.  Both  of  these  cases 
are  on  a petition  for  review  of  assessment  as  abutters  on  the  A.  B.  C. 
Street  Railway,  and  are  still  pending. 

Avadis  Zahigian  Case.  This  is  a petition  for  assessment  of  damages 
for  land  taken  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Pine  Sts.,  and  is  still  pending.  I 
recently  had  a conference  with  the  petitioner  and  liis  attorney,  and  visited 
the  premises,  but  the  amount  claimed  by  petitioner  is  so  large  that  there 
seems  to  be  little  possibility  of  an  agreement  for  settlement. 

Frank  A.  Cummings  Case.  The  petition  by  Frank  A.  Cummings  for 
writ  of  certiorari  was  decided  by  the  Single  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  favor  of  the  City,  and  has  been  carried  by  the  petitioner  to  the  full 
bench,  and  will  probably  be  argued  next  October. 

Ellen  Loew  Case.  The  two  suits  brought,  one  by  Ellen  Loew,  the  other 
by  her  husband,  William  Loew,  for  damages  arising  from  an  alleged  de- 
fect in  the  sidewalk  on  Park  Street,  are  still  pending. 

Timothy  O’Neil  Case.  The  suit  of  Timothy  O’Neil  for  injuries  a- 
rising  out  of  an  alleged  defect  in  Park  Street,  is  still  pending. 

Alvin  N.  and  Frederick  P.  Cooper  Case.  The  petition  of  the  city  to 
foreclose  the  right  of  redemption  on  six  parcels  of  land  sold  to  the  city  for 
unpaid  taxes  on  and  assessed  to  Alvin  N.  and  Frederick  P.  Cooper  was 
settled  by  payment  to  the  City  of  $5,349  86. 
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Simon  Armstrong  and  Emile  Laiivier  Cases.  These  are  two  cases 
brought  for  injuries  arising  out  of  an  accident  in  which  a car  of  .the  A.  B.  C. 
Street  Railway  collided  with  a team  owned  by  Armstrong.  Armstrong 
has  brought  suit  for  damages  to  the  team,  and  Lauvier  has  brought  suit 
for  personal  injuries,  which  were  quite  severe.  These  cases  are  returnable 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  and  will  be  answered  in  due  course. 

Delia  Vallequette  Case.  In  this  case,  suit  has  been  brought,  by  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  board  of  De  ia  Vallequette,  amounting  to  $035.43. 
and  is  still  pending. 

Isaiah  N.  Inman  Case.  In  behalf  of  the  charity  department,  I obtained 
deeds  from  Isaiah  N.  Inman  and  from  his  former  wife  of  a ])arcel  of  land 
at  Dennisport,  Mass.,  in  payment  of  claim  of  the  City  for  care  of  Mr. 
Inman,  and  just  previously  to  Mr.  Inman’s  death,  which  occurred  a short 
time  ago,  I got  his  children  to  agree  to  make  monthly  payments  toward  his 
support,  and  a small  amount  has  been  paid. 

Miscellaneous.  There  are  several  matters  in  which  the  city  has  re- 
ceived notice  of  injuries  caused  by  alleged  defects  in  highwaj^s,  which 
have  been  investigated,  and  suit  has  not  yet  been  brought.  There  are  also 
reports  of  several  accidents  on  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway,  in  which  suit 
has  been  brought,  and  in  some  of  which  there  was  no  claim  for  damages. 

C.  E.  Johnson.  A claim  of  C.  E.  Johnson  for  damages  to  his  auto- 
mobile caused  by  a guy  wire  of  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  was  settled, 
and  a release  to  the  City  obtained. 

The  petition  of  the  Crown  Mill  for  abatement  of  taxes  before  the 
County  Commissioners  was  heard.  The  claim  for  abatement  on  the  per- 
sonal property  was  disallowed,  but  the  company  was  allowed  an  abatement 
of  $1,615.00  on  real  estate. 

Annie  Travers.  The  petition  of  Mrs.  Travers  for  damages  for  taking 
of  land  for  the  Richardson  School  was  settled  by  order  of  Municipal 
Council,  and  title  to  the  land  was  examined,  and  proper  deed  and  release 
were  obtained. 

Harlan  Moore.  Harlan  Moore,  a young  boy,  was  injured  by  collision 
with  a car  of  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway,  and  at  the  present  time,  it 
appears  that  suit  is  likely  to  be  brought  against  the  City. 

By  order  of  the  Municipal  Council,  I attended  the  hearing  in  the 
petition  of  Mr.  Nash,  one  of  the  firemen,  for  a pension,  and  examined 
the  witnesses. 

The  deeds  for  the  City  Hall  Site  title,  which  was  examined  in  1921, 
w^ere  attended  to  by  me,  and  have  been  properly  recorded. 

The  charges  against  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  this  depart- 
ment for  this  year  made  by  the  City  Auditor,  amount  to  $93.20,  but 
strictly,  only  $17.30  were  for  the  expenses  of  this  department,  the  balance 
being  money  paid  by  me  on  account  of  other  departments,  but  in  rendering 
my  bills  to  the  city,  they  were  charged  against  this  department. 

I recommend  the  same  appropriations  for  1923  for  salary  and  expenses 
as  during  the  past  year  for  this  department.
